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PREFACE. 



This volume is a eompiUtion tram 
Archbiahop Laud's Diary, his History of 
his Chancelloruhip of Oxford, and his 
Hiatoiy of his Troubles and Trial. Very 
sparing use has been made of his Oxford' 
Letters, and almost none of the Strafford 
Papers. These alone, to say nothing of 
the MS. treasures which exist in all pro- 
bability at Lambeth, and perhaps among 
the Pococke Papers or elsewhere in the 
Bodleian, woald have swelled the volnme 
to ao inconrenient balk. 

Although the materials are so woven 
together as to make It really an Antobio- 
graphy thronghont, yet the selection and 
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omission of passages leares a eoDsideraUe 
araoant of responsibility upon the Editor. 
He has made his selection mainly with a 
wish to gire the volume an academical J 
interest; But he has also borne in mind 
throughout the accusation of a leaning 
to Romanismy which has been brought 
against Hooker, Andrewes, Laud, Ham- 
mondf Bull, and Leslie, in company with 
most other sound English Divines,, by 
those particular schools of theology, which 
even in our own day represent the conti- 
nental influence, sodisastrous to the Church 
in the reigns of Edward and Elisabeth. 

It may be as well to warn the reader, 
that the Archbishop begins his year on 
the 26th of March, which v js the legal 
computation in England, till 1761. The 
Grregorian Calendar of 1682 had not then 
been adopted in this country. With re- 
gard to St Augustin^s day, mentioned in 
page 266, it can only be supposed that 
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ibe ArcIibUhop mistook one day, tlieiidth 
of February for the 27tfa, aod also used 
the Calendur of the English Church, as 
it was prior to the alterationB made in it 
during the primacy of Cranmer. The 27th 
of February, though not found in all the 
old English Calendars, is nevertheless in 
most marked as "The Feast of St. Augus* 
tin, Bishop;" ru in Gough Missal, 145. 
149. 162.and206. The Editor hasallered 
rery many of the dates, and has spared no 
pains to be accurate. But among such a 
profusion of them, not only of years and 
months, but even days of the week and 
Church Festivals a few no doubt, perhaps 
more than a few, must have escaped his 
eye, 

0. Archbishop Laud has bo long suffered, 
not BO much from the abuse of his enemies 
as from the apologies of fais friends, that 
it seemed very desirable, if possible, that a 
man, for good or evil so eminent, and the 
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Stamp of whose inflaeoce is yet risible 
upon the Church, should be heard for 
himsel£ It would of course be out of 
place here to enter into any detailed rin- 
dication of his character. Thus much may 
be said. He has been Tindicated in two 
ways. The Puritan charges against him 
have either been contradicted, softened 
down, and explained away; or acknow- 
ledgedy lamented, and only excused with 
much parade of candour and goodnature, 
on the score of the virtues there are to be 
set over against his faults *. If the first 
of these ways is consistent with hbtorical 
truth, it is well enough^ however unsatis- 
&ctory. But it does not appear that it is 
consistent with truth, and therefore must 
be abandoned. The second way is still 
more unsatis&ctory, and leaves the Puri- 
tans in fiur possession of the field. One 
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other my remuna. To take tlie Arch* 
bisbop's bigotry, supentitton, narrow* 
mindedneas, nideDew, and intolerance, 
to tnuislate them ont of theae ungainly 
vords into Church rocabulaij, and 
ground our respect and rererence for his 
memory on thia — ^that, while he had also 
common virtues like common men, he 
had as well those higher and nobler and 
larger features of an ancient Churchman, 
which we first ceased to love, and are 
DOW come scarcely to understand. 

/3. Archbiahop I<aud, and the Stuart di- 
vines generally , have been charged vrith an 
orer-weening reverence for the King, and 
an undue and almost servile compliance 
with the Court*. Whether the view taken 
by Laud and others of the King's snprem>

It is but fair 
therefore to remember, that, whether right 
or wrong, the theologians of that day were 
fiillypersaadedofthedivineright by which 
kingsreign. Howaeonscientiousbeliefof 
this would inflnence their practice in times 
when widely different notions were stirring

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among the people, and witli aaeh a King, 
a better than Constantine, in Charles the. 
Har^r, it is not difficatt to conceive. The 
proud doctrine of " public opinion," by 
which evGiy man is taught to feel himself 
a part of an irresponsible tribunal at which 
the actions of sovereign and subject are 
unreserredly and almost indiscriminately 
censured, would have been &r more diffi- 
cult of understanding to them, and far less 
likely to hare metwith their approval, than 
the doctrine of divine right among oui^ 
selves. At all events, therefore, however 
unlikely it may be that modesty or a fear 
of being wrong in such a point will make 
men backward in despising the political 
views of our older Bishops, it is but right 
to shift the accusation f>om their hearts 
and feelings, and lay it upon their judg- 
ments and opinions. To clear their me- 
mories from calumny or harsh mistake is a 
humble and a pious work. Their wisdom 
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and teaching are abore modern patronage 
and vindication. 

y.Areligiousattention to dreams and pos- 
•iUe indications of Providence is another, 
pointyon which much has been said against 
Archbishop Laud, and for the repetition of 
which the present volume affords continual 
opportunity. He said himself on his trial, 
that '* dreams are not in the power of him 
that hath them, bat in the unruliness of 
the fimcji which in broken sleeps wanders 
which way it pleases, and shapes what it 
pleaseth^** On this head however, as on 
the divine right of kings, being matters 
easy to profime^it is^ weU^tojfgJlit|le^'' and 
indeed whatever might be said would only 
lessen the weight of blame by helping to 
bear it The older English divines, after 
they had recovered themselves from the 
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uoise Bud hurr; of the great chaagea made 
in our Church, seem hj the help of anti- 
quity, and of course in a fainter d^ree, to 
have realised the presence of a spiritual 
world, contained within and diicloaing 
itself through the Tisible itate of things. 
They saw in many ways, in the rites and 
types of nature, shadows from the inner 
Heaven stirring on its earthly counterparL 
Oradually, bowoTer, this became less 
'* open," and eren ** precious in those 
days," until the force of a gross and phy- 
ncal system of unbelief caused it to re- 
appear* under a philosophical Teil, in the 
school of Bishop Berkeley, ** philosopho- 
rum religiosissimi." Meanwhile we may 
leave Archbishop Laud, supported by a 
name " much set by" in the Church, and 
little lower than his own. " Although I 
am no doter on dreams," says Bishop Bull*, 
" yet I rerily belicTe, that some dreams

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are monitory, above the power of fancy, 
and impressed on us by some superior 
influence. For of such dreams, we have 
plain and undeniable instances in history, 
both sacred and profane, and in our own 
age and observaiion. Nor shall I so value 
the laughter of sceptics, and the scoffs of 
the Epicureans, as to be ashamed to pro- 
fess, that I mjfselfhhrt had some convindny 
experiments of such impressions. Now it 
is no enthusiasm, but the best account that 
can be given of them, to ascribe these things 
to the ministry of those invisible instru- 
ments of Grod's providence, that guide and 
govern our affairs and concerns, namely, 
the Angels of God." 

t. Another charge brought against the 
Archbishop is, that he treated his brethren 
the Clergy, and even the Bishops, with 
roughness and severity, because they were 
moderate men, and would not go his 
lengths. Without entering minutely into 



the exaggeration which is made of thU, 
and the overwhelming weight a few fitcts 
are compelled to bear, it may he admitted 
that the accusation is true. It is well for 
theChurchofourda;,ttoleMthanhM,that 
Laud was not a moderate man ; atid, that 
he did not sympathize with such, or think 
lightly of the mischief they could do, it 
evident from his letters. " My Lord," he 
writes to Strafford in Ireland, " to speak 
freely, you may easily promise more in 
either kind than I can perform : for, as for 
the Church, it is so bound up in the forms 
of the common law, that it is not possible 
for me, or for any man, to do that good 
which he would, or is bound to do. For 
your Lordship sne*^ no man clearer, that 
they which have gotten so much power in 
and over the Church, will not let go their 
hold ; they have, indeed, fangs with a 
witness, whatsoever I was once said in 
a passion to have. And for the State, in- 
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deed, my Lord, I am for thorough ;' hot 
I Me that botli thick and thin ■toyi some< 
body, wliere I eonceire itiboold not; and 
it ia impossible for me to go tborongh 
alone." Again : ** Aj for my roargina] 
note^ I see yon deciphered it well, and I 
•ee yon make nw of it too — do to itill — 
thorow and tliorow. Oh that I were where 
I might go BO too ! Bat I am shackled 
between delays and ancertain ties'." Now 
it is poasiUe the Archbishop might think 
in some such way as this. Moderate men^ 
in the popular conTersational fallacy of 
his day as well as oars, no doubt meant^— 
men with right premisses, who, not baring 
moral courage to carry them out, were left 
by their timidity and love of easiness at 
e point short of the eoneliuion : men, 
who, not being able to think their way down 
deep enough, to the root of a truth, did 
not know how far its fibres might extend, 




or how much would come with it, if it 
wu torn up ; and therefore had no ob- 
jection to buy peace with concession. He 
had doubtless heard it argued, that people 
go into an extreme in religion, and put 
entirely out of sight some portion of truth ; 
then that a reaction comes, and those, who 
are the instrumeftts of recovering the for- 
gotten truth, fly off into an equal extreme 
the other way; and lastly, that there ia 
always a party between these two, to 
which it is safest to ttelong, -and which 
in the end prevaila. But he might think 
thiscommentary fitted Church history reiy 
awkwardly. He might from the same hit- 
tory conclude, that the midway place was 
popular for the time, because it allowed of 
men's timidity, and was not difficult of 
access, and constant armed watch was not 
kept thereon: and that in uneasy times of 
heat and suffering, these middle men melted 
away, and subsided into the lower and 
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euier extreme, and therefore did not pre- 
TkiL And even though they might pievsil, 
he knew that earthly rictoiy was not the 
best of arguments for truth. But he might 
remember, that the moderate party in 
Ariao times was popular* and yet not safe, 
Deither did it prevaiL And had be lived 
for^-four years from lA Martyrdom, he 
would have seen sonn of )(lat Church 
histoiy worked out at home. Moderate 
men are not tall enough to throw a shadow 
over posterity, nor of sufficient intensity 
of heart and purpose to project their in- 
fluence into after-generations. 

■. It has been a^ied too, that in the life 
of Archbishop Laud, there is little or no 
tmce of his being a religions aod spiri- 
tually-minded man. Now in the sense in 
which the otyection was probably intended, 
this may be true. Yet thejrplnme of pri- 
vate devotions which he has left behind, 
and which was compoaod fbr himself from 
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time to time, rereali most clearly that 
j^ve inward life which he was JiTuig, 
while commoQ history is telling of his 
troubled outward life. Thos in bis corre- 
spondence with Straffi>rd, which is mostly 
political, there are many quiet disclosures 
of a thoughtful religious man. Strafford, 
writing in low ipirita about his peerage, 
mentions, <hbt he'in making moral lessons 
for himself out of Donne's anagrams and 
Vandyke's shading ; the Bishop replies, 
" If you will but read over the short book 
of Ecctesiastes, while these thoughts are 
in you, you will see a better disposition 
of these things, and the ranity of all their 
shadows, than is to be found in any ana- 
grams of Dr. Donne's, or any designs of 
Vandyke. So to the lines there drawn I 
leave yon'." Men are always judging 
others on this point) of which it is im-

poMiUe they aboald form anj mre judg- 
meot M all. In religion %ban all other 
thiogi, that of St. Grtgory Natiansen 
U true : " What other men say of us, 
■a no more than what other men dream 
of us*." This it the great source of un- 
kindnets among religious friends. Some 
penoDB, without any sia or ostentation, 
are always exhibiting their inward reli- 
gions feelings by some change or motion 
of Toice, or countenance, or gesture. They 
feel it necessary. They find that these 
changes of outward demeanour are, so to 
speak, conditions of the inward feelings ; 
a sort of ritual to which they are tied and 
bound, and which it would be unsafe for 
them to disuse. Aa St Augustine speaks 
of praying with our hands stretched out, 
the attitude so commonly seen in churches 
al»tNH] : et neseio qnomodo, cum hi motua

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corporis fieri nisi motu animi prseedente 
ROD possint, ei^deiQ raraus exteriua visi- 
bilitt>r factis, ille interior invisibilis qui 
eos fecit auj^tur : ac per hoc cordis 
afTectus, qui ut fiereiat ista pnecessit, quia 
facta sunt crescit '. ; Others, on the con- 
tmry, without any affected attempt at 
concealment, shrink from all this, traiu 
their religious emotions with secret nur- 
ture, and keep them so close, that they 
can only escape and become manifest in 
deeds. Orat interior homo, et ante oculos 
Dei in secretissimo cuhili, ubi compun- 
gitur, stemitur.' Any outward disclosure 
of ascetic ways or holy resolutions, even 
thoughitbcunconscioHS at the time, seems 
to scatter and disperse such men's inward 
strength : they are like plants that grow 
in caves and dark places only, and lose 
their green, and languish, id the eye of

iuj. It ia with Archbishop Laud in tbii 
respect, as with St. Tboraas & Beeket, or, 
■till more, that great man Innoceiit the 
Third : though perhaps it may not be 
thought doing the Archbishop's memory 
good service to couple it with these dis- 
tasteful names. We read the history of 
John and his Barons; and, while we 
think we are carrying away a clear view 
of the bigoted, haughty, secular Prelate, 
how unlike the original is the rude 
^ we hare hewn from the coarse ma- 
terials of Protestant history. He all the 
while is at Rome, weighed down with 
care, weary of his greatness, and fiill of 
godly fear lest his height should make 
him proud ; and so, as a penitential safe- 
guard, compoMng a book on the Seven 
Penitential Psalms. Thus does be open his 
treatise : " l^est amid occupations mani- 
fold and fierce anxieties, which not only 
from the care of government, but also from 




the badness of the times, I do endure be- 
yond my strength, as though the deep had 
altogether swallowed me up — with eager- 
ness do I steal some little hours for my- 
self, in the which to reroke and bring 
home my spirit to itself, lest from itself it 
besundered and alienated altogether: and 
I would meditate somewhat in the Law 
of the Lord, which, by His grace Whose 
Spirit bloweth where He listeth, may 
profit me to this very thing, — that 1 be not 
always so betrayed to other things as that 
it shall not be possible to restore me to 
myself," Or he may be making in his

^. There is another point which must 
be shortly noticed here: the Archbishop's 
claim to the rights and titles of martyr- 
dom. However full of childish boosting 
we have been in many things, in increos* 
ing the number of our Saints we have 
been either singularly humble or negli- 
gent. Tbe coDBciousness seeins to have 
been forced upon us, that our sundry 
revolutions have not made us much richer 
in materials for filling out our Calendar. 
England of the nineteenth century has a 
long way to travel back before it reaches 
theGngland proverbially pro) ifie of Saints. 
It is a long way to St. David, St. Chad, 
St Dunstan, St Swithun ; to say nothing 



ofSt. Alban, and the companions of our 
AuguBtin. But to our royal Saints, Ed* 
niund and Edward and Etheldreda, we 
have added Charles: and thi», being the 
act of the Church, helps ue considerably 
towards determining the claim of Arch- 
bishop Laud. It is curious to observe, 
that our great struggle with another 
branch of the Church, with Rome, has 
left no vestige of itself upon our Calendar. 
It made no Martyrs. It did not add to 
our commemorations of the Saints. There 
is not the shadow of an expression any 
where upon the Church's countenance to 
teach us what sIir feels and thinks, or 
felt and thought, about the Marian per- 
secution. The whole of that part, of our 
history is as open as any other historical 
question to the sifting and searching and 
familiarity of criticism. It is so on both 
sides. For the Church of Rome herself 
has hitherto wanted either boldness or 
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generoait; to canonize Cardinal Fiiber. 
Wbat was done, and what was ruled, is 
in a great measure retained. But all 
names are dropped, and left at the mercy 
of common eriticism; whieh has as yet 
been kinder to the sixteenth century than 
it has to other and earlier ages, which 
may perhaps hare deserred as well or 
better at its hands. But our second great 
struggle, with heretics for the most part 
outside the Church, that is to say, the 
Puritans, has left traces behind. It added 
to our Calendar the only addition that 
has been made for some centuries ; for 
we inay except the rteavery of St. Alban 
and the Venerable Bede. The history of 
our stru^le with the Puritans is thus 
not left quite open to Churchmen's criti- 
cism. This will be acknowledged as a 
great blessing by those who haTe fairly 
studied this portion of history. The vin- 
dication of the Mar^ Charles hj the 
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Church bu dosed several punful ques- 
tions. It hu not delcmiDed thenif nor 
imposed a judgment upon as to the par- 
ticnlan. But it has dosed them up. 
Archbishop Laud has not been Tiodicated 
a Martyr by the Churdi. Yet she has 
come much nearer to it than in any other 
case since the changes first began among 
us. Every body, however they view it* 
and whatever hard names they may g^ve 
it, will admit that Laud died for the same 
cause, and in the same attitude, as his 
royal Master ; and the King having been 
named a Martyr by authority, we have 
&ir warrant for extending the same vene- 
rable titleto the Primate. NowtheChnrch 
has given no warrant in any other case, 
nor come any way near it. She has not 
given the title of Martyr to any who 
suffered, however cruelly or unrighte- 
ously, at the hands of another Church : 
and it is clear that a very great deal 
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would be ioToIred in sach an act All 
these sort of eanoniiations have no higher 
or more dignified origin than in indi- 
Tidual whims and likings, or, historically, 
in Foz*s Book of Martyrs : nor do those 
who make them seem, for the most part, 
aware of the many grave questions an* 
eonscioasly determined in their decision. 
Howerer, the Church not haring made 
them nor sanctioned them, they are un« 
important, and, it is to be hoped, without 
consequences. 

i|. It would not be difficult to shew, that 
the highest characters are for the most 
part unpopular. The power of pleasing 
seems in many cases withdrawn, by way 
of balance, from^thcMie men who are sent 
to stop and save an age. The degree, to 
which such men as these are mbunder- 
stood, is often the only measure we have 
of their height above ourselves. So it 
might be shewny if this were the plaeoy 
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t)int Archbishop Lnud's character was one 
of these, cast in a mould of proportions 
that are much above our own, and of 
stature tikin to the elder days of the 
Church. The features, hard and stedf&st, 
are full of grace in their boldness, and 
dignified by a scarce kind of beauty, 
austere and masculine. These are the 
men vounhsafed to us in the dangers of 
the Church. Such were his predeccssora 
in the Chair of Canterbury, Lanfraac and 
the great Anselm. To look, at such an 
one on the mere surface of history is to 
view him in one posture only: one too 
which he has not taken up of himself, 
but which the trouble» of high place and 
a distempered gonf>ration have compelled 
him to Bflsume. It is not so much ther^ 
fore that Luud's chararter, personaUy, it 
barah and unpleasing; as that we have 
ceased to sympathize with that clau of 
characters at all, or have reverence for 
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the Uiui of gmtneM by which they tre 
distinguiBhed. There Hre in manj senses 
" iiven orders" in the Church of Christ: 
" for," njrs St Cyril, " one (bnnt&in 
wstered the whole of the garden, and 
one uid the ssme rain comes down upon 
■11 the worid, yet it becomes white in the 
lily, and red in the rose, and purple in 
the violets and panties, and different and 
varied in each several kind'.* It is 
really quite painM to notkct bow persons 
in these days speak and write of Puritan- 
ism. It would he thought wrong, instead 
of being a duty, to r^ard it as a hateful 
and detestable heresy, or rather fearful 
combination of heresies, and a deadly 
enmity to Christ's holy Church. Men 
fi>rget how it began in a hatred and puU 
ting down of Episcopacy, whereby, to &r 
at regarded themselves, the Church was 
des tr oyed among then, and tbsj were 
• osl:n>■i.^N•. 
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left uDblessed ; hon' the most shocking 
notions of the holy Sacraments, such as 
nould startle even those of our times, 
almost universally prevailed : and how 
uniformly its career was marked, whether 
in its Presbyterian or Independent stages, 
by sacrilege and blasphemy; and closed 
with the murder of the King. No candid 
and fair distinctionis as men call tbem, 
of one school from another, can get rid 
of these awful truths. The Presbyterian 
form, according to all historians the least 
offennive and disgusting, invites from 
the most careless reader the application 
of the Apostle's words : " Such are false 
apostles, deceitful workers, transforming 
themselves into the Apostles of Christ. 
And no marvel; forSatan himselfis trans- 
formed into an angel oflight. Therefore 
it is no great thing if his ministers also 
be transformed as the ministers of righ- 
teousness ; whose end shall be according 
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to tbeir works*." I'hings muit iiideed 
have come to a fearful [>ilch, when mcu 
are driven per-force to admire earnest 
heretics for their eamestnegs; when they 
should have rather neen in it a sj^ of 
that satanical ener^' which is the life of 
heresy, and its mark. Yet have we been 
living all along on Puritan traditions 
about Archbishop L-aud, without ehame 
and without reflection. He has come 
down to us, as tKime would vainly make 
St. Cyprian come down, a narrow mind 
eaten up in the contemplation of his 
office: or, like St. Cyril of Alexandria, 
to modems a pattern of nothing hut rude 
zeal and fierce impatience. Were we to 
throw him further back, to lift bim above 
the age in which his lot was ca«t, and 
give him a niche among the primitive 
worthies of the Church, and the stem 
upholders of the Faith againat the elder 
k g Cor. *l. IS— 15. 
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heretics, he would beaeeni it well. Laud 
wai like one of them. Placed on high) 
apart Arom all the tendereat relatiooa of 
•odetyt in a life of austere celibacy sod 
ceaaeless labour, between weak friends 
and strong enemies, in hard and unkind 
times, and beside all this, with the care 
of many Churches, a weight of which 
an Apostle spoke as though it were a 
great thing even to him, he bore a beary 
secret Cross within his Crosier, and went 
with it stoutly to his Martyrdom.

March 89, Easter Monday. I went and 
acquainted my Lord Keeper with what I 
said to my Lord Duke.

My very good friend 
Dr. Linsell, cut fur the itnne, about nine 
o'clock in the forenoon^— M«y I, Saturday. 
E. B. married. The sign in Pitett. — May S, 
Wednesday. Ascension Eve. The King's 
speech in the Banquetting House at Whit^ 
hall, to the Upper House of Parliament, con- 
cerning the hearing of the Lord Treasurer'! 
cause, which was to begin the Friday follow- 
ing. This day iny Lord Dulce of Bucking- 
ham came to town with his Majesty sick, and 
continued ill till Saturday, May SS.— May IS, 
Thursday. Lionel, Earl of Middlesex, Lord 
Treasurer of England, and Master of the 
Wardf, censured in Parliament few bribery 
and extortion, and deceiving the King, &c> 
To lose his offices, to be ever disenabled to 
bear any, fined to the King in £50,000, im- 
prisoned in the Tower during the King's plea- 
sure, never to sit again as a peer in Psrli*- 
ment, not to come within the verge of the 
Court. — May 15, Saturday, Whitaun Evt.

Thii wu for the Lord Duke of Buckingham.— 
Ma; 16, Whitninda; nighL I vatcbed with 
my Lord Duke of Buckingham. Thia waa 
the firrt fit that be could be pertaaded to 
take wderljr.— May IS, Tuesday night. I 
watched with my Lord Duke of Buckingham. 
He took this fit very orderly. — May 19, 
Wednesday. The Bishop of Norwich, Samuel 
Harsnet, waa presented bj the House of Com- 
mons to the Lords. Hts cause was referred 
by the House to my Lord's Grace of Canter- 
bury and the High Commission.— May St, 
Saturday. My LihyI Duke of Bucldn^iam 
missed his fit— May S6, Wednesday. He 
went with his Majes^ to Greenwich. 

May SB, Friday. E. B. came to London. 
He iiad not leisure to speak with me (though 
I sent and offered to wait all opportunities) till 
June 16, being Wednesday.— May 29, Satur- 
day. The first Session of Parliament ended ; 
and the pro rog a tion was to the second of Nc^ 
vcnber^JuDe 6, Second Sunday after Trini^. 
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t preached at Wettminster. — June 8, Tuesday. 
I went to New Hall to my Lord Duke of 
Buckingham, and came back to Londor 
Friday, June 11. — June 1 6, Wednesday. I took 
my lasting leave of E-B.^he^TMit dry summer. 
My dream June 4, Wednesday night, l6SS. 
In thtg dream was ail contained, that followed 
in the carriage of E. B. towwda me; and (hat 
night R. B. sickened to the death.— May 29, 
Saturday night, IflS4. I wai marvellously 
troubled with E. B. before they came to 
London. That there was much declining to 
speak with me ; but yet at last, 1 bad confer- 
ence, and took my lasting leave. And this m> 
fell out See May S8. 

July 7, Wednesday night My Lord of 
Durham's quarrel about the trifling business 
of Fr. N.— July 23, Friday. I went to lie 
and keep house, and preach at my Livings, held 
in Commendam, Creeke and Ibstock. That 
Friday night, at St Albon's, I gave R. R. my 
servant, his first interest in my businesses of 
moment — July S7. I'his I confirmed unto 
him, the Wednesday morning following, at 
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Stuiftrd.— Aug. 7» SatanUjr. Whils I wi 
St Long Whitton with my bratber, in j pi 
rioo by Uood, and mj fcv of a itane in n 
bladder.

At that time 
ddivered hia Grace the oopiea of the tv 
little booki which he deaircd me to wri 
out 

Sept. 16, Thuraday. Prince Charlee h 
grievoui fill, whidi he had in huntings 
Sept. as, Saturday. Uy Lord Duke'a pr 
poaal about an army, and the meant, ai 
whether Sutton'f Hosintal might not, &&■ 
Oct S, Saturday. In the evening at M 
Wiadebank'B,myancieat aerrantAdamToilt 
Ml iota a awooo ; and we had much ado 
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recover him; but I thank God we did. — 
Oct 10, Sunday. I fell at night in pa»- 
■ionem iliacam ; which had almost put me 
into a fever. 1 continued ill fourteen dayi.— 
Oct. 13, Wednesday. 1 delivered up my 
■iiiwer about Sutton's Hospital. — Nov, 21, 
Sunday. 1 preached at Westminster. — Dec. 6, 
Monday. There was a referment made from 
hi« Majesty to my Lord's Grace of Canter- 
bury, my Lords of Durham and Rochester, 
and myself, to hear and order a matter of 
difference in the Church of Hereford, concern- 
ing a Residentiary ship, and the Lecturer's 
place ; which we that day ordered. 

Dec 13, Monday. I received letters from 
Brecknock, that the saltpetre man wae dead, 
and buried the Sunday before the messenger 
came. This saltpetre man had digged in 
the Col lege- Church for his work, bearing 
too bold upon his commission. The news of 
it came to me to London, about Nov. S6. I 
went to my Lord Keeper, and had a messen- 
ger sent to bring him up to answer that 
Mcrilegious abuse. He prevented his punish- 
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mettt hy death. — Dec. ^1, I'uesday. Fetl. 
SaHcli Thoma. Mr. Crumpton had set out 
a book, called Si. Auguiliu't Samme. His 
Migesly found fault with diven passages in it. 
He «ras put to recal some things in writing. 
He had dedicated this book to my Lord Duke 
of Buckingham. My Lord liad sent him to me 
to overlook the article*, in which he had re- 
called and explained himself, that 1 might see 
whether it were well done, and fit to aliew the 
King. This djy Mr. Crumpton brought his 
paperstome.— Dec. S3, Thursday. I delivered 
these papers back to Mr.Crunipton. The same 
day at York House, I gave my Lord Duke 
of Buckingliam my answer, what I thought 
of these papers. The same day [ delivered 
my I.ord a little tract about Doctrinal Puritan- 
urn, in some ten heads; which his Grace had 
spoken to me that 1 would draw for him, that 
he might be acquainted with them. — Dec 31, 
Friday. His Majesty sent for me, and deli- 
vered unto me Mr. Crumpton'a pa]>cn, the 
•econd time, (aAer I had read them over to 
himaelf,) and commanded me to correct them. 
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u they might pau in the doctrine of the 
Church of England. — Jan. 3, Monday. I hod 
made ready thew papers, and waited upon 
my Lord Duke of Buckingham with thera; 
and he brought me to the King. There t 
was about un hour and a half, reading them, 
and talking about them, with hia Majeaty and 
my Lord Duke. Afber this, I went to visit 
my BiBter, who lay then sick at London. 

Jan. 5, Wednesday. My Lord Duke of 
Buckingham shewed me two letter* of, &c. 
the falsehood of, &c. That day, as I waited 
to speak with my Lord, Secretary Calvert 
fell in speech with me about some differencea 
between the Greek and the Qoman Church. 
Then also and there, a young man, that took 
on him to be a Frencliman, fell into discourse 
about the Church of England. He grew at 
laat earnest for the Roman Church; but Tibi 
dabo etavti, and Piucr. ova, was all he said ; 
save that he would shew tlus proposition in 
St. Augustin, Ito'iitina Eeclala facta etl caput 
omnium Eccletiariim ab inilanle morlU Ckritli. 
I believe he was a Priest; but he wore a 
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lock down t» hia ahoulder*. I heard after 

that be waa a French gentleman. 

Jan. 15, Saturdaj. The epeech which I 
had wiA mj Lord Duke at Wallingford 
Hoiue.— Jan. 81, Fndajr. The bnnnes 
my Lcfd Puibeck, made known unto me bj 
mj hard Duke.— Jan. S3, Sunday nighc 
The dieooune which my Lord Duke had 
with me about witchea and aatrologera. — 
Jan. 95, Tueadajr night. I acquainted mjr 
Lord Dnko with aty hard hap in my baeineM 
with L. C. D. for which I had been w often 
led.— Jan. 28, Friday. I took my leave 
of my Lord Duke. Hia wiah that he had 
Iraown K. L. aooner, but, ttc 

Jan. 30, Sunday night. My dream of my 
BleeMd Lord and Saviour Jeaus Chriat. One 
of the moat comfimable paaaagea that ever 
I had in my Ufc. 

Fd>. IS, Saturday. I ordained Mr. Thomaa 
Atkinaon, of St Jobn'a, Deacon.— Feb. IS, 
Sunday. I preached at Weatminater.— 
Hafdb fi, Satiuday. The High Commiiaioa 
firat about Sb R. H. Ac— Mardi 6, 
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Sunday, the first in Lent. I preached at 
the Temple, at the Reader's solemnity. The 
Duke of Buckingham and dirers other Lordi 
there. — March 13, Sunday, second in Lent. 
I ordained Itobert Hcx^lcell, Priest, Eleazar 
Dunkon and Edward Quarles, Deacons. 
They were Mnsterg o( Arts of Pembroke 
Hall in Cambridge. 

16S5. March 27, Midlent Sunday. I 
preached at Whitehall. I ascended the 
pulpit much troubled, and in ■ very me- 
lancholy moment, the report then spreftd- 
ing, that his Majesty King James, of moat 
aacred memory to me, was dead. Being 
interrupted with the dolours of the Duke 
of Buckingham, I broke 00* my sermon in 
tlie middle. The King dieil at Theobald's, 
about tlirce quarter* of an hour past eleven 
in tile forenoon. He breathed forth hia 
blessed aoul moat religiously, nnd with great 
constancy of faith, and courage. That day, 
about five o'clock. Prince Charles was so- 
lemnly proclaimed King. God grant to bim 
a proeperouB and happy reign I The King 
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Ml aidk, Mardi 4, on Friday. The diacue 
■lipewed to be « tertian egub But I few 
h waa the gout, which, by the wrong ap< 
plication of medicinea, waa driven from hia 
feet to hia inward vital parta. 

April 1, Friday. I receiTed lettera from 
the Earl of Pembroko, Lord Chamberlain 
the King, and therein a .oommand ftvm hia 
Mqea^ King Charlea, to preach a aennon 
before himaelf and the Houaei^ Feera in the 
Seadon of Parliament, to be held on the 17th 
day f^ Hay next following.— April S, Sunday. 
I delivered into the Dulw of Biicldngham'i 
handa mj ahort annotationa upon the life and 
death <^the moat auguat King Jamea; which 
he had commanded nie to put in writing.—' 
April 5, Tueaday. I exhibited a achedule, 
which were wrote tlw namea of many 
Chnrchmen, marked with the lettera O and 
P. The Duke of Buckingham had conw 
manded to digeat their namea in tliat method; 
(aa hiroaelf aald) he might deliver them 
to King Charlea.— April 9, Saturday. The 
Duke of Buddngfaam, wbon upon all a^ I 
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counts I Rin bound for ever to honour, sig- 
nified to me, that a certain percon, moved 
through I know not what envy, had black- 
ened my name witli bis Majesty King Charlei; 
laying hold for that purpose of the error, 
into which, by I know not wh^t fate, 1 had 
formerly fallen in the busincH of Charles 
Earl of Devonshire, 1605, Dec. S6. The 
some day I received in commiind, to go to 
the Right Reverend the Bishop of Winchester, 
and learn from him, what he would have 
done in the cause of the Church ; and bring 
back his answer, es)iecial)y in the matter of 
the Five Arlielet, &c 

April 10, Sunday. After sermon was done, 
I went to the Bishop, who was then in hii 
chamber at Court. 1 acquainted him with 
t I had received in command. He gave 
to me his answer. From thence we went 
together to hear prayers in Somerset House. 
Having heard prayers, we afterwards saw 
there the body of the late King James ; which 
rested there till the day of hi* funeral Htea. — 
April 13, Wednesday. I brought bock to 
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the Duke vS Buckinghun the uinrer of the 
Biibopri'Winclwster. At the tame time, the 
Dake nude known to ine, what the King had 
detennined conccnring hie Clerk of the Goiet, 
^ Right Rercrend the Bithop of Durham, 
■nd ^MNit hii mccesBor in that office. — April 
IT.EMterDaj. TheBiahopof Durham being 
akkf I waa appcnnted (but at the desire of the 
■aid Biihop) by the Kight Hcmourable the 
Eerl of Pembroke, Lord Chamberlain of the 
Houeehold, to wait upon hie Majesty in tlie 
quali^ of Clerk of thcCloeet; which place I 
esecnted till the first of May. — April 23. 
BurtOQ presented his paper to the King. 

Hay 1. The marriage waa celebrated at 
Paris, between his Majesty King Charles, and 
the most illustrious Princess Henrietta Maria 
of France, daughter of Henry IV,— May 7, 
Satnrday. We ^ebrated the funeral of King 
James.— May 11. Early in the morning, the 
Duke vi Buckingham went towards the se»- 
nde, lo peM over into France, to meet the 
Queen Mary. 1 wrote letters to the Duke 
that day, whidi might follow after him j for 
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tinued, until they bad entered Whitehall ; and 
then ceased. 

June 18, Saturday. The firat Parliament of 
King Charles, which had been so often put nfiT, 
now began. There were present *t the opening 
of it, the Duke of Shiverua, with other French 
noblemen ; a Bishop alao, who attended the 
Queen. For fear of the pestilence, which 
then began to be very rife, the King omitted 
the pomp usual upon that day, lest the great 
conflux of people should be of ill consequence. 
Anil the Sermon, which had been imposed 
upon me to be preached in Westminster 
Abbey at the beginning of this Session, was 
put off to the next day, that is, to June ig, 
Firat Sunday after Trinity. On which day I 
preached it in the Chapel at Whitehall. — 
June aa The Convocation began. — June g*, 
was the Feast of St. John Baptist. The King 
commanded the Archbuhop of Canterbury, 
with lis other Bishops, whom h« then named, 
to advise together concerning ■ public Faat, 
and a Form of Prayer, to implore the Divine 
mercy, now that the peatilence began to 
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■praad, and the cxtnordinary wet weather 
thmtMied a bmine; and aUo to beg the 
Divine bletaing npon the fleet, now readj to 
pat to lea. The Biifaopa were, London, 
Dnifaam, Wincbeiter, Norwich, Bodieeter, St 
David'a. Thiawaadone. — Jane SS, Saturday. 
All the Biahope, who were then in town, were 
introdoced together, that tbejr might wait 
upon Queen Mary, and kiaa her hand. She 
received ua very gradoualjr. — July S, Saturw 
day. The Faat waa kept by both Hooaea of 
Parliament, to aet an example therein to the 
whole kingdom, 

July 8, Sunday. Tn my aleep, hii Majeity 
King Janea appeared to me. I aaw him only 
poaaing by awifUy. He waa e£ a pleaaant 
and aercne coontenance. In paaaing he aaw 
■ne, beckoned to me, amiled, and waa imme- 
diately withdrawn from my right 

July 7, Thonday. Richard Montague waa 
brought into the lower Houie e£ Parliament, 
tec — July g, Saturday. It pleaaed hia Mft* 
Jeaty King Charles to intimate to the Houae 
of rj— MM, that what had been diere aaid 
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and resolved, without consulting him, in 
Montague's cause, was not pleasing to him. — 
July 1 1, Monday. The Parliament was pro- 
rogued to Oxford against the first day of 
August. — July 13, Wednesday, There having 
died in the former week at London ISSS 
persons, I went into the country to the house 
of rny good friend Francis Windebank. In 
going thither, Richard Montague met me 
by chance. I was the first who certified him 
of the King's favour to him.— July 15, Friday. 
T went to Windsor; and performed some 
businesses committed to my trust by the 
Right Reverend Bishop of Durham. I re- 
turned that night. The Court was there at 
that time. — July 17, Suuday. f went again 
to Windsor. I stood by the King at dinner \/' 
time. Some matters of philosophy were the 
subject of discourse. 1 dined. Afterwards 
I sat in the house of the Bishop of Gloucester. 
Baron Vaughan was them present with his 
eldest son. The next day, one of the Bishop's 
servants, who had waited at table, was seised 
with the plague. God be merciful to me and

I 
rinted Sir Richard HarriMU, and returned.— 
July S4t Sunday. I preached in the pariah 
of HnraL— July 9$, Friday. I entered into 
Osford,— July SI, Sunday, I fell down, I 
know not how, in the parlour i^ the Pren- 
dentTa lodging at St. John'a College and hurt 
my left aboulder and hip.— Aug. I , Monday. 
The Parliament b^an at Ocford. Preiently 
after the beginning of it, a great aaaault waa 
made againat the Duke of Buckingham.— 
Aug. IS, Friday. The Parliament waa dia- 
■olved ; the Commona not hearkening, aa waa 
expected, to the Kii^a propoaala.— Aug. 15. 
My rdapae. I never waa weaker, in the 
jodgment at the phyddan. It waa Monday. 
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The same day I began my journey towarda 
Wales. — Aug. 21, Sunday. I preached at 
Brecknock: where I stayed two days, very 
hiisy in performing tome busincM. That 
night, in my sleep, it seemed to me, that the 
Duke of Buckingham came into bed to roe; 
where he behaved himself with great kind- 
ness towards me, after that rest, wherewith 
wearied persona are wont to solace themselves. 
Many also seemed to me to enter the chamber, 
who saw this. Not long before, I dreamed 
that I saw the Duchess of Buckingham, that 
excellent lady, at first very much perplexed 
about her husband, but afterwards cheerful 
and rejoicing, that she wu freed from the fear 
of abortion, so that in due time she might be 
again a mother. 

August i*, Wednesday. The Festival of 
St. Bartholomew. I came safely (thanki be 
to God) to my own house at Aberguille, 
although my coach had been twice that day 
overturned between Aber-markes and my 
house. The first time I was in it ; but the 
latter time it was empty. — August SO, Sunday. 
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I ooDMcratecl the chapel, or oratory^ whid 
I had built at my own charge in my houtc 
commonly caUed Aberguilly House. 1 nama 
it the chapel of St John Baptist, in gratefu 
remembrance of St John Baptist's College 
in Oxford, of which 1 had been first Fellow 
and afterwards President And this I ha« 
determined to da But juiother thing inter 
Tened, (ci no ill omen as I hope,) of which 
had never thought It was this. On Satur 
day, the erening immediately preceding th< 
consecration, while I was intent at prayer 
I know not how, it came strongly into mj 
mind, that the day of the Beheading of St 
John Baptist was rery near. When prayen 
were finished, I consulted the Calendar, i 
found that day to fidl upon Monday, to wit 
the 89th ci August, not upon Sunday. 1 
could have wished it had fallen upon that 
same day, when 1 consecrated the chapel 
However, I was pleased that I should perform 
that solemn consecration at least on the evi 
6t that Festival For upon that day, hii 
MtjMj King Jamea beard my cause about 
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the election to the Presidentahip of St. John'i 
College in Oxford, for three hours together 
at least; and with great justice delivered me 
out of the hands of my powerful enemies. 

Sept. 4, Sunday. The night following [ 
was very much troubled in my dreams. My 
imagination ran altogether upon the Duke of 
Buckingham, his servants, and family. All 
seemed to be out of order : that the Duchess 
wu ill, called for her maids, and took her bed. 
God grant better things! — Sept. II, Sunday. 
I preached at Carmarthen, the Judges being 
then present. The same night I dreamed, 
that Dr. Theodore Prince admonished me 
concerning Ma. 3. and that be was unfaithful 
to me, and discovered nil he knew : and that 
I should therefore take heed of him, and 
trust him no more, &c. Afterwards I dreamed 
of Sackville Crow, that he was dead of the 
plague, having not long before been with Uie 
King. — Sept. St. One only person desired 
to receive Holy Orders from roe ; and he 
found to be unfit, upon examination — Sept. 
S.f. I sent him away with an exhortation, not 
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orduned It wu then Satnrdkj.—Sept. S& 
SoikUy. That night I dmmMl t^ the isar- 
rUgc of I know not whom mt Oxford. All 
that were pment were clothed with Booritb- 
ing green gmrmeaXM. I knew none of them 
but TbnmM Flunye. Immedittelj aftor, 
without any intermiHion of ileep, (that I 
know of,) 1 thought I law the Biahop at 
Worcester, hU head and •houlden cdvcfcd 
with linen. He adviaed and invited m» 
kindly to dwell with them, markiiy oat 
a place, where the Court of the Marchea t£ 
Wales waa then held. But not Maying for 
my aniwer, he nibjoJned, that he knew I 
could not live lo meanly, &c. 

Oct 8, Saturday, llie Earl of Northamp- 
ton, President of Walee, returned out at 
Walei, taking his journey by tea. Oct. 9> 
Sunday. I preached at Cannarthen.— 4>ck 10^ 
Monday. I went on horseback up to the 
mountains It was a very bright day fbr tb« 
lime of yt»r, and so warm, that, in our retumt 
I and my company dined in the open air, in 
a place called t'ente-Cragg, where my !!•• 
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gistraiy bad his cii>mti7 house.— Oct. 90, 
Sunday. Sir ThoiUBa Coventry made Lord 
Keeper.— Nov, 11, Friday. I began my 
journey to return into England. — Nov. 1?, 
ThurRday. Charles, the Duke of Bucking- 
ham'a »on, was bom. — Nov. 80, Sunday. 
I preached at Honye-Lacye in Hereford- 
shire. — Nov. 2*, Thursday. I came to the 
house of my great friend Fr. Windebank, at 
Hoins-Hill. There the wife of my friend, 
(for himself was then at Court,) immediately 
as soon as I came told me, that the Duke of 
Buckingham (then negociating for the public 
in the Low Countries) had a son bom ; whom 
God bless with dl the good things of heaven 
and earth. — Dec i, Sunday, 1 preached at 
Hurst. I stayed there in the country until 
Christmas. — Dec. 14, Wednesday. I went to 
Windsor ; but returned the tame day. — 
Dec 35, Sunday. 1 preached at Hurst upon 
Christmas Day.— Dec 31, Saturday. I went 
to the Court, which was then at Hampton 
Court There, Jan. 1, Sunday, I understood 
that I was named among other Bishops, who 
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wen to caDmlt tcffethcr on Wednetdaj fbl- 
lowing mt Whitelull, connming the Cer»- 
maniei of the Coroiution. I vu tlwo at the 
■une time informed, that the bigger pert of 
the Bi«bop of Durhem'a houtc wu appointed 
for the reaidence of the Ambeuador Extnu 
ordinary <£ the King of France — Jan. S, 
Monday. I returned to Haina-Hill. For 
there, not then knowing any thing of theae 
mattov, I had left my neceaury paper* with 
my tronk. When I had put theae in order, I 
wait to Sir Richard Harrtion'a houM, to take 
leave of my fVienda. There (iff mistake not) 
I firat knew what F. H. thouglit of me. 1 
told my mind plainly, &c 1 returned. 

Jan. 9, Tueaday. 1 came to l.ondon, and 
fised myself at my own houie at Weatminater. 
For the week befiire Chriatmaa I had lent my 
■errant, who had brought all my thinga out 
<^the houae of my good friend the Bishop of 
Durham (with whom I had abode as a guest 
fbr four years complete) to my own Iiouse, 
save only my boidia ; the removal of which I 
unadriicdly put off till my own coming. For 
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the coming of the French Ambuudor forced 
me to make over>rouch Haite; and the multi- 
tude of bunnen then Uying upon me, made 
it requirite that I ahould have my books 
at hand. In the evening, I viaited the Duke 
of Buckingham.— Jan. 4, Wedneiday. We 
met at Whitehall to conault of the Ceremcmie* 
of the Coronation. I lent my aervant to 
bring my books, who brought them. That 
night I placed them in order in my study. 
And it waa high time. For while we were 
in consultation about the Ceremonies, the 
Right Honoumble the Earl of Pembroke, 
Lord Chamberlain of the Household to his 
Majesty, came from the King to us, and 
delivered to me the King's order, to be ready 
against the sixtli day of February, to preach 
that day at the opening of Parliament-^an. 6, 
Friday, Epiphany Day. We met again to 
consult concerning the Ceremonies; and gave 
up our answer to the King.— Jan. 16. The 
Archbishop of Canterbury made known to me 
the King's pleasure, that at the Conmation I 
should supply the place of the Dean of West- 
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For that hi* Miyettjr would not 
httve tha Biaht^ of Lincoln, then Dmh, to bt 
proMCt Bt the OrHnonr. ft wu then UoD> 
day. Th« HiiM day, by the King'a < 
mand, a coomltatioti waa held, what waa to 
b« done in tha canae of Richard Monta^n 
Tlwre were preaent, tha Bithopa at London, 
Duriiain, Windieatcr, Rocheater, and Sl 
David'a. 

Jan. 17> Taeaday. We gave in our aoawer 
in writing, rabacribed thia day. Thia day 
alao, the Bitbop of Lincoln deputed me, under 
hie band and teal, to lupply the place for him, 
which he, aa Dean of Wectminater, waa to 
execute in the Coronation of King Cbarlei.— 
Jan. IS, Wcdncaday. The Duke of Bucking- 
ham brought me to the King, to whom I 
(hewed my note*, that if he dialiked any thing 
therein, &c. The aame day by the King'a 
the Archbiahop of Canterbury, 
and the Biaht^ of London, Durham, Win- 
cheater, Uochesler, and St David'i, coiuulted 
togetlier concerning a Fotm ot Prayer, to give 
thanka for the decreaae at the plague. — 
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Jan. S3. I hod a perfect book of the Cere, 
monies of the Coronation made ready, agree- 
ing in all things with the King's Book. It 
WM Monday. 

Jan. S9, Sunday. 1 understood what D. B. 
had collected concerning the cauie, book, 4Uid 
opinions of Richard Montague, and what R. C 
had determined with himself therein. Me- 
thinks I see a cloud arising, and threatening 
the Church of F.ngland. God of His mercy 
dissipate it.

Mmy it please your Grace, . 
We are bold to be niiton to you in behalf 
of tbe Cbureh of Engbuid, and A poor number 
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of it. Mr. Mountague, at this time notm little 
distreased. We are not ttrangeri to his 
perBon, but it is the cause which we are 
bound to be tender of. Tlie cause we con- 
ceive (under correction of better judgment) 
concerns the Cliurch of England nearly ; for 
that Church, when it was reformed from the 
superstitious opinions broached or inainlained 
by tlie Church of Rome, refu»ed the ap- 
parent and dangerous errors, and would not 
be too busy with every particular school- ' 
point. The cause why she held this modera- 
tion was, because she could not be able to 
preserve any unity amongst Christians, if 
men were forced to subscribe to curious par- 
ticulars disputed in schools. Now may it 
please your Grace, the opinions which at 
this time trouble many men in the late book 
of Mr. Mountague, are some of them such 
aa are expressly the resolved doctrine of the 
Church of England, and those be is bound 
to maintain. Some of them are such as are 
fit only for schools, and to be left at more 
liberty for learned men " to abound in their 
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own wenat^ so the}' keep tbenuelvet peace- 
■bl«. Mid diatnct not the Church. And thero- 
fiiic Xo make anj nuui mbKiibe to Kbool 
o|Nnioiu, maj jiutlj •eem herd in the Church 
of Chrift, end wee one greet leult of the 
CouBcil irf" Trent. And to eflright them fVom 
tboee opinioni in which they hev« (u they 
era bound) aubKribed to the Church, ei it 
ie worse in itielf, eo may it be the mcpther of 
greater denger. 

Hay it ple««e your Grace farther to coo- 
sder, that when the Clergy lubmitted them- 
•elvee in the time of Henry the Eighth, the 
■ubmiMion wae so made , that if any difference 
doctrinal or other fell in the Church, the 
King and the Qiahopa were to be judges of 
it in the national Synod or ConTocatimi i the' 
King first giving leave under his Broad Seal 
to handle the points in difference. But the 
Churdi never aubmitted to any other judge, 
neilber indeed can she though she would. 
And we humbly desire your Grace to con- 
sider, and then to move his most gndoas 
If ijea^, (if you shall think fit,) whet Aaagm- 
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0U> conioquencei mmy follow upoD it. For 
fint, if uijr other judge be allowed in nutter of 
doctrine, we ihall depart from the ordinance 
of Chriat, and the contitiuBl canse and practice 
of the Church. Secondlj, If the Church be 
once brought down beneath heraelff we cannot 
but fear what may be the next atroke at iL 
Thirdly, It will tomeway touch the bonoar 
of hia Majeaty*! dear father, and our mart 
dread Sovereign of glorioua and erer-bleeted 
memory. King Jamet, who aaw and ap. 
proved all the opiniwu of thia book. And 
he in hia rare witdom and judgment would 
never have allowed them, if they had croued 
with truth and the Church ^ England. 
Fourthly, we muat be bold to uy, that we 
cannot conceive what um there can be of 
dvil government in the Commmiwealth, or 
of preaching, or external miniitry in the 
Church, if luch fatal opinion*, a* aome which 
are oppoaite and contrary to theic delivered 
by Mr. Moantague are, ahall be publicly 
taught end maintained. Fifthly, we ere 
certain that all or mart of the contrery of^ 
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niotu were treated of «t Lambeth, md n»Af 
to be pnbliibed, but then Queen Elisabeth 
of £unoui memory, upon notice giren, how 
little they agreed with the practioe of pie^,' 
and obedience to all government, cauied them % 
to be BUppreaied. And m tbej have con* 
tinued ever linee, till of late fome of them 
have received countenance at the Sjmod of 
Dart. Now tbia waa a Synod of that nation, 
and can be of no authtmty in any other 
national Church, til) it be received there by 
public authority. And our hope i>, that 
the Church of England will be well adviaed, 
and more than once over, before she admit a 
foreign Synod, capecially of nich a Churdi 
aa cxmdemneth her discipline and manner of 
goTcmment, to My no more. 

And further, we are bold to commend to 
your Grace'* witdom this one particular. 
His Majetty (aa we have been infonned) hath 
already taken thii buainew into hia own care, 
and moat worthily referred it in a ri|^t coufae 
to Church Gonaideratioa. And we well hiqted, 
that without further trouble to the Stat^ or 
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breach of unity tn the Churdi, it might m 
have been well and orderly cmnpoaed, aa we 
■till pray it may. Theae thing! conaidered, 
we have little to aay for Mr Hountague*! 
perton: Mily thui much we know. Me ia 
a very good acholar, and a right honect man : 
a man every way able to do Cod, hi> Hiyeafy, 
and the Church of England, great aervice. 
We fear he may receive ditcouragement, and 
(which i> fiu wone) we have lome cauae to 
doubt thia may breed a great backwardneaa 
in able men to write In the defence of the 
Church of England, against either home or 
foreign adveraariet, if they shall aee him aiak 
in fortunes, reputation, or health, upon o^ 
casionofhiabook. And thia we moet humbly 
submit to your Grsce'a judgment and care 
of the Church't peace and welfare. So conw 
mending your Grace to the protectioD ot 
Almighty God,

• ytry bright ninahining day. The eotemnitr 
being ended, in the greet Halt at WeA- 
minater, when the King delirered into my 
handa the Regalia, which are kept in the 
Abbey CSiurch of Weitminater, he did (which 
had not before been done] deliver to me the 
Sword called Curtans, and two othen, which 
had been carried before the King that day, to

He remindt them of the wovds of 
Tkcitiu ; " That nothing gave the Ronuiu \^^

nened John Orentrout, propoietl to ehew e

because he said that his Btr&tagem did depend 
in ■ great measure upon reliftion, I waa added 
to them. The old man proposed somewhat 
about- the taking of Arica: yet shewed riot 
to us any method, how it might be taken ; 
unless it were, that he would have the mind* 
of the inhabitants to be divided in the cause 
of religion, by sending in among them the 
Catechism of Heidelberg. We dismissed the 
man, and returned not a whit the wiser. 

\&2&. March S6, Sunday. D. B. (D. of 
Buck.?) sent me to the King. There I gave 
to the King an account of those two busi- 
nesses, which, &c. His Majesty thanked 
me. — March 39. King Charles spoke to 
both Houses oi I'arliament. (but directed his 
speech chiefly to the lower House,) both by 
himself, and by t)ie Right Honourable the 
Lord Keeper of the Great Seal, in the palace 
*t Whitehall. He also added much concern- 
ing the Duke of Buckingham, &c. In tlie 
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ComrociitkiD held that day, there waa mudi 
debating oonoerning the Sermon which 
Gabrid Goodman*, Biahop of Gloaoetter, 
had preached before the King on the 
Sunday preceding, being the fifth Sunday 
of Lent 

April 5, Wedneaday. The King lent in 
the morning, commanding the Biahopa of 
Norwich [San. Haranet]. Litchfield [Thoa. 
Morton], and St David's to attend him. I 
and the Bishop of Litchfield waited upon 
him ; the Bishop of Norwich being gone into 
the country. We receiTed the King^s com- 
manda about, &c. and returned. — April 19, 
Wednesday. At nine in the forenoon, we

The King apoke many thinga very gracioualy 
therein ; after I had firtt diioouraed of the 
manner of effecting it. 
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April 14, Friday. The Duk« of Bucking- 
bun fell into ■ fever.— April ]<). Wednesday. 
The petition of John Digby, Earl of Bristol, 
■gsinst the Duke of Buckingham, was read in 
the House of Lords. It was very sharp, and 
such as threatens ruin to one of the parties. — 
April Si, Friday. King Charles referred the 
cognisance of that whole matter, as also of 
the petition of the Earl Digby, to the House 
of Parliament. — April 81, Saturday. The 
Duke of Buckingham sent to me to come 
to him. There I 6rst heard what Sir John 
Cooke the King's Secretary had suggested 
against me to the Lord Treasurer, and he to 
the Duke.

Then his Majesty chid us, 
that in this time of Parliament we were silent 
in the cause of the Church, and did not make 
known to him what might be useful, or was 
prejudicial to the Church; professing himself

He then commuided lu, that in the ouies 
of the Earl <^ BriKol and Duke of Bucking- 
ham, we ihould follow the directiMi of our 
own coiisdencei, being led by pronfi, not by 
reports. — April 30, Sunday. 1 preached 
before tlie King at WhilelialL 

May I, Monday. The Earl of Briatol waa 
■ccuaed in Parliament of high treaawi, by the 
King*! Attorney, Sir Robert Heath; the Earl 
then and there preferred twelve artidca 
Bgainit the Duke of Buckingham, and therein 
charged him with the aame crime ; and other 
articlet aleo against the Lord Conway, Secre- 
tary of State. I'he Earl of Briabd was cooi- 
mitted to the custody of James Maxwell, the 
officer in ordinary of the Hoiue of Peera.— 
May 4, Thursday. Arthur Lake, Biahop of 
Bath and Wells, died at Lmidon.— May 8, 
Monday. At two u'clock in the afternoon, 
the House of Commons brought up to the 
House of Peers a charge against the Dake of 
Buckingham, consisting of thirtem articles.— 
May 11, Thursday. King Charles came into 
the Parliament Houa^ and made a, short 
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qteecfa to the Lords, concerning preserring 
the honour of the nihility against the vile and 
nubdoua calumnies of those in the House of 
Conunons, who had accused the Duke, &C. 
They were eight who in this matter chiefly 
appeared. The Prologue, Sir Dudley Dtgges, 
the Epilogue, John Elliott, were this day by 
the King's command committed to (he Tower. 
They were both dismissed thence within few 
days.— May S.-i, Thursday. The Earl of 
ArunHd not being sent back to the House, 
nor till' cause of his detainment made known, 
the House of Peers began to be jealous of 
the breach of their privileges ; and resolved 
to adjourn the House to the next day. On 
which day, May 26, they adjourned again 
to June S, resolving to do nothing until the 
Earl should be set free, or at least a cause 
given. &c — May ts. On which day these 
troubles first began, was the Feast of Pope 
Urban; and at this time Urban VIM. sitteth 
in the Papal Chair ; to whom and to the 
Spaniard, if they, who most desire it, voold^ /^ 
do any acceptable aervioe ; 1 do not lee, wlut 
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•igncd the conge <l'<ltre, empowering the 
De«n nnd Chapter to elect me Bishop of Bath 
•nd Wellg.— July 34, Thursday. In them 
ing. Dr. Field, Bishop of LlandafT, brought to 
me certain letters from the most illustrious 
Duke of Buckinghnm. The letterB were 
open, and wrote partly in characters. I'he 
Duke sent them to me, thut 1 should consult 
one named Swadlinge, mentioned in those let- 
teri, K one who could read the characters, 
wu also named in them, as to whom that 
Swadlinge was known, having been educated 
in St. John's College in Oxford, at what time 
I was President of tliat College. 

Aug. t. Thomas Swadlinge came to 
whom, from his leaving College to that day, 
for almost eight years, 1 had not once seen, 
bestowing some pains, at length read the cha- 
racters, and Aug. 4, Friday, I and he went 
to the Duke. He read them : they were cer- 
tain malicious things. The Duke, as was fit, 
despised them. We retumed.r-Aug. 16. 1 
was elected Bishop of Bath ^d Wells, being- 
Wedxteaday, the letter D — Aug. 35, Friday. 
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Two rcibin-redbreuti flew together tlirough 
the door into my Mudy, u if one pursued the 
other. That sudden motini mlmost ttulled 
me. I was then preparing a Sermon on 
Ephes. iv. 30. uid studying. 

Sept. 14, Thursday evening. Th« Duke 
of Buckingham willed me,.to fomi certain in- 
structions, partly political, partly eccleaiasti- 
Gal,Jn,the cause of the King of Deniritfk, a 
little before brought into great straits by 
General Tilly, to be tent through all parishes. 
He would have them made ready by Saturday 
f<^owing.— Sept.l6. I made them ready, and 
brought them at the appinnted hour. I read 
them to th« Duke. He brought me to the 
King. I, being so commanded, read them 
again. Each of tliein approved them. — 
Sept. 17, Sunday. They were read (having 
been left with the Duke) befim the Lords of 
the Privy Council; and were (thanks be to 
God) approved by them all.

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McMt Bererand Father in God, right tnuqr 
and right weU-beloved Coumellor, we 
greet you well. 
We have obterred that the Church and the 
State are to nearly united and knit together, 
that though they may seecn two bodies, yet 
indeed in sofne relation they may be acv 
counted bat ai one, inasmuch as they botb 
are made up of the same men, which art 
differenced only in relation to ipiritual or 
dril endy^ This nearness makes the Church 
c«U in the help of the State, to succour and su;^ 
port her, whensoever she is pressed beyond 
her strength. And the same nearness makes 
the Sute call in for the service of the Church, 
both to teach that duty which her members 
know not, and to exhort them to, and en- 
courage them in, that duty which they kaow/ 
It U not long since we ordered the State to 
•erve the Church, and by a timely proclun^ 
tion settled the peace of it. And now the SUts 
Lioks lor the like assistance from the Church, 
that she and all her miDiaters may serre God 
, ( 
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and ua, hj preaching pMC« and nnity at hooWi 
that it may be the better able to ndst foreign 
force uniting and moltipljriiig against iL And 
to the end that the; to whom we hare coi^ 
nutted the goremment f>f the Church nndn 
ui^ may be the better able to diipoae of the 
present occaaiana, we have, with the advice 
of oar Council, thought fit to tend onto joo 
theae initnictions following, to be lent by yon 
to the Biihopi t^ yonr province, and todi 
othera whom it may concern, and by them and 
all their officcra directed to all the mimatera 
throughout the aeveral dioceaes, that a^ 
carding to theae punctually they may inatmct 
and exhort the people to serve God and ua, 
and labour by their prayera to divert the 
dangers which hang over na. The dangv 
in which we are at thia time is great, ft is 
increased by the lale blow given our good 
unde the King of Denmark, who ia the chief 
person in those parte that opposed the spread- 
ing forces of Spain. If he cannot subsist, 
there is little or nothmg left to hinder the 
House of Austria from being lord and master 
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of Gernuny : uid that is a Urge and mighty 
territoiy, and luch n«, should it be gotten, 
would make an open way for Spain to do 
what they pleased in all the west part of 
Christendom. For besides the great strength 
which Germany once possessed would bring 
lo them, which are too strong already, you 
are to consider, first, how it enables them by 
land, ill that it will join all or the most part 
of the Spaniard's now distracted territories, 
and be a means for him safely and speedily 
to draw down forces against any other king- 
dom that shall stand in his way. Nor can it 
be thought that the Low Countries can hold 
mit longer against him if he once become 
lord of the upper parts. And secondly, you 
are to weigh how it will advantage him by 
sea, and make him strong against us in our 
particular, which is of easy apprehension to 
all men. And besides, if he once get Ger- 
many, he will be able, though he had no gold 
(hxn India, to supply the necessity of those 
wars, and to hinder all trade and traffic of the 
greatest staple commodities of this kingdom, 
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cloth &nd wool, and to make them of little 
or no value. 

You are to know therefore, that to prevent 
thia, is the present care of the King and State, 
and there is no probable way left but \>y 
■ending forces and other supplies to the said 
King of Denmark, our dear uncle, to enable 
him to keep tlie field, that our enemiea be not 
maaters of alt on the sudden. You are further 
to take notice, how both we and the whole 
State stand bound in honour and conscience 
to supply the present necessity of the King 
of Denmark. For this quarrel is more nearly 
ours, the recovery of the ancient inheritance 
of our dear sister and her children. The 
King of Denmark stands 'not so near in blood 
unto her, aa we do. Yet for her and our 
sokes, that brave and valiant King hath ad- 
ventured into the field, and in that engage- 
ment hath not only haxarded his person, but, 
as things go now, it may turn to some danger 
to hii own kingdom and posterity, should he 
not receive aid and succour from us without 
delay: which should it happen, (as God for- 
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bid,) will be one of the greatect dishonoun 
that ftrer tfaja kingilom wu ttained withal. 
Nor ia danger and dishonour all the miuhief 
that if like to follow this diiaster. For if it 
be not prewntly relieved, the cause of religion^ 
ia Dot only likely to suffer by it in some one 
part, (as it hath already in ■ fearful manner 
in the Palatinate,) but in all places where it 
hath gotten any footing. So that if we supply 
not presently our allies and confederates in 
this caM, it is like to prove the extirpation 
of true religion, and the replanting of Romish 
Buperstition in all the neighbouring parta 
of Christendom. And the coldness of this 
State shall aufier in all places as the betrayer 
(rf that religion elsewhere, which it profesaeth 
and hoooureth at home, which will be an 
imputation never to be washed off. And 
God forbid this State should suffer under it 

Nnther may yon forget rightly to inform 
the people ctHnmitted to your charge, that 
thia war, which now grows full of danger, was 
not entered upon rashly and without advice, 
bat you are to acquaint them, that all fbnner 
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tnatie* by ■ peacoble way wen in the Utter 
end of our dear father of erer-bleMed memory 
diuolTed at fruitlcM, and unfit to be longer 
held on foot ; and thii by the counael of both 
HtHiaea of Parliament then sitting : to tbow 
two great and honourable bodiea of Peer* and 
People repreaented in Parliament led on thji 
eounael and conrae to a war with Spain. 
To effect thia, they desire our aid and 
auiitance, and u*e<l at to work our laid dear 
father to entertain thia course. This upon 
their persuaaions, and promisee of all aiaitU 
anoe and supply, we readily undertook and 
effected, and cannot now be left in that busi- 
ness, but with the sin and shame of all men. 
Sin, because aid and nipply for the defence 
of the kingdmn, and the like afRurs of State, 
especially such as are advised and assumed 
by Parliamentary counsel, are due to the 
King from his people, by all law bodi <^ God 
and men: and shame, if they fnsake the 
King, while be pursues their own counsd, 
just and honourable, and which could not 
under God but hare been as sucoess&l, if it 
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hftd been followed and luppUed in time, u we 
denred aad laboured for. One thing there 
it which prown ■ great hindrance of thii 
State, and not continued among the people, 
without great offence against God, detriment 
both to Church and State, and oar great 
dUeerrice in thia and all other buaineat. It is 
bleach t^ uniqf , which is grown too great 
and oammoD anumgst all sorts of men. The 
danger of this goes far ; for in all states it 
hath made way for enemies to enter. We 
bsTe hy all meant endeavoured union, and 
require of you to preach it, and charity, the 
mother of it, frequently in the ears of the 
people. We know thdr loyal heart*, and 
therefore wonder the man what should cause 
distracted affections. If you call upcm them, 
(which ii your duty,) we doubt not but that 
God will bless them with that love to Him- 
self, to His Church, and to their own preserv- 
ation, which alone will be able to bind up 
the Katteriaga of divided affectioot into 
strength. To this end you are to lay before 
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brou^t upon thii uid tOMny other kmgdomi, 
and to exhort cU men to embrace it in time. 
The danger itself, beiidea all other Chiiatian 
and prudent modTea, ia of force enough 
(where it ia duly conridered) to make me 
join in all amity againat a common enemy; 
and to do it in time, before any lecret and 
cunning working of hia may uae me part in 
a division to weaken the other. 

And in the last place, (but firat and last and 
all times to be insisted on,) you are to call 
upon God yourselvea, and to incite the people 
to join with you in humble and hearty prayers 
unto God, that He would be pleased now, 
after long affliction of His dear people and 
children, to look in mercy upon them and ua, 
and in particular for the lafe^ of the King ^ 
Denmark, and that army which is left him, that 
God would bless and prosper him against his 
and our enemies. Thus you are to strengthen 
the hearts and hopea of our loyal sutgectaand 
people, in and upon God. And whereaa the 
greatest confidence men hare in God, ariaeth 
not only Itom His promises, but fitam tbeir 
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vxperiance Uk«w)M <^ Hia goodneu, yon 
mtut not fail often to recml to the momoTf of the 
people, with tlumUulncM, the late great exp0- 
rience «e have bad of Hia goodneu towarda 
to. For thcthrcegreatandiuiialjudgnieata, 
whidi He darta down upon ditobedient and 
BothaiikAil peoploi are peatilence, famine, and 
the ivord. The peatilenca did never rage 
more in thia kingdom than oP late ; and God 
waa gncioiuly pleaacd in mercy to hear the 
prajera which were made unto Him, and 
the eeenng of the judgfmetit was little leaa 
than a mirade. The fkmine threatened ua 
thia preaent year ; and it muit hare followed, 
l>ad God rained down Hib anger a little 
longer upon the fruiu o( the earth. But 
upon our prajren He (toyed that Judgment, 
and aent ua a Ueiaed leeio n , and a moct 
plentiful harveat. llie aword la the thing 
which we are now to look to ; and yon muat 
call the people to tlirir prayen again againat 
that enemy, that God will be pleaaed to 
aend the like ddvcrance from thia Judgment 
alao] that in the aanw nen^ He wiu voucb> 
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ikfe to itrengthen the huitlB of Hia people; 
that He will ilurpen their aword, but dull 
Mid turn the edge of that which ia in our 
eneniiea' buida ; that lo, while •ome fight, 
othera may pray for the bleeeing. And you 
■re to be careful, that you fait not to direct 
and hearten our loving people in thia and all 
other neceaaary aervicea, both of God, Hi* 
Church, and us ; that we may have the com- 
fort of our people'a an-rice; the State, safety;

QAs the Duke of Buckin^^um was Laud's 
gnat patron, and the Uagnaga the Areb- 
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bubop UMi rcipecttng him in vuioui [wrta 
of hit Diary lua been objected to biiu, it may 
not be uniM to insert in this place Clareodoo's 
character of the Duke ; more ecpecially, a« he 
hae been alway* a mark for party virulence, 
and ii treated by Biihop Warburton with bii 
usual coarsenesB, and indeed has been seldom 
judged of with any thing like historical 
fairness. " This great man was a person of a 
noble nature, and generous dispodtion, and 
of such other endowmenU, as made him very 
capable of b«ng a great favourite to a great 
King. He understood the arts of a Court, 
and all the learning that is professed there, 
exactly well. By long practice in business, 
under a master (King James) that discoursed 
excellently, and surely knew all things won- 
derfully, and took much delight in Indoctrin- 
ating his young inexperienced favourite, who, 
he knew, would be always looked upcm as 
the workmanship of his own hands, he had 
obtained a quick conception, and apprehen- 
sion of business, and had the habit of speaking 
very gracefully and pertinently. He was of 
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m moat flawing courteay and afiabili^ to all 
men who nuide any addrcH to him ; and lo 
desiroua to oblige them, that he did not 
enough coniider the value of the obligation, 
or the merit of the person he choK to oblige; 
from which much of hii misfortune resulted. 
He was of a courage not to be daunted, whidi 
was manifested in all his actiana, and in bit 
couteata with particular peraons of the great- 
eat reputation; and especially in his whole 
demeanour at the isle of Rh^, both at the 
landing and upon the retreat ; in both which 
OfO man was more fearleM, or more ready to 
expose himself to the highest dangers. His 
kindness and affection to his friends waa to 
rebement, that they were aa so many mar- 
riages for better and worse, and so many 
leagues offensive and defensive; as if he 
thought himself obliged to love all his friends, 
and to make war upon all they were angry 
with, let the cauae be what it would. And 
it cannot be denied, that he waa an enemy in 
the aame excess, and prosecuted thoM be 
looked upon aa his enemies with the utmost 
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rigour and animosity, and wa« not cully 
induced to reconciliation. And yet there 
were Eome examples of his recedlnj; in that 
particular. And when he wai in the higheat 
passion, he was so far from atooping to any 
dissimulation, wliereby his displeasure might 
be concealed and covered till he had attained 
hii revenge, (the low method of Courts.) that 
he never endeavoured to do any roan an ill 
office, before he first told him what he was to 
expect from him, and reproached him with 
the injuries he had done, with so much gene- 
rosity, that the person found tt in his power 
to receive further latisfactian, in the way he 
would choose for himself. 

" His single misfortune was, (which indeed 
was productive of many greater,) that he 
never made a noble and a worthy friendship 
with a man so near his equal, that he would 
frankly advise him for his honour and true 
interest, against the current, or rather the 
torrent, of his impetuous passion; which was 
partly the vice of the time, when the Court 
was not replenished with great choice of 
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acellent men; and partly the vice of the 
penoni, who were most worthy to be applied 
b>, and looked upon hii youth, and hit ob- 
acurity before his rise, as obligations upon 
him to gain their friendships by extraor- 
dinary application. Then his ascent was so 
quick, that it seemed rather a flight than a 
growth ; and be was such a darling of fortune, 
that he was at the top before he was well 
seen at the bottom; and, as if he had been 
bom a favourite, he was supreme the first 
month he came to Court; and it was want of 
confidence, not of credit, that he had not all 
at first which he obtained afterwards; never 
meeting with the least obstruction from hii 
Betting out, till he was as great as he could 
be; so that he wanted dependent* before he 
thought he could want coadjutors. Nor was 
he very fortunate in the election of tfaow 
dependents, very few of his servants having 
been ever qualified enough to assist or advia« 
him ; and they were intent only upcn growing 
ridi under him, not upon their mastor'a 
growing good as well as great; insomuch, •• 
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h« wu throughout his fortune ■ much wiser 
man than any servant or friend he hod. 

" Let the fault or misfortune be what or 
whence it will, it may reasonably be believed, 
that, if he had been blessed with one faithful 
Iriend, who hail been qualified with wisdom 
and integrity, that great person would have 
committed as few faults, and done aa tran- 
scendent worthy actions, as any man who 
shined in such a sphere in that age in Europe. 
For he was of an excellent disposition, and 
of a mind very capable of advice and counseL 
He was in his nature just aJid candid, liberal, 
generous, and bountiful; nor was it ever 
known, that the temptation of money swayed 
him to do an unjust or unkind thing. If he 
had an immoderate ambition, with which he 
waa charged, and is a weed (if it be a weed) 
apt to grow in the best soils; it does not 
appear that it was tn his nature, or that he 
brought it with him to the Court, but rather 
found it there, and was a garment necessary 
for that air ; nor was it more in his power to 
be without promotion, and titles, and wealth, 
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dun fiw a hMlthy man to dt in th« mm ht the 
brightest dog-d«yi, and mnain without any 
wamrth. He needed no ambilioo, who wu 
■o aeatcd hi the hearta of two eudi nuuten."

The 
Statutei, which I had drawn for the reducing 
nt the &ctioui and tumultuary elodiaii of 
n<octora in Oxfwd to aeveral CoUegei by 
eonrac^ and ao to continue, were pawed in 
Convocatian at Oxflvd. no vdce diaaenting. 

[Theae new Statutea, however, aeem to 
have been the cauae of no litde diatark 
•noe aftswarda. The election ftr the tttk 
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Proctor* on tha new Sututn wu fixed fbr 
April S3. The CmndidatM were Willimnuon 
of Mkgdalea Coll. and More of New CoU. on 
the one lide, and Bmch of Bnuen-noM and 
Lloyd of Jeiiu on the other : Hyde of Exeter 
and I'aylour of C. C C. bdng the acrutatora. 
Neither of the acruutora would uke the oath 
preacribed by the new Statute. A tumult 
ensued; notwithstanding which, the Vic»^ 
Chancellor ctmtinued the aaeaMy, "but 
was »o thrust and thronged in the House, 
that no bedell could come to him. At lengdi 
he got away, without any proceeding to 
electicm of Proctors." Of these tumults, the 
Chancellor was of course informed; and a 
letter from the King followed. "These

would appeal to his Majea^;' for the truth 
is, there was foul play in the business. Here- 
upon Taylour, the junior Procurator natus, 
one of the scrutators, went away with the 
scrutiny, and would proceed no further, not- 
withstanding he was sent for by Mr. Vice- 
Chancellor. At last about five of the dock 
he came, and with a great number of Masters 
with him, went into the Convocation, but 
Mr. Hyde, the senior scrutator, being crowded 
among them, gave a great screak as he was 
sitting down in his chair, and fell down dead, 
to the astonishment of all there present, and 
so continuing half an hour in that condition, 
the Masters got life into him again, and he I 
recovered well the same night" After a 
second interference on the part of the King,

iCsa April la The Earl of Pembroke, Lord 
Steward, b«ng Chancellor of the University 
of Oxford, died of an apoplexy. — April IS. 
The Univerai^ of Oxford choae roe Chancd- 
lor ; and word was brought me of it the next 
morning, Monday. 
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[« On Saturdijr, being the 10th of April. 
WiUiaxn Lord Herbert. Emrl of Pembroke ind 
Chancellor of the Univernt^ of Oxford, died 
•uddenly M hia houae called Baynard'a Caitle, 
ia London, according to the caJcuUtiona of 
hia nativi^ that Mr. Thomaa Allen, of Glou- 
ceater Hall, had made aeTeral year* before. 
For which place, Dr. Laud, Bitbopof London, 
and Philip, Earl of Montg o m ery , younger 
brother to the Earl deceaaed, were candi- 
datea. But the newt of hia death being 
tvought to Oxford the next day betimea. Dr. 
Laud*! fiicnda of divers Coll^ea, eapectally 
of St John'a, beatirred themaelvea in hia be- 
half. Tboae alao that were not well-wiahera 
to the Kahop, which were chiefly the CaU 
linian party, were active for the Earl, and ao 
alao were thoae of the Welih nation, and of 
the four CoUegea belonging to the viaitation 
of the Biahop of Lincoln, that la to aay, 
BalUol, Oriel, Lincoln, and Braien-noae; to 
the Scholara of which, Dr WUliama. (Laud'a 
great enemy,) the Biahop of that place, had

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** The business being thus etgerly followed 
one day and night, a Convocation was called 
on the morrow, by order Arom the Vice- 
Chancellor, Dr. Frewen, (who upon news of 
the Chancellor's death, being then at Andover, 
in Hampshire, on Magdalen ColL Progress, 
came presently home,) fearing lest the other 
party should be too strong for them* In the 
scrutiny for voices it is commonly reported 
that it passed clear for Laud ; yet one ( Hrynne) 
is pleased to say, that ' by indirect means he 
procured himself to be elected Chancellor, 
and that the noble brother to the Earl of 
Pembroke was then really elected by most 
voices, though miscalculated by practice in 
the scrutiny by this Prelate's creatures,' &c. 
How true this is, I leave it to others to judge. 
However, this I shall say, that that party for 
the Earl was held to be more numerous than 
that for the Bishop, as divers judicious and 
impartial men that gave votes, lately and yet 
living, have attested it in my hearing. The

Certain it ia, it fell out very happy, not only 
for the encourBf^ement of learning, but the 
great good of the Univeraity, aa the following 
dmea made it manifest. Had he continued in 
hia prosperity seven years longer, and not 
been molested by the restless faction of the 
Preabyterians, he would witliout doubt have 
made thia University more famoua for build- 
ings, booka, rvities, diadpUne, privileges, &c 
than many, put together, in the learned world."

If this 
go on, the Univeraity will lose ground every 
day both at home and abroad ; and especially 
with hii Majesty, who is a great lover of 
order and decency in all aeminariea of good 
learning. And he liath already given me 
strict charge to look both to this and other 
particulars in their several times. 

I pray, therefore, call the Heads of Collies 
and Halls together with the Proctors, and 
read these letters to them ; and with my love 
remembered to them all, let them know I am 
welcomed into my Chanoellorahip with many 
complaints from very great men. 'I hope, all 
are not true ; and I hope, audi aa are, jrou 
and they will all in your several Hmtses j«n 
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ptins and hearty endeaTours to aee them 
rectified, aa I shall in due time aeverally pfo- 
poae them* 

At this time» I think it necessary, the Heads 
should fairly bespeak their several Companies 
to fit themselves with formalities fitting their 
Degrees, that when the Act oomes, (God bless 
you with health, that it may hold with honour 
and safety,) the University may have credit 
by iookdng like itself: and then I doubt not 
but it will be itself too. For it will not 
endure but to be, as it seems.

Both, because I presume, most men there in 
their generous and liberal education will be 
such lovers of order, that they will run to 
the practice: and because I heartily desire^ 
that as I am chosen Chancellor with a great 
deal of unexpected love, so I may be enaUod 
ever to govern with a like measure of it 
My heart ever was, and I hope ever shall b^ 
set to do that place all the good I can. And 
I shall take it lor one of God's greatest Ism- 
poral blessings upon mo^ if I may have joor 
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joint concurrence to perfect the good f wish. 
And I will not doubt, but that 3rou do m 
love and honour that our vfnerable mother, 
that you will dieerfully afford me thit aa- 
ristance. 

When you have made thii entrance fbr 
Formalitie* at the Act, (for which I now give 
time and warning,) then the better to settle 
them, and all other pointi ot govemment, I 
pray take care to go on with the Del^acy 
for the Statutes, that there may be a tel^ 
tied and a known body of tliem. My erer- 
bonoured predeceisor began that work with 
care. I know, yuu wilt give me leave to 
pursue it to your good and his honour. In 
the next long vacation it were happy, if that 
body of Statutes might be finished. 

But whether it can w not, I heartily pray 
you against Michaelmas Term look the Re- 
gister, and provide such Tables, as were 
wont to be published upon SL Mary's doors, 
for observance of the known Statutes, and 
that then you proceed to the executioa of 
them accordingly.

Neitlier will I procreed in any 
thing but that which shall promote the 
honour and good of yourselves and that 
famous University. And in this way he 
that give* me best assistance shall be most 
welcome to me. So for this time I take my 
leave: commending you all to God's gra- 
cious protection ; and shall rest;

at by the informer, were no pOBiUona of mine.

Dec. 10 and Sp. Twice or thrice in the 
interim, t advertised his Majesty of the false- 
hood and practice that was against me, by 
L. T. &C. This brake out then.

The SUtutea of the Univeraitf, lo often 
and by m many undertaken and left again, 
are now by God'i bleanng, and the great 
paint of tfaem, to whom that can waa com- 
mitted, brought to perfection. Thia work, I 
h(^, God will eo blew, aa that it may much 
improve the honour and good gorenunent of 
that place ; a thing very necetaaiy in thii age 
both for Church and Ctnmnonwealth, aincc 
•o many young gentlemen, and othera of all 
ranka and conditions, have thdr firat breeding, 
for the public in that seminary. To save the 
puTH of the University, and to gain time, it waa 
tliought fit rather to print, than to transcribe 
ao many copies aa might serve for the present 
necewaiy use of the Universi^ and the s^ 
veral Colleges and HaHs re^Mctivety. And, 
for my part, i tliought it expedient, dial in 
every House they might have the rule itf the 
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public goveniment by thetn, and k> lee die 
way to their duty : which being a* much for 
their particular good, as the advance of the 
public MTvice, every man, I hope, will be 
most willing and ready to conform himself to 
that, which ia required of him. There ia to 
be a great ledger book written out fair, which 
ia to be the authentic copy under aeal, and 
to reat in Archivia, to be the future judge of 
all Statute*, which may hereafter be cor- 
ruptly either printed or transcribed. But 
before thia be written, I hold it very exp^ 
dicnt to put these Statutes (aa they are now 
corrected and act in order) into practice and 
execution for the ipace of one whole year, to 
the end it may better appear, if any necewary 
thing have ilipped the care of myaelf,and thoae 
whom the Univeraity tnuted with me. For 
then if any such thing was discovered, it may 
easily be amended in the margin, or otherwise, 
of these printed books. And after this expe- 
rience made, the authentic copy may be 
written &ir, without any interiining or other 
blemish, and ao be a rule to posterity of 
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be the Statu , by which t University 
shall be governed for this year ensuing, that 
is, until the Feast of St Michael the Arch- 
angel, which shall be in the year of our Lord 
God i6SS, reserving to myself power, accord- 
ing to the decree before mentioned, to add or 
alter that, which ihall be fit, and take away 
from these Statutes, or any of them, that, 
which shall be found by this intervening 
practice to be either unnecessary or incom- 
modious for that government And then, 
(God willing,) at or before that time I will 
discharge the trust, which the Universi^ 
hath commended to me, and abiolutdy make 
a settlement of the Statutes for fiitare times, 
even as long as it shall please God to bless 
them with use and continuanoei • And I 
account it not the least of God's blessings

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Upon myaelf, that He hath given me strength 
and ability to do this sernce for my andent 
mother, the Univerdty, whom I have ever so 
much honoured, and am still ready to serve. 
And thus much comfon I can already give 
you, that his Majesty being made acquainted 
by roe, that the work was finished, expressed 
extraordinary contentment in it, and com- 
manded me to let you know so much, and 
withal that he doubts not of your ready obe- 
dience to them: than which nothing can 
firom thence be more acceptable to him. 
Thus Buuring myself, that you will all strive 
to yield full obedience to these your Statutes, 
which will be your own honour as well as 
the Universi^s, 1 leave you to God's blessed 
protection and rest

1 waa in attendance 
upon the King at Woodstock, and went thenee 
to Cuddesden, to see the house which Dr. John 
Bancroft, then Lord Bishop of Oxford, had 
there built, to be a house for the Bishops of 
that See for ever. He having built that 
house at my persuasion.— Sept 3, Thursday. 
I went privately firom the Bishop of Oxford's 
house at Cuddesden, to St John's in Oxford, 
to see my building there, and give some 
directions for the last finbhing of it; and 
returned the same night, staying there not 
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shewed to the King and the Lords, for a man 
of 1 52 or 1 53 years of age. 

Oct. 26, Monday. This morning, between 
four and five of the clock, lying at Hampton 
Court, 1 dreamed, that I was going out in 
haffte, and that when I came into my outer 
chamber, there was my aenrant Will. Pennell, 
in the same riding-suit which he had on that 
day sevennight at Hampton-Court with me. 
Methought I wondered to tee him, (for I left 
him sick at home,) and asked him how he 
did, and what he made there. And that he 
answered m^ he came to receive my blessing; 
and with that fell on his knees. That here- 
upon 1 laid my hand on his head, and prayed 
over him, and therewith awaked. Vihea I 
was up, 1 told this to them of myjchamber ; 
and added, that 1 should find Pemiell dead or 
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dying. My coach came; and when I came 
home, I found him past sense, and giving up 
the ghoet. So my prayers (as they have fre- 
quently before) conmiended him to God/ 

Nov. 1 5, Sunday, at afternoon, the greatest 
tide that had been seen. It came within my 
gates, walks, cloisters, and stables, at Lam- 
beth.^ Nov. 21, Saturday. Charles Count 
Elector Palatine came to Whitehall to the 
King. This month the plague, which was 
hot in some parts of France and in the Low 
Countries, and Flanders, began at Green- 
wich. God be merciful unto us !— Nov. 30, 
Saint Andrew's day, Monday. Charles Prince 
Elector Palatine, the King^s nephew, was 
with me at Lambeth, and at solemn evening 
prayer. 

Dec 1. Many elm-leaves yet upon the 
trees; which few men have seen.— Dee.

Charles Prince Elector came sud- 
denly upon me, and dined with me at 
Lambeth. — Dec 85, Christmaa-Day. Charlef 
Prince Elector received the Communioa with 
the King at Whitehall. He kneded a little

her on Saturday following, Jan. 2. 

Feb. 2, Tuesday, Candlemas-day. My 
nearer care of J. S. was professed, and his 
promise to be guided by me, and absolutely 
settled on Friday afVer, Feb. 5.

** Another business there is, which I think 
may be very well worthy your consideration ; 
and if you do not give it remedy, (as I think 
it abundantly deserves,) I do not know who 
either can or will. I have often wondered, 
why 8o many good scholars came from Win- 
chester to New College, and yet so few of 
them afterwards prove eminent men: and 
while I lived in Oxford, I thought upon 
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divert things, that might be cautet of it, and 
I believe true ones ; but I have lately heard 
of another, which I think hath done and 
doth the College a great deal of harm, in 
the breeding €^ their young men. When 
they come from Winchester they are to be 
Probationers two years, and then Fellows. 
A man would think those two years, and 
some years after, should be allowed to Logic, 
Philosophy, Mathematics, and the like 
grounds of learning, the better to enable 
them to study Divinity with judgment But 
I am of late accidentally come to know, that 
when the Probationers stand for their Fel- 
lowships, and are to be examined how they 
have profited ; one chief thing in which they 
are examined is, how diligently they have 
read Calvin's Institutions; and are more 
strictly held to it, how they have profited in 
that, than almost in any kind of learning 
besides. I do not deny but that Calvin's 
Institutions may profitably be read, and aa 
one ^ their first books for Divinity, jrhoi 
they are well grounded in other jevning; 
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t i,Mc; v/iiurcii. rur SO many ot Uiem 
have proved in this latter age, since my own 
memory in that University. Your Lordship 
is V^isitor there, and I think you cannot do a 
better deed, than to adviee on a way, how to 
break this bunneM with the Warden, who is 
a learned and discreet man, and then think 
upon some remedy for it For I am verily 
persuaded, it doth that CoU^e a great deal 
of harm. I do not hold it fit that your Lord- 
. ship should fall upon this business too sud- 
denly. When the Warden comes next to 
the election, may be a fit time; nor would 
I have you let it be known, that jou have 
received this information from me; but sure 
I am 'tis true, and needs a remedy.

Archbuhop LauiTt Letter to Sir Kenttm IXgby, 

Salutem in Christo. 

Worthy Sir, 

I am sorry for all the contents of your 

Letter, save that which expresses your love 

to me. And I was not a little troubled at 

the very first words of it For you begin, 

that my Lord Anibataador told you, I waa 

not pleased to hear you had made a defection 

from the Church of England. It ii moat 

true, I wa* informed so; and thereupon I 



Amba lor's speech with you, without any 
notice taken of my writing ; I could not but 
fear these Letters of mine came not to your 
hands. Out of this fear, your second Letters 
took me; for they acknowledged the receipt 
of mine, and your kind acceptance o£ them. 
Had they mitcarried, I should have held it 
a great mitfortime. For you muat needs have 
condemned me deeply in your own thoughts, 
if in such a near and tender businessy I should 
have solicited my Lord Ambassador, and not 
written to yourseUl 

In the next place I thank you, and take It 
for a great testimony of your lore to me, 
that you have been pleased to give me so 
open and dear account of your proceedings 
with yoorsdf in this matter of religion. In 
which as I cannot bat i^—imfn^ the strict 
reckoning, to which you bare called yourself ; 
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M I coald have wished, before yaa had iIik^ 
lutelj teuled the foot of that account, you 
would have called in aome firiend, and made 
u«e of hia eye as a bye-stander, who often- 
times Bees more than he that plays the game. 
You write, 1 confess, that after you had fallen 
upon these troublesome thoughts, you were 
nigb two yeara in the diligent dtscusnon 
of this matter; and that you omitted no in- 
dustry, either of conversing with learned 
men, or of reading the best authors, to beget 
in you a right intelligence of this subject. 
I believe all this, and you did wisely to do iL 
But I have some question)!, out of the freedom 
of a friend, to ulc about iv Were not all the 
leanted men, you conversed with for thia par* 
licular, of the Roman party i H'ere not the 
best authors, you mention, of the ume ndeF 
If both men and authors were the same way; 
can they beget any righter intelligence tn 
you, than isin thenifelves? If they were mm 
and authors on both sides, with whom yon 
conver se d ; why was I (whom you ace 
pleued to >^1« one of your beat Aimla)

useful, when thoughts are distracted, to make 
use of the freedom and openness of a friend 
not altogether ignorant, as of those which 
are thought more learned ; but not so free, 
nor perhaps »o indiflferent? 

But the result, you ntiy, that first began to 
settle you, was, that you discerned by this 
your diligent conversation, and studious read- 
ing, that there were great mistakings on both 
sides, and that passion and affection to a 
party, transported too many of those that 
entered into the lists in this quarrel. Sup- 
pose this also to be true, I am heartily sorry, 
and have been ever since I was of any 
understanding in matters of religion, to hear 
of sides in the ChurdL And I make no 
doubt, but it will one day fidl heavy upon all, 
that wilfully make, or purposely continue, 
sidings in that body. But when sides are 
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nude and condnued, remeniber you confeu 
there are great miatakingt on both (idea. 
And bow then can you go from one side to 
the other, but you must go from one great 
miftaking to another? And if to, then by 
changing the aide, you do but change the 
nuMalcing, not quit yourielf {torn mistake*. 
And if you do quit yourself from them, by 
God's goodness, and your own sbvngth ; yet 
why might not that have been done without 
changing the side; since mistakes are on 
both sides? As forthe passion and transport' 
ation of many that enter the lists of this 
quarrel; I am sure you mean not to make 
their passion your guide; for that would 
make you mistake indeed. .And why then 
should their passion work upon your judg- 
ment? especially, since the passion as well as 
the mistakes are confessed to be on both side^ 
After this follows the main part of jroor 
Letters, and that which prindpally reaolred 
you to enter again the communion of tha 
Church of Rome, in which you had been 
bom and bred, against that Mmblanni al 
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good reoBon, which formerly had inade you 
adhere to the Church of England. 

And first you B«y, you now perceive that 
you may preeerve yourself in that Church, 
without having your belief bound up in 
several particulars, the dislike whereof bad 
been a motive to you to free your«elf from 
the jurisdiction which you conceived did 
impose them. It is true all Churches have 
some particulars free. Rut doth that Church 
leave you free to believe, or not believe, 
any thing determined in it? And did not 
your farmer dislike arise from some things 
determined in and by that Church } Am) if 
io, what freedom see you now, that you saw 
not then? And you cannot well say, that 
your dislike arose from any thing not deter- 
mined ; for in those, the jurisdiction of that 
Church imposes not. 

You add, that your greatest difficulties 
were solved, when you could distinguith 
between the opinions of some newmen raised- 
upon wrested inferences, and the plain and 
solid articles of faith delivered at the first. 
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Why, but I cannot but be confident fou 
could diatinguiih the*e long rince, and long 
beibre you joined yourself to the Church of 
England. And that therefore your greateK 
diflicultiei (if these were they) were « fully 
and fairly solved then, as now they are, or 
can ht. Besides, if by these plain and solid 
Article* you mean none but the Creed, (and 
certainly no other were delivered at th« first,) 
you seem to intimate by comparing this and 
the former pasMge, that so you believe these 
plain and first Articles, you may prewnr* 
yourself in that Churdi, from having your 
belief bound up to other particulars; whidi 
I think few will believe, besides yourself, 
if you can believe it. And the opinions of 
new men, and the wrested inferences upon 
these, are some of those great mistaltea which 
you say are on both sides, and thereforB 
Deeded not to have caused your change. 

To these first Articles you say. The Church 
in DO succeeding age hath power to add (as 
•ucb) the least tittle of new doctrine. Be it 
M>; and I believe it heartUyt (not M ludi,) 
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tians are bound to believe all and every one of 
them, eudem Fide, qua Fidei Articulos ; and 
that lie is an heretic wliich believes them not 
all ; where is then your freedom, or your not 
being bound up in several particulars ? And 
if you reply, you dislike no determination 
which that Church hath made ; then why did 
you formerly leave it, to free yourself from 
that jurisdiction that you conceived imposed 
them } For if the things which troubled you 
were particulars not determined, they were 
not imposed upon your belief. And if they 
were determined^ and so imposed ; how are 
you now set free more than then? 

You say again. You see now, that to be a 
Catholic, doth not deprive them of the fore- 
named liber^, who have abilities to examine 
the things you formerly stack at, and drive 
them up to their first prindplet. Bat first 
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who arc not able to examine? ahall thej 
enthral their cotuciencea ? Next ; what shall 
secure them, who think themaelvea, and are 
perhaps thought \ty others, able to examine, 
jet indeed are not t Tliirdl j ; what assur- 
ance it there in cases not demonstrable, (aa 
few things in religion are,) that they which 
aie able to examine, have either no affection 
to blind their judgment, or may not mistake 
tfaemselvea and their way in driving a doubu 
ful point to its first principlea? Lastly; how 
much doth this differ from leaning upon a 
private spirit, ao much fried out against by 
that aide, when men, under pretence of their 
ibiltty, shall examine the tenets of the Church, 
and aasume a liberty to themselves under 
colour of not being bound ? 

But, you say, thia ia not the breaking of 
any obligation that the Church lays upon 
you ; but only an exact understanding of the 
just and ntmoat obligationa that aide tiea men 
I must here question again. For, firat, 
what shall become of thdr freedom, that 
at reach to thia exact uaderstanding F 




tenets ? For if the points be \e(t free, there 
is no obligation ; nor can you, or need any 
other, have any scruple. But if the points 
be binding by the predetermination of the 
Church, can you any way be judge of her 
obligation, but you must be judge alao of the 
point to which she obliges ? Now, I think, 
that the Church will hardly give liberty to any 
private man to be so far her judge, since she 
scarce allows so much to any, as judicium 
discretionis, in things determined by her. 

These utmost obligations, to which that 
side ties men, you believe many men (and 
not of the meanest note) pass over in gross, 
without ever throughly entering into the 
due consideration thereof. And truly I believe 
so too, that among too many men on both 
sides, neither the points nor the obligations 
to'them are weighed as they ought Bat that 




U no warrant (pardon my freedom) that yonr- 
mIP bath contidered thetn in all drcumstancet, 
or that you have coiiBidered them better now 
than you did before, vhen the dislike of that 
impocing jurisdiction was your first motire 
to free yourielf fVom it, by joining to tho 
Church of England. 

And whereaa you say, that you have re- 
turned into that Communion, who from your 
birth had right of pouession in you, and 
therefore ought to continue it, unlet* clear 
and evident proof (which you lay lurely 
cannot be found) should have evicted you 
frotn it: truly. Sir, I think this had been 
apoken with more advantage to you and your 
cau«e, before your adhering to the Church at 
England, than now ; for then right of po^ 
MMion could not have been thought little. 
But now, since you deserted that Commu- 
nion, either you did it upon clear and evidetit 
proof, or upon apparent only. If you did it 
then upon clear and evident proof, why mj 
you now no such con be found f If you did 
it but upon apparent and teeming proof, (a 






as well as that, which then seemed clear unto 
you, be but semblance now ? Nor would I 
have you say, that clear and evident proof 
cannot be found for a man, in this case of 
religion^ to forego the Communion which had 
right of poesession in him f\pom his birth; for 
the proposition is an universal negative, and of 
hard proo£ And therefore, though I think 
I know you and your judgment so well, that 
I may not without manifest wrong charge 
you, that you did in this great action, and 
so nearly concerning you, ad pauea respioere, 
which our great master tells us breeds fiidle 
and easy, rather than safe and warrantable 
determinations, yet it will be upon you not 
only in honour without, but also in oonsdenoe 
within, to be able to assure yourself that you 
did ad plurima, if not ad omnia re sp ic e re. 
Th. thing b«ng .o wdghty in ifdfi «d I 
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the miserable diviaioii of Chriatendotn (never 
■ufGdentl; to be lamented) making the doubt 
M> great, that you who have been on both 
ddet, muBt needs be under the dispute of 
both sides, whether thia last act of yours, be 
not in you rather a relapse into a former 
dckneas, than a recovery from a former falL. 

But against this, the temper of your mind 
(you tay) arms you against all censures, no 
■light air of reputation being able to move 
you. In this, I must needs say, you are 
happy : for be that can be moved ftom him- 
self by the changeable breath of men, lives 
more out of than in himself; and (which 
Is a misery beyond all expression) miut in 
all doubts go to other men for resolution; 
not to himself; as if he had no soul within 
him. But yet post consdentiam fama. And 
though I would not desire to live by rcpu' 
tatioo; yet would I leave no good mean* 
untried, rather than live without ic And 
how far you have brought yourself in ques- 
tion, whidi of theee two, consdenra or rcpu- 
tation, you have shaken by this doable 
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make the world UiinK so. 

The way you took in concealing this your 
resolution of returning into that Communion, 
and the reasons which you give why you so 
privately carried it here> I cannot but ap* 
prove. They are full of all ingenuity, tender 
and dvil respects, fitted to avoid discontent in 
your friends, and scandal that might be 
taken by others, or contumely that might be 
returned upon yourself And as are these 
reasons, so is the whole frame of your Letter 
(setting aside that I cannot concur in judg- 
ment) full of discretion and temper, and $o 
like yourself, that I cannot but love even 
that which I dislike in it And though I 
shall never be other than I have been to the 
worth of Sir Kenelm Digby; yet most 
heartily sorry I am, that a man whose dis- 
course did so much content me, should thus 
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■lide mway from me, before I had lo much 
u mupidon to awaken me, and luggest that 
he wu going. Hod you put me iuto a diftt 
pcnoadon, and communicated jrour thoughta 
to me before they had grown up into resolD- 
tiona, I am a prieat, and would have put on 
what aecrety you should have commanded. 
A little knowledge I have, (God knows a 
little,} I would have ventured it with you 
in that serioua debate you have had with 
yourself. I have ever honoured you, since 
I knew your worth, and I would have done 
all office* of a friend to keep you nearer than 
now you are. But since you are gone, and 
•ettled another way, before you would let me 
know It, I know not now what to lay lo a 
man of judgment; and ao resolved; for to 
what end should 1 treat, when a resolution 
ia set already r So set, as that you say no 
deer and evident proof can be found against 
it; nor can I tell how to preas such a roan 
as you to ring the changes in religion. In 
your power It was not to change ; In mine 
it la not to make you change again. There- 
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fi>r« to th« modentkm of your own heatt, 
UDder the gr«G8 of God, I mtut and do now 
letive you for matter of religion ; but r^ 
taining itill with me, and entirely, all the 
love and friendlinei* which your worth won 
from me ; well knowing, that all difierencea 
in opinion shake not the foundationa of r^ 

Now to your Poetacriptj and then I have 
done. 1'Iut I am the firat, and the only 
perton ta whom you have written thua 
freely: I thank you heartily for it For I 
cannot conceive any thing thereby, but your 
great respect to me, which hath abundantly 
■pread itself all over your Letter. And had 
you written this to me, with a restraint of 
making it further known, I should have 
performed that trust: but since you have 
submitted it to me, what further knowledge 
of it I shall think fit to give to any other 
person ; I have, as I took myself bound, ac- 
quainted hi* Majesty with it, who gave a 
great deal of very good expression con- 
cerning you, and is not a little scnry to looe I 
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the aervice of bo able a subject. 1 have like- 
wite made U known in private to Mr. Secre- 
tary Cook, who wu at coniident of you a« 
myself. I could hardly believe your own 
Letters, and he as hardly my relation. To 
my Secretary I must needs trust it, having 
not time to write it again out of my scribbled 
copy ; but I dare trust the secresy in which 
1 have bound him. To others 1 am silent, 
and shall so (Mintinue, till the thing open 
itself; and i shall do it out of reastms, very 
like to those which you give, why yourself 
would not divulge it here. In the last place, 
you promise yourself, that the condititm you 
are in will not hinder me from continuing 
to be tiie best friend you have. To this 
I can say no more, than tJiat I could never 
arrogate to myself to be your best fHctid; 
but a poor, yet respective friend of yours 
I have been, ever since 1 knew you : aiul it 
is not your change, that can change me, who 
never yet left, but where 1 was first forsaken ; 
and not always there. So praying for 
God's blessing up<Mi you, and in that way 
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which He Icnowi moat aecttMry for you,

It was ordered 
with me: the hearing was at Hampton-CourL 
—June S«, Wednetday. The Statutes of Ox- 
ford Gniihed, and published in Convocation. 

These Letters were read in Convocation 
upon the SSd of June, l63S, wherein Mr. 
Secretary Cook made m weighty speech fit- 
ting the occarion, and to likewise did the 
Vice>Chancellor. Mr. Secretary's speech fol- 
lows in hvc verba. 
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Reverend Vice-Chuicellar, Doctora, and 
Mutera, 

You have beard with due reaped and atteiv- 
tion the Letter* brought by ua ihm bii Mcred 
Majesty ; you have alao beard in conformity 
thereunto other Letten, aent from your moit 
Itererend Chancellor, rignifying hif Mi^eity'a 
grace and goodncM in recommending unto 
you thi« volume of Statutea, which we now 
deliver, and you are to receive, h the rulea, 
by which you must be governed hereafter. 
You have alio seen and heard the oonfirm^ 
tion and eatabliihment of theae Statute*. 
First by hi* Majetty'* n^al aignatur^ and 
under the great leal of hia kingdom : and 
respectively under the hand and aeal of the 
l^rd Archbishop, both a< Primate and M^ 
tropolitan of England, and aa most worthy 
Chancellor of thi* University, whereby it ii 
manifest, that these laws and ordinances are 
ao established and radfied both by toveidgn 
and Bubaltemal authority, teuponil and ipir^ 
toal, that nothing further cmi be required. 
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bnt joar ready acceptauce and obedience, 
whereof I nuke no doubt For (to do jou 
right) you have already ihewed ao effectual 
eonfomii^ ; and at thia present ezpreaa such 
■laoitf and forwardneaa, that I rather 
cauae to commend and encourage you, than 
to exhort and atir ymi up, or any way to 
portune yon by any further ipeech; yet 
becauae there ia generally in num's nature a 
accret curioaity and prgudice againit all 
thinga, that appear extraordinary aitd new, 
capecially when they impose any do^, and 
require obedience at their handa; I maat 
crave leave in diacharge o£ my own du^ to 
iatiafy thoae, which hereafter may be in- 
quiaitive into theae proceedings, to inaiit a 
little upon thoce principal rcspc cta wliidi 
demonatrate the full authoriaation and abso 
lute neoesM^ of submiMion to these lawa. 

That which commands in chief, and which 
no reason can withrtand, is his Majes^s 
sovereign power, by which these Statatea (as 
yoa see) are both enacted and confirmed. 
Him w« all acknowledge to be ottr sitpreme 

: (J 
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governor both of Church and Commonwealth, 
over all caute* and pofon* i and to hi> Mpnm- 
ac7 ant) allegianre, we are all obliged by oath. 
Thia then we muat build upon, aa an axiotn 
and fundamental rule of govenunent, that all 
our I^wa and >^tatntei are the King'a Lawa, 
and that none can be enacted, changed, or 
abrogated without him ; ao all Courta of 
I.BW or Equity are properly the King'a 
Courti ; all juatice therein adminiitered, be 
it civil ormartial.iatheKing'a justice; and no 
pardon or grace proceeda from may, but fraca 
theKing. Anda*ofjuatice,aoi>hetheaotirGe 
of honour; all dignitiea, all degrrea,aUtitIei, 
arms, and ordera come originallj from the 
Kingj aa branches from the root. And not 
only particular men and families, but all 
corporationc, sodctiea, nay counties, pn^ 
vinces.and depending kingdoms, have all their 
jurisdictions and governments eatablithcd by 
him ; and by him (for public good) to be 
changed or diwolved. So his power rcacheth 
to foreign plantations, where he may erect 
principalitiea, and make laws tor their good 
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govemiaent, which no man may diaabey. 
And •• in tha temporal, m> in the State 
•celanaatical, hit regal powo* by anciait 
right extendeth to the erectian of ffiaboprica, 
Dcannin, and Cathedral Churchea, and to 
•ettle orders for goreminent in all Clinrchet, 
hy the adrice of Ida own Clergj, witbont 
any ooneurrenn of foreign tuurping power- 
But for Univerntiea and Collc^gM, dwjr 
are the righta of Kings in a moat peculiar 
manner. For all their eitaUiihinent^ cndow- 
menti, ^ril<^[e*, and orders t^ whidt thqr 
aubdst and are maintained, are derind fton 
r^gal power. And aa it ia jrour greatest 
honour, so it is jrour greatest safiAy, that 
now this body of your laws, aa wdl as your 
privileges and immunitiea, are establishad, 
ratified, and coafirmed by the King. And 
man I shall not need to aay in thia point. 

In the next place you may CBPsld» ftr 
your encouragement to receive this gnat 
Qtvour and benefit ftom Us Uajtatj with, 
ready and thankful miads^ that your CkHI>' 
oellor's worthy tan bad a cUaf epe w l fa a is 
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advancing thif great -work; whose muiwm 
to hia Mkjetty in ■ place of that emineni^ 
•nd nncere coaformit]r to hit orders and 
comnuinda, and moit watcIiAil can orer that 
part of the govenuneot which it ccwimitted 
to his tniM, enaUeth him to nipport, and 
may give you confidence to obey that which 
his Majesty recommendeth by to good a 
hand, specially in matters concerning tha 
good government of the Church or of tha 



In the Church, (whereof he is Primate and 
Metropolitan,) his power is very larg^ and 
his extraordinary endeavours in it deserve at 
least to be well understood. In fornm times, 
when Churchmen bore rule, the greatest Pr^ 
lates gave the first way to alienate Church 
Livings: whereas this worthy Prelate maketh 
it his chief work to recover to the Church fbr 
the furtherance of God's service what may 
be now restored. And what therein he hath 
effected under his Majesty's gracious and 
powerful order, not England almte, but Seot> 
land and Ireland can abundantly witness. 
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Again, wlutt help and relief he procnreth 
dafl^ fiir Mmiaten oppn m ed hj ridi en- 
croadiing nrigbboan or petrena ; what tA- 
lectkma and eontributiona be obtainMfa 
r»«dify, to repair and adorn dmrdta ; and 
what great rtru c tu re i are now fai hand, 
mndi advanced by hit judgment, care and 
aeal hi our moat famoui roomunenM dedicated 



to Ood'i aenrice, we mmj bdwM with joj, 
and fiiture age* will comrnementa to hit 
Mt^ettft eternal giny, bj whoae power and 
order all la perfonned, and to the benoor of 
onr co u n try , and for encouragenxot and «x> 
ample of thoae that shall nicceed ; who win 
adoiowledge with ui, that thia nan is indeed, 
aa he ia by bia juit rtyle, a moat nvennd 
and beneScial Father of the Church: and tot 
thia Univerrity what better erideDoo em ba 
desired of bis lingnlar lore and liinttemiea, 
tliatt first that stately building, wbwabf b* 
hath made bimielf another fimndar of AUt 
CoU^f), which bred biro to thia hoigfat of 
worth t And secondly, thoae uia»y nve and 
esqnisita Manoscripto and AnAees^whwawfeh 
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terments; anu nnaiiy in cuuccung uus gic«v 
volume of ordinances for the present and 
future government of this famous University. 
You have monuments sufficient to eternize 
among you and all men his memory and 
desert. And this work is that, which now 
remaineth in the third place to be further 
stood upon. For it is not (as some may 
think) either a rhapsody of overworn and 
unuseful ordinances, nor yet an imposition of 
novel constitutions to serve the present times; 
but our royal Justinian by the labour and 
direction of this prudent person hath collected 
into a Pandect or Corpus Juris Academici all 
the ancient approved Statutes, which in for- 
mer times were scattered and so neglected. 
And though many great Prelates have hereto- 
fore undertaken this work, yet it ever miscar- 
ried, till the piercing judgment and indefati- 
gable industry of this man took it in hand, and 
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happily, M now you tee, hath put you into 
poMeaiion of it, whereof the um can hardly 
be valued. For by these rules, you, that are 
governors, may know what to cbmnuml, and 
thoae, that are under you inay know how to 
c»bey, and all may undenUntl how to order 
their behaviour, and their atudiea, whereby 
they may become most profitable members 
the Church and Commonwealth, whid) is the 
main cause, why hii Majesty requireth them 
M strictly to be obeyed. For let me speak 
freely out of that true affection which I bear 
to you all; deceive not yourselves with a 
vain opinion, that Kings and Princes give 
great donations, privileges, and honoura, to 
their Schools and Universities for a papular 
applause, or out of mere bounty, or for 
honour, or for opinion of merit, by which the 
art of Clergymen transported them heretofore: 
but the very truth is, that all wise I'rincca 
nepect the welfare of their estate*, and eon- 
aider, that Schools and UmveraitieB are (as 
in the body) the noble and viui parts, which 
being vigorous and sound, send good blood 
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and mctive (piriu into th« vmns and aiterie*, 
which catue health and (tr«ngth ; or if feeble 
or illafTected, corrupt all the vital power*; 
whereupon grow diacMe*, and in the end 
death itself. What inconvenience* have 
grown in all agei hj the ill government and 
disorden of tchoolv, jour books can inform 
you. And to oome home to youreelvea, have 
not our late Parliament* complained f Nay 
hath not the land exclaimed, that our great 
■chooli of virtue were becrnne achooli of vice? 
Thia I mention unwillingly, but withal do moet 
willingly tell you to your eternal praiie, that 
since it pleaaed hi* Majea^ to take to heart 
a reformaticm, and by advice of your never 
too often named Cliancellor, lent yon down 
iome temporary order*, whereby to reduce 
you to KHoe reuonable moderation, thereupon 
by the wiedom and reaolution of you the wor- 
thy governors, and by the inclinable coatona- 
ity of all the student* in general, it i* now come 
to pass, that scholar* are no more found in 
taverns or hou*e« of dieorder,nar aem loitering 
in the Mreet*, or other places of idleneaa or 
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01 example, but kll contain themMlves withiir 
the walls of tbeir Colleges, and in the School* 
or public Libraries: wherein, I must con- 
feat, you have at length gotten the start, and 
bjr jrour virtue and merit have made thia 
University, which before had no paragon in 
any foreign country, now to go beyond itself, 
and give a glorious example to ntbers not to 
stay behind. 

And if those temp<»wy and imperfect 
orders produced *o good effect, what may now 
be expected from thia body of Laws and St^ 
tutes, so complete and so digested, that no 
former age did ever enjoy the like ? 

Thus you have understood how the good- 
neaa of our great King, how the care md 
respect of your Chancellor, and how the 
worth and substance of the work itself, may 
forcibly induce you to congratulate your own 
happiness. And therefore I might here for^ 
bear to trouble you any longer with a harsh' 
interrupted speech ; but that I cannot omit 
to put you in mind ofone thing, whieh 1 
know you will hear with willingnesa and 
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and thankfulnc the great blesdings we now 
enjoy above all other nations. I will tell you 
but what I know, (for I speak within my 
element ;) I have seen our neighbouring 
countries in great prosperity and renown, 
their cities stately built and strongly forti- 
fied, with walls raised up to hearen, full of 
people, full of trade, so full of peace and 
plenty, that they surfeited in all excess ; but 
from hence they are since fidlen, partly by 
the boundless ambition of great Princes, partly 
by the factions and divisions in religion; and 
generally by their disorders, into such condi- 
tion, that men of great honour sent in remote 
employment, found whole provinces so sacked 
and depopulated, that in divers journeys they 
encountered scarce a man, and of those they 
found dead, some had grass in their mouths 
and stomachs, and some were torn in pieces 
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by beuta ftnd nvenou* fowla ; tnd tlioM that 
were klire, had no other care or Mudy than 
how to Hve themselvea from fire and aword. 
In general there is luch desolation, that, withr 
out a kind of horror, the horror thereof cannot 
be espmwd. 

Now we, by God'a blesung, are in a better 
ckM ; we nt here in God'a house, thankful in 
true devotion for thii wonderful favour K^ 
wardi ua. We enjoy peace and plenty; we 
are like to those who, resting in a calm haven, 
behold the ihipwreck of others, wherein we 
have no part, «ave only in compassion to help 
them with our prayers ; which we all ought 
to do, as interested in their sufierings, lest the 
like may fall on us. What then rcmuc 
but seriously to consider, how all these great 
blessings are conferred upon us, not for our

Bent of our gndoiu King; iMtk Aoold 

imuaaUloucomtaacyfaiowBhiilww^

for the public good. Wheron thii general 
admonition attcy fVuitfuUy be applied to the 
buaineH now in hand, whereof 1 make no 
doubt So I cnve yoor pardon and jour 
good acceptance of that, which I hare ruddjr 
•poken, but with a Inie affection to thii whole 
body, whereof, (though I had my education 
from another nurte,} yet I had the honour to 
be an adopted ton, and (aa I luppoae) one fif the 
andentett that live* amcmgit you at thia day. 
It remaineth, that Mr. Vice-Cbancellor per* 
form hit part; and proceed to tba aubacrip- 
tiona and deponticma of you the Heada.

Sir, 

Since I writ laat to you, the Dean of 

Chriat Church came to me, and acquainted 

me with two thing), which are very naceaiary 

you ahould both know and remedy. 
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The one is, that the Unirenity eeenu to be 
unwilling to contribute to the charge of the 
Plays, which are to be at Chriit Church. 
Now thii charge, aa by reaaon of their build- 
ing, they are not able to bear alone ; ao I 
muit need* acknowledge, there i* no reaaon 
that they abould, whatCTer their ability be: 
for the King ii to be entertained by Oxford, 
not by Chriat Church. And that he lies 
there, ia but for the conveniency of the place, 
where there are to many fair lodgings for 
the great men to be about him. Indeed, 
if Chriit Church men will say, they will 
have no actors but of their own House, let 
them bear the charge of their own TUys, in 
God'a name: but if they will take any good 
actors from any other College or Hall, upon 
trial of their sufficiency to be as good, or 
better than their own ; then I tee no reason 
in the world, but that the whole Univeraity 
should contribute to the charge. And I pray- 
tee it ordered, and let your ancceasar foUoir 
you accordingly. 

The other is, that since the UnireraiqrmMt 
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new, and the proscenium, and such apparel 
whatever it be, as is wholly made new, shal 
be laid up in some place fit for it ; to whicl 
the Vice-Chancellor for the time being shal 
have one key, and the Dean of Christ Churcl 
the other, that it may not be lott, as things o; 
like nature and use have formerly been. Anc 
if any College or Hall shall at any time, foi 
any play or show that they are willing to se 
forth, need the use of any or all of them 
things, it shall be as lawful and firee for then 
to have and to use them, as for Christ Church 
provided that after the use, they do carefully 
restore them to the place whence they wer< 
taken.

dia Hnda ■hall agree on.' For my pai^ I 
think it fittert, that an inventorr ihaold b« 
kqit in the Univenitr Kgiitry, that *o jou 
majr not only have aceeaa to 1^ ae oAm 
yoa aball bare cauae, bat alao lean h ready 
fiir direction in fiiture tiniet in like caaea ef 
expenae. And I think it not amia^ that thw* 
my Lettera which concern the ordering of 
dieae biuineHca, ihould be rq[iaterid altot 

And fiirther, that the Univorri^ may aim 
bow the monej', which th^ allow towarda 
theae diargn, ia expended, I think it nry 
rrquidte, that yooraelfand the Heada Aoald 
name three or four nten of good f yrrimrf 
In thoae thinga, that may aao at what ntaa aH 
thing! are bought or paid Sir ; and an ■» 
count delivered in te the Vke-Chuwilkr

And I^nce Rupert, with 
all the Lords and Ladies present, which were 
very many, dined at a long table in the same

WThcn dinner was ended, I attwkUd the 
King and the Queen together with the Noblaa 
into ■ereral withdrawing dumban, whart 
tbej entertained tbeniielTei fbr the apaea of 
an hoar. And in the mean tima I caoaad the 
windowa of the Hall to be ihat, the caadlaa

the Play, I ordered a short banquet for the 
King^ the Queen, and the Lords. And the 
College was at that time so well furnished, as 
that they did not borrow any one actor from 
any College in town. The Play ended, the 
and the Queen went to Christ Church, 
and supped privately, and about eight 
o'clock, went into the Hall to see another 
Play, which was upon a piece of a Persian 
story.

Upon Thursday, September I, I dined ] 
vately with some few of my friends: i 
after dinner went to Cuddesden to my and 
friend, my Lord^ the Bishop of Oxfo 
house; there I left my steward, and some 
of my servants with him at Oxford, to loo' 
my plate, linen, and other things, and to 
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mil rackoninga, that ao man might uk ■ 
pennjr »ftcr we bad left the town; which 
waa carefully done accordingly. Upon Fri- 
day, September 2, I lay at a bouse of Hr.

The NckneM of these time*, and my many 
other occaiions, made me forget to write to 
you before the beginning of Michaetmai Term 
last, concerning the Sermon and Prayer* 
usually had at St Mary'i at the beginning of 
Termt, which were wont to be not m or- 
derly n they •hould, nor with ao good 
example to other placea at Urge in the king- 
dom, aa (uch a Univeraity should give. 

For, firit, the Communion wa* celebrated 
in the body of the church, and not in the 
chancel ; which, though it be permitted in the 
Cburdi of England in some case* of necee- 
aity, where there if a multitude of pe<^le; 
yet Tcry indecent it ia, and unfitting in that

Secondly, though none do come to those 
solemn I'rayers and Sermons but scholars, 
and those too of the best rank, yet to no small 
dishonour of that place, the Sermon is in 
Liidn, and the Prayers in English; as if 
Latin prayers were more unfit for a learned 
congregation than a Latin Sermon. And 
the truth is, the thing is very absurd in itself, 
and contrary to the directions given at the 
beginning of the reformation of this Church ; 
for in the Latin Service Books, which were 
first printed in the beginning of Queen Elisa- 
beth, there is an express both direction and 
charge, that notwithstanding the altering of 
the ordinary Form of Prayers throughout the 
whole body of the kingdom from Latin into 
English; yet in the Universities such Prayers, 
unto which none but they which were 
learned did resort* should be in Latin. And 
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for my part, I do much wonder, conaidering 
how public that direction wai, that the Uni- 
Tcrsity at the beginning of Ternia should fall 
irom tfaia ordinance, and ao divide the Service 
and Sermon between Latin and English. 

Upon consideration of thit I acquainted 
bia M^eitjr both with that printed direction 
of Queen Elisabeth, and with the breach of 
it by the University at the beginning of 
Terms; whereupon his Miyesty was pleased 
to give me in charge to tee this ordered, and 
to take a courK for a remedy in the future;, 
and that hereafter Service, Sermon, and Qko- 
munion, should be at all beginnings of Temu 
uniformly in Latin, since none resort to 
either, but such as well undarstaitd It. 
These are therefore to pray and require you, 
at some convenient Meeting of th« Heads, to 
acquaint them with this direction of bla 
Miyesty, and to take care, that both at th« 
banning of the next Term, and of all Temu 
following, the Service and Cdauannioa be in 
a, as wdl aa the Sermon. And that 
, as an not fomiibc^ ma; tbt battw 
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to tbe Heads. Ana inis i musi d(h lur^t w 
tell you, that when I took this first into con- 
sideration, it was thought fitting to put it into 
the University Statutes. But afterwards I 
oonsidered, that since the Statutes were to 
reaudn to posterity, it would lay no nnall 
scandal upon these times, when they should 
see hy the very Statute itself, what a stranger 
the University was to the prayers of the 
Church in a learned language. And hereupon 
having first acquainted his Miges^ with this 
also, I thought it better to leave it out of the 
Statutes, and to reduce it to this privater way, 
which opinion of mine his Migesty was 
pleased graciously to approve. 

Two things there are, which you and the 
Heads must take present care Ibr : the one is, 
that the Vioe>ChanceUor, and be that helps 
him to execute, (whosoever he be,) be in 
surplices; but whether the Vio»*Chanoellor 
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Conununion, m put it oa U the fint, mad w 
read Service, and sit at the Sermon in it, I 
leave to his own judgment; but I like the 
latter better, anil the nirplice muit be under 
both the habit and the hood. The eecond ia, 
that there must be care taken with the 
Singing Men, that they may answer the 
Litanjr, and all other place* of the Service, 
vhere the; interpose, in Latin, which they 
may eauly practiM, and be ready to perforni at 
the beginning of the next Term ; but if they 
cannot, the Litany must be eung, or aniwered 
bj the Maatera without the organ, till they 
can: for the main bunneas to have all things 
in Latin must go on. So wishing you all 
health and happineM, and the Univenity 
that honour, that belongs unto her entire, 
iTe to the grace of God, and reat

[In this 
year, l6*7, they (the rebeU) had begmi ■ 
viiitation of the University of Oxford, which 
they finished not till the next year; in which 
the Earl of Pembroke had been contented to 
be employed m Chancellor cf the University: 
who had taken an oath to defend the righta 
and privileges of the University. Notwith- 
standing which, out of the extreme weakneaa 
of his understanding and the miserable com> 
pliance of his nature, he suffered himself to 
be mode a property in joining with Brent, 
Prynne, and some Committee-men, and Pre»- 
byterian Ministers, a« Commissioners for the 
Parliament to reform the discipline and er- 
roneous doctrine of that famous Univerii^, 
by the rule of the Covenant ; which wu the 
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Standard 0^ all men's Warning, and abillQr to 
govern; all persons of what quali^ soerer 
being reqaind to subscribe that test; whidi 
the whole body of the Uniyersitjr was so fiur 
from sabmitting to^ that thej met in their CoQ« 
▼oca t i o o, and, to their eternal renown, (being 
at the same time under a strict and strong 
garrison, put over them by the Parliament; 
the King in prison; and all their hopes des- 
perate,) passed a public Act (mainly from the 
pen of Bishop Sanderson. Ed*), and dedar»- 
tion against the Covenant, with such in Yindbie 
arguments of the illegally, wickedness, and 
peijurj contained in it, that no man of the 
contrary opinion, nor the Assembly of Divines^ 
(which then sat at Westminster, Ibrming * 
new Catechism, and sdieme of rdigion,) over 
ventured to make any answer to it; nor 
is it indeed to be answered, but must remain 
to the worid's end, as a mnnnment of tfie 
learning, courage^ and loyalty of that ettsUent 
places against the highest malice and tyiwy 
that was ever OHffcissd in or over any nathm I 
and which thoee fionone Cemmiasiimen only 
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HiMKt w> >.wiicge or nsii, ana an men 
■mall number of the Fellows, or Sch 
submitting U> either : whereupon that di 
tion being made, they placed in their i 
the moot notorioua factioua Preabytei 
in the goveminent of th« sc*eral Col 
or Haiti ; and tuch other of the aame 1( 
ia Uw Fellowahipa, and Scbolan' plact 
thoM wham they had expelled, without 
i^aid to the Statutea of the aeveral Fo 
en, and the incapacities of the penons 
were put in. The ooinipoteDce of an 
dinanoe of ParliameDt Goofirmed all that 
this way done; and there was no fat 
eontending against it 

It might reasonably be eoncluded, that 
wild and barbarous depopulation would « 
extirpate all that learning, religion, and 
al^, which had so eninentlj flourished th 
and that the succeeding ill-huibandry, and 
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•kflfVil caltiYatkNi, would have made it firuitful 
only in ignoraiioe, profiuuitioiiy atheiaro, and 
rebellion. But, bj God's wonderful bletnng, 
the goodness and richness of that soil coald 
not be made barren by all that stupidity and 
ne^igenoe. It dioked the weeds, and would 
not suffer the poisonous seeds, which were 
sown with industnr enough, to spring up. 
But after several tyrannicsl goYernmenti^ 
mutually succeeding each other, and with the 
same malice and perrerseness endeaYouriiig 
to extinguish all good literature and alle- 
giance, it yielded a hanrest of cztraovdinarf 
good and sound knowledge in all parts of 
learning.

An order of 
both Houses for the disposing of my ben»- 
fices, &c void, or to be void. Tbit order 
was brought to me Wednesday. — May 17) 
at night Methinks, I see a cloud riaiiig 
over me, about Chartham bunneta: there 
having been a rumour twice, that f ahall be 
removed to a prison lodging. — May tS. 
Tuesday. I sent my petition for main- 
tenance. This day the Qaeen waa voted a 
traitor in the Commons' House. — May SOf 
Saturday. Another order to collate Edward 
Corbet to Chartham. It w«s brought to me 
Friday, May S6. 1 answered it Saturday, 
May S7, aa before. 

IH. W. Thus far the Archbishop had 
proceededinhisDiaryj when it waa violently 
seiied, aitd taken out of hia pockets by Wil> 
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lum Prynnc, on the lut day of May, l6*$. 
The teiaure of it >• related by Prynne him- 
■elf, (Breviat of the Archbiahop'i Life, p. 88.) 
and gloried in, aa a moat worthy action. 
But the barbarous manner of it i* more largely 
described by the Arcbbiiliop hinuelf in the 
following hiatory. Afttfr the book came into 
hi* enemiea' hands, it was fVequently urged 
against him •• evidence at his trial; and 
when the trial was near finished, Prynne 
caused it to be printed, ^nd published it in 
the beginning of September, l€i4, but cot- 
rupted, and in part only. The Archbishop had 
almost filled up bis paper book (wherein he 
wrote his Diary) when it was taken from him. 
But in the last leaf of i^ are found certain 
projects wrote with his own band, (at what 
time or in what year is unoertain,) which I 
have subjoined.^ See Appendix.

Uay to. And sooa after came another 
Ordinance, rojuiring me, by viltue of the 
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•aid Ordinuice, to give Chaithaot to Mr. 
Corbet.. This order waa not bronght m* 
till Friday, May 86. Then it wu brought 
unto nie by Mr. Corbet himaelf, and Sir John 
Corbet, a Parliament man, came with him. 
Now upon the Tueaday before t had lent an 
humble petition to the Lorda for maio- 
tenance. The prayer of which petitic»i was 
as follow*: " Humbly prayeth that your 
Lordshipi will take hii lad condition into 
your honourable consideration, that aome- 
what may be allowed him out of hia estate 
to supply the necesiities of life; assuring 
himself that in honour and justice you will 
not auffe|[ him either to beg or starve. And 
your petitioner shall ever pray, &&" The 
rer which this petition had in the Lords' 
House was, htl him giog CkarlMam at it 
ordered, and then we wilt ctmiiJer ^ mow- 
ice. So my petition was sent down to 
the House of Commons. To the last fore- 
named order, I gave my fiinner answer, and 
humbly petitioned the Lords accordingly. 
May S7 following. So they departed, md 
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at they wentdown the hill together, Sir John 
WM overheard to mj to Mr. Corbet dme; 
** The Archbishop hath petitioned the Lords 
for maintenance, and they hare sent his 
petition to the Coounons; and since he will 
not give joa the benefice 111 warrant joa 
he shall haye no maintenance.*^ And so 
accordingly m j petition was rtject e d in the 
House of Commons. 

[Mr. Corbet, of Merton CblL was one who 
had opposed the Ardibishop at Qzfiird; and 
Mr. Culmer, the other man fiir whom Par- 
liament at the instigation of Lord Warwick 
demanded Chartham, was known to the 
Ardibbhop to be ** ignorant, and with his 
ignorance one of the most daring sdiismatics 
in that country.** Besides wliich, ho had 
already promised King Charles that he wonld

May Si. This was Wednesday, the Ust of 
May. It was the Cut day. A search came 
betimes in the morning into the Tower npon 
all the prisoners^ fiir letters and other piqpsffSi 
Bat I have some reasons to Aink the seudi

had a specUl um at me. Fint; becWM 
following me thua cloae about Cbarthun as 
they did, I conceive they were 
•ee whether I had any auch letter from the 
King aa I pretended. If I had not, they had 
advantage againit me for my falariiood. If 
I had, they meant to see what woet pa 
from hia Majesty to me. Secondly; 
I had lately petitioned for maintenance, and 
by thia learch they might (ce what I had 
by me. And he that learched mj chamber 
told me upon occasion, that he waa to take 
papera which might diacover delin- 
quents' estates. Thirdly ; because all other 
prisoners had their pa)>ers re-<telivered them 
before the searchers went from tbe Tower, 
except some f^w verses of Sir Edward 
[)'b. But mine were carried to the Con^ 
ee; yet with promise, that f should 
have them again within two or three days. 
Fourthly; because aa Leighton was put 
into Lambeth House, so my implacable 
enemy Hr. Prynnc was picked out (aa a 
man whose malice might be trusted) to 
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make tlie •e tr c h vpon me. And ho did it 
cucdj. 

The maimer of the aeigrdi vpon me was 
thiia. Ifr. Rrymie came into the Tower^ 
with other aearchera, to toon aa the gates 
were open. Other men went to other pri- 
soners. He made haste to mj lodging, oom* 
manded the Warder to open my daan, left 
two muiqiieteers tentinels below, that no man 
might go in or oat, and one at the stairhead : 
with three other, which had their mnsquets 
ready cocked, he came into mj chamber, 
and fimnd me in bed^ as were also my 
senranta in theirs. I presendy thoii^t upon 
my blemed Sarioor, when Judas led in the 
swoffda and ttaTes about Him. Mr. FrymM^* 
teeing me laft in bed^ fidls first to my 
pockets to rifle them; and by that time my 
two senranta came numing in, half ready. 
I demanded the si|^t of hia warrant. He 
•hewed it me, and therein was sipressed that 
he thoold seardi my podkte. The warrant 
came from the Close Cemmittes^ ffl ¥^ die 
hands thai were to it were diaaas 
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cbMter, W. Skye and Scale, Whailaii. 
Vane, Gilbert Gerard, and John I^m, Did 
Utoy remember when th^ gave this warrant 
bow odious it wm to ParliameDta, and aoBM' 
of themielvet, to have the pockeU ot men' 
iearched ? When my pocketa had been m& 
fidently ranaacked, I roM and got mj elotbea 
about me, and ao half ready, with my gown 
upon my alioiildera, he lield me in tlie Mnrdl 
till part nine of the clock in the maming. 
He took from me twen^ and one bundlea 
of papers, whidi I had prepared for my 
defence j the two letter* before named, whidt 
orae to me frmn hia gradous Majeaty about 
Chartham and my other benefices ; tbeSco^' 
till) Service Book, with auch directioci as 
accompanied it; a little book, or Diaiy, 
containing all the occurrences of my lift ; 
and my book of private derotioD*; both 
these lart written through with my own hand 
,Nor could I get him to leave this last; but 
he mart needs tee what passed between God 
and me; — a thing, I think, scarce ever offered 
to any Christian. The lort place which i» 
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rifled mm a tnink which stood hj my bed 
•ide. In thai he found nothing but about 
Ibrty pounds in money for my necessary ex- 
pensesy which he meddled not with, and a 
bundle of some gloves. This bundle he was 
so careAil to open, as that he caused cadb 
glove to be looked into. Upon diis. I ten- 
dered him one pair of the gloves; which he 
revising, I told him he might take them and 
ftar no bribe, for he had already done me 
all the mischief he could, and I asked no 
fiivour of him* So he thanked mt^ took the 
gloves, bound up my papersi left two sen- 
tinels at my door, which were not dismissed 
till the next day noon, and went his way. 
f was somewhat troubled to see myself used 
in this manner; but knew no help but in 
God, and the patience wliich He had given 
me. And how His gracious Pkovidenoe over 
me, and His goodness to me, wrought upmi 
all this, I shall in the end discover, and will 
magnify, however it s uc ceed with me. 

June ia There cum out an Ordinance 
against me to take all my tsmporalitieB into 
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die Parliunent'i luutdi ; that w thej might 
give not only Chartbun, but all thingi cIh 
which fell into my gift. Thia Ordinuice wu 
Uifl aa a great punishmmt upon mc But 
I humbly thank both Houiea for it, aa fbr 
the greatett benefit thej have beatowed on 
me since my troublet; ecpeciallj ainco the 
Mquestration of my juiiadicticKi. Nov. S, 
l641. For it appears before in thia hiatory, 
how ever since that time I have been troubled 
for every benefice which hath lallen in my 
gift; disenabled to prefer any friend or 
chaplain of my own, were he never ao 
worthy ; and, which is worse by much, 
forced to admit such men, how unworthy 
soever, as were by them nominated to me, 
or else fall under a contempt of their ordi- 
nances, and auch arbitraty punishment aa they 
shall thereupon load me with. Whereas now 
I am freed both irom the trouble and tbs 
sin of admitting unworthy persons into the 
Church Service, and leave them to the busi- 
ness, and the account for it — June 11, Sun- 
day. One came and preached at the Tower, 
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(his name I could not fearn.) In his mraum, 
after lie had liberally railed on me, he told the 
aadilorjr, that Mr. Frynne had finind a book 
in my pocket, which would diaoorer great 
tliingt:*»thia to inflame the people againat 
me ; et» ii non aatis inaanirent ana qM»te, 
inatigare. Thia ia lealoua preaching I God 
fiirgiTe their malice. 

June 19, Monday. An Ordinanoe pamed^ 
that the Synod of DiTinei^ fermerly named 
by both Houaety (not dioaen by the Cleirgy,) 
•hoold b^;in to ait on the first of July fiiUow* 
ing; and they did b^gin to sit that day; 
Dr. Twias in the diair; and he made the^ 
LatinSermon. The namea of these synodical 
men are to be aeen in the Ordinanoe printed 
June 18; where any man that will may see! 
a great, if not the greater, part of dien^; 
Brownists or Independents or New England 
ministsrs^ if not wecsa^ er at the best rsAu^ 
tory persons to the doctrine er disdpUneer 
both of the cararch of Em^and established 
by law, and now btoogiit Isgether to rsAirm 
it AnexosUantesiidavel But I pcagr Oodt 
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that befal not them, wbidi Tullj obMrvw <U1 
upon Epicorui, SI qiw oorrigow volni^ d«- 
teriora fedt; He nude ever; Hdag wmm 
that be went about to mend. I ahall fbr nqr 
part never deny, but that the lAtargj at A* 
Church of England nwj bo nude better ; bat 
I am lure withal it may eaailj be medo 
woTM. And howaoerer, it woald beoonw 
thia Synod well to remember, that there la « 
Ctmvocstion of the Engliab PreUtee end 
Clergy, lawfully choaen and lummoned, and 
by no auprcme or legal authority m yet dia> 
solved: and can there be two natiaaal ^moda 
■t one time, but that one muat be inegular? 
Belike we iball &11 to it in the Dooatirt^ 
way: they aet up altare contm altar* In 
AfKca; and theee will act op aynodtuD 
contra aynodum in England. And thia, 
without God'a infinite mer^, will bring 
fiirth a idiiani, fierce enough to rend and 
tear religion out of thia kingdom: which 
Ood, fbr the mariti and merdaa of Cluia^ 
fivbidl 
. A Conunittee of the Hotue of Cemnwna 
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MDt Mr. DobMm my comptroller to me to tha 
Tower, to require me_ to send them word 
under my hand, what ori^nals I hmd of the 
Article* of Religion estaliliahed 1562, and 
1371. This waa on Wednesday, July 18. 
And I returned by him the aame day thia 
■nawer in writing, with my name to it. 
" The original Article* of IS7I. I canld 
never find in my paper-atudy at Lambeth, or 
any where eUe; and whether any copy vt 
them wCTe ever left there, I cannot tell. Tb« 
original Article* of 1663, with many handt 
to them, I did aee, and peruae there: but 
whether the Bithopa' handa were to them or 
not, I cannot remember." Thia aniwer latia- 
fied them ; but what their aim waa I camtoC 
tell, unleaa they meant to make ■ search about 
the two firat line* in the twentieth Article, eoi^ 
ceming the power of the Cburdi ; in tbeaa 
worda, " The Church hath power ta deOM 
BitM and Ceremonies, and authority in Coo* 
troverties of Faith ;" which words are left 
out in dlvera printed oopiea of the ArttdaSi 
and are net in the one and twentieth Artid* 
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of Edw. VI. nor in the Latin copjr of the 
Articles 1 57 1. But in the original Article* of 
Ififi?, the words are plun and msnifes^ 
without any interlining at nil. If this wer« 
their aim, it is probable we shall aee tome- 
what, hy what their Synod ahall do Gonc«n>> 
ing that Article', 

On Tuesday, August 8, my servant Mr. 
Edward Lenthrop carae to me, and told me, 
that the day before be met with Sir K. Dig- 
by, who had the leave to go out of prison, 
(by the suit of the French Queen,} and to 
travel into France. But before he took his 
journey, be was to come before a CommittM,

It seenu tt 
wu some Committee about my buiineM; iat 
be told Mr. Lentbrop, and «ri«bed him to idl 
it me, that the Committee took BpeoAl notice 
of bia acquaintance with me, and examined 
him Mrictly concerning me and mj religion, 
whether he did not know, that I waa offered 
to be made a Cardinal ; and manjr other (uch 
like things. That he anawered them, that 
be knew nothing of any Cardinalship offered 
me: and for aiy rdigion, he bad reason to 
think, I waa truly and really. as I professed 
myself; for I had laboured with him against 
hla return to the Church of Ronte: (which is 
true, and I have some of my papers yet to 
•hew.) But be &rtl)er tent me word, that 
their malice waa great against roe; though 
he saw plainly, they were like men that 
wd in the dark, and were to seek what to 
lay to my charge. But soon after mntteringa 
•roee, that Mr. Pryane in his search had found 
great nutters against me^ and ths^.now I 
■bould be bnMgbt to trial oat of hand. 
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for p«ace, and some good bopca of it begsn 
to shew themselves (u it wts then Hid) in 
both Houses. This was on Saturday, Aug. &. 
But there wanted not those which made 
themselves ready for battle ; for on Sunday, 
Aug. 6, printed bills were pasted ap in 
London, to animate the people to go to West- 
minster against peace; and the like billj 
were read in some churches. Excellent 
church-work I And on Monday, Aug. 7> 
some thousands, men and women, went to 
the Parliament, and clamorously petitioned 
against peace ; and the next day five or six 
hundred women, and these were as earnest 
for peace : but ye may observe it is but hun- 
dreds for thousands that came against iL ' Yet 
on Wednesday, Aug. 9, the number of women 
increased, when it seems men durst not ap- 
pear. But their desire for pe«c« was ao- 
■wered by some troops of horse which were 
sent for, by which tome of the women were 
killed, and divers of them shrewdly wounded. 
Cod of His mercy set an end to these bloody 
distractions I In the midst of this fury of 
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the people, on Thunday, Aug. 10, ctoie out 
Rome'! MiBier-Piece. Tbia book Mr. Prynne 
■eta forth in print, upon occuion of soma 
papers which he had in his aearcb taken 
from me: and it was done to drive the 
people headlong into mischief, whose malic* 
against me needed not his setting on. After 
this, the Diurnal and other pamphlets began 
to mention me, and that now a charge wai 
drawing up against me. 

Upon Friday, Aug. 11, Sir Robert Har- 
lowe was nude Lieutenant of the Tower, 
in the room of Sir John Conniers. And <m 
Tuesday, Aug. Ij, he removed Mr. Bray, 
who had been my Wanler from my first 
commitment to th« Tower, and put Mr. 
Cdwes, another of the Warders, to be my 
keeper. The cause of this change I could 
never learn. The 19th of Aug. after, being 
Saturday, Alderman Pennington, then Lord 
Mayor oi London, was made Lieutenant of 
the Tower, and took posse s sion of JL Th« 
next d«iy, being Sunday, in the sAemooD, oaa 

th0 Towcr^diurch, in « buff . 
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coBt and ■ Marf, but had a gown on. H« 
told the people, thej wero all blcaaed tbat 
died in this cauM, with much toon audi 
ituff. Hi* name (aa I there heard) waa Kem, 
Paraon or Vicar of Low-Layton in Eaaex, 
and then Captain of a troop of hone. Quam 
bene conveniuntl But the next Sundaj, 
Aug. 97. during the aftemocM) Sermon, a 
Letter, aubacribed John Browne, wu thniat 
under the door of my priaon. When I 
opened it, I found it a moat bitter libd. 
God forgive the authtv of itl On Moo- 
day, Sept 11, the new Lieutenant, the 
Lord Mayor, changed m; Warder again, 
removed Mr. Cowei, and put Mr. Spencer 
to attend me. And when I moved bim, 
that I might not have auch often chango 
put upon me, aa no other priaoner had j 
hia aniwer waa, that if he did not remove 
Mr. Cowea, the Conamittee would. So I know 
not how to help myaelf, but b; patience. 
Then came the Covenant, that exoetlmt 

piece of Avm Scotland, and waa awoni 

by the ParUament and the Synod, in St. 
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yi9BtgKn^% Chufdi in Wettiiiiiifla% on Mon- 
day, Sept. £5. The efectt wUdi Allowed, 
were as slrict as the Cerenant: fiir on 
Monday, Oct S, the order made that time 
twdve month, was renewed, and all pri- 
soners locked up, and no man soffered to 
speak with them, but by leave from the 
Lieotenant, and in the p res ence of their 
sereral Warders respectively.. 

By this time Mr. FrymMTs malice had 
hammered out something; and on Toesdsy, 
Oct 94^ an order was brought me from the 
Lords, dated Qct £S, with a copy of tan 
additional Artides, brought up by tlie Com- 
mons against me. This order required me 
to make my answer in writing by the 90th 
of the ssme month. Though [Mr. Rrynne^ 
had promised me a fidthftd restitution of 
[my papers^ within three or feur dayi^ yet 
to this day (being almost Cve mondis after) 
I had receiTed but three bundles of the 
twen^ and one^ whidi he had from me. I 
petitioned the Lords again on Satwday, Oet 
B8, and then Mr. Ddl, my seonstary, was 
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MrigMd me br mjr Mlidtor: and I was 
allowed two aenranu more to go abont laj 
biuinew. And the Houm of Commoni by 
thdr order agreed to the Lorda, that 1 
■hould bare copiea of any of the p^wra 
taken fVom me ; but it ihould be at mj own 
charge. Wonderful favour thia, and aa much '. 
jiudce I Mj ettate all taken from me, and | 
my gooda lold, before ever 1 came to bear- | 
ing ; and then I may take copiei of my I 
papert at my own charge I 

On Tuesday, Oct. SI, 1 humbly pedtioBed 
the Lorda for direction of my counael, how 
to carry themulvca toward* me and my 
defence: and that they would honourably be 
pleaaed, in regard the Artidea charged -ma 
with treaaon and miademeanour, and were 
intermixed one with another, to diatinguiah 
which were for treaaon, and whidk tar mia- 
demeanour ; aa alao for longer time to pat 
in my answer. The Lords upon this gave 
an order, that I should have time till Nov, 1^ 
but would declare no t^nion touching the 
diattnguiahment of the Articles, but left 
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Uy oxuad loM ncpUinlr, I w<n M good 
ban no coiiiad, if tin Aidclo wen not 
dutlngniihcd; Sx tbqr wa« M woven ow 
wKbin aiulher, •nd » kah up uptlm m 
the emdiBei, lh« Ihejr might refer ell to 
tnoeon, and eo tb^r be anfierod to gin me 
■meouudatelliometterof&et. Hereupon 
Iber dnw me another pedtien to the mmo 
eCeot, wMch I caoaed to bo delivered Nor. & 
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Hoaae of Conunena to tha Moaa pntpoaei 
and Not. a, tbia m; petition waa rami m the 
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cuaara wonld not meddle with any thing, bnt 
laA all to the order of the Larda. baCn 
whom the bnabeee waa, end mjr eonneeW 

hard, not only to m;aeirand m; oonnaal, bnt 
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Nor. 18. I mppe&red in th« Puluuneot 
Houie iccarding to the order, and wu at 
the bar. And, my uiawer being put ini 
humbly besought their Lordihipa to take into 
their honourable consideratifut my great yean, 
being threescore and ten complete, and my 
memory and other faculties, by age and a£ 
fliciion, much decayed :— my long impriMOi- 
ment, wanting very little of three whole 
yeara, and thia last year very little b( 
than close imprisonment; tny want of skill 
and knowledge in the laws to defend myself; 
the generality and uncertainty of almost all the 
Articles, so that I cannot see any pardculara 
against which I may provide myself, fitc 
While I waa speaking thia, the Lords -were 
very attentive, and two of them took pen 
and paper at the table, and took notes; 
and it was unanimously granted, that my 
counsel should be heard, and so they were. 
And the order then made upon their hearing 
waa, that they should advise me, and be beard 
themselves in all things concerning matter of 
law, and in all things, whether of lam otjact. 
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thkt were not charged aa treuoti i and ihtt 
diey would think up<ni the diatinguiahment 
in time convenient. This was all I could 
get, and my counael Memed aoniewhat better 
content, that they had gotten ao much. Not 
long after thia I heard from good handa, that 
aome of the Lorda confeaaed I bad much 
deoeived their expectation; for they found 
me in a calm, but thought I would have been 
atortny. And thia being ao, I believe the 
two Lorda, ao careful at their pen and ink, 
made ready to observe any diaadvantagea to 
me, which they thought choler and indigna- 
tion might thmat forth. But I praiae God 
the Giver, I am better acquainted with pa- 
tience than they think I am. 

On Thuraday, Dec S8, which waa Inno- 
centa' day, one Mr. WeUa, a New-England 
Uiniater, came to m^ and in a boiateroua 
manner demanded to know whether I had 
repented or not? t knew him not till be told 
me be waa auapendcd by me, when I waa 
Biahop of London, and he then a Miniater in 
Eaaex. I told him, if he were anapended. It 
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wu doubtleM according U> Iaw. Then upoD 
■ little further apeech, I rec&lled th« man to 
my remembrance, and what care I took in 
conrerence with him at London Honae to 
recall him from lome of bii turbulent waya ; 
but all in vain. And now he inferred out of 
the good wordi I then gave him, that I aua- 
pended him a^inat my conscience. In con- 
clusion he told me, I went about to bring 
popery into the kingdom, and he hoped I 
should have my reward for it. When I saw 
him at thii height, I told him, he and hia fel- 
lows, what by their ignorance and what by 
their railing and other boisterous carriage, 
would soon actually make more papist* by &r, 
than ever I intended; and that I was a better 
l*rDtestant than he or any of his followers. 
So I left him in his heaL 

By this time something was made ready 
again in my great business: and Wednesday 
at night, Jan. 3, I received an order for my 
appearance on the Monday following. I was 
on Sunday, Jan. 7, ordered again to appear in 
Mr. Smart's suit [^Prebendary of Durham, 
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•gainst Dr. Cotiiit Cha p lai n to Biabopt Orer- 
all and Ndl^ andXharlaa I. afterwarda 
Bishop of Duriuun, Ed.3 the next day. The 
warrant hare date a fortnight befiNre: yet 
partly to aancdfy the Sabbath^ and partly to 
•hew his great dvili^ to me in giving me 
warnings I was not senred with it till Sunday 
night at seren of the dock. The next morn- 
ing I went to Westminster as I was eom- 
manded. But 1 was sent h&ck, and not so 
mudi as called upon. So^ beside the diarge 
I was at, that day was lost and taken from 
me and my business^ as short time as I had 
given me. 

Jan. 88. At this day and time I appeared 
as I was ordered to do; but could not obtain 
of the Lords^ cither to take my fimncr answer 
off from the file^ if I must put in another; 
nor to distii^guish the Artidei^ whidi were 
treason and whidi misdsmeancr; nor leave 
lor my counad to speak to the generality and 
uncertainty of the er^gind Articles^ whidi 
tbcy prof sssed were such as nonnan livii^^ 

er te. But I must put 

• O 
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in my uiiwer presently, [ivhidi the Ardi- 
biihop did,^ or be taken pro confewo. This 
day the Thames wu n full of ice, thkt I could 
not go by water. It was frost uid snow. Mid 
■ most bitter tUy. I went therefore with 
the Lieutenant in hi« coach, and twelve 
Warders with holberts went all along the 
streets. I could not obtain either the sending 
of them before, or the suffering them to come 
behind, but with the coach they must come ; 
which was as good as to call the people about 
me. So from the Tower-gal* to Westminster, 
1 was sufficiently railed on and reviled all 
the way. God of His mercy forgive the mia- 
guided people! My answer being put in, I 
was for that time dismissed; and the. tide 
serving me, I made a hard shift to return by 
water. 

And now, notwithstanding all this haste 
made to have my answer in, Mr. Prynne cannot 
make this broken buuness ready against me. 
Therefore to Gil up some time, I was ordered 
to be at the House again, Monday, Jan. S9, 
•bout Mr. Smart's business. But being pat to 
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thii troubl* and du«g«, and dmred to dw 
peojfie for » brtber aoorti, I wm tent ba^ 
again, and had nothing aald to me. 

All Fcbmaiy pawtd over, and Hr. Pijnna 
not jet raadj. He had not jot anSdoMlj 
prepared hi* witaeiwa. 

And now (Satordajr, Hardi 9^) befa^madr 
to enter upon the bearing and the trial haelf, 
I bold it newiiary for me to aequaint the 
reader with mmm general thingibefbre that 
begin: partly to tho end ha amy aea the 
eonne of tliia trial, and the canine whidi 
hadibaoniD it; and partij to avflid the often 
and tedioBi repetition, whidk elae mut necee 
aarflj be et waate of them; and aqtadallj 
that tbej may not ba mingled, either with 
the evidence, or my anawar to i^ to intarrapt 
the cofTent, or make any thii^ more obMwr^ 

1. The Committao i^ofntad by tha Hoom 
of CommoiM, to nunago and peeaa the ovi* 
denee ^ainat mt, were Ba^aaat WUa, Mr. 
Browne. Ur. Haynard, Mr. Nldula^ Mr. 
Hilli bat none epaka at die bn, bat tlta 
Intfimr; Mr.HiU«MCeM«lNBb>l>i; Mr. 
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Prynne wu trusted with the providing of all 
the evidence, end wu Relater and Prompter 
and all : never weary of any thing, ao be 
might da me miachieC And I conceive 
in future timet, it will not be the greateit 
honour to these proceedinga, that he, a'roan 
twice censured in the High Court of Star^ 
Chamber, vet in the piUory twice; once for 
libelling the Queen'a Majesty, and other 
Ladies of great honour; and again {or libel- 
Ung the Church, and the government and 
govemort of it, the Bishops, and that had his 
ears there cropped ; should now be thought 
the only fit and indifferent man to be trusted 
with the witnesses and the evidence against 
me, an Archbishop, and sitttng at his censurcL 
2. Mr. Prynne took to fcim two yoting 
men to help to turn his papers, and asdst 
him; Mr. Grice, and Mr. Beck. Mr. Grice 
was son to Mr. Tho. Grice, Fellow of St. Jo. 
Bapt. College in my time, and after ben^ 
Gced near Stunes. 1 knew not what the 
matter was, but I could never get hia love. 
But he is dead, and so let him rest And 
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now his ion •ucceedf, and it aeemi he inheriu 
hia frnther*! di*poutian towards me; for I 
beu hi* tongue walks liberally over me in 
all places. For Mr. Beck, he had received 
some courtesy from me, and needed not in 
this kind to have expressed his thankfulness. 
But I leave them both to do the office which 
they hav« undertaken, and to grow up under 
the shadow of Mr. Prynne ; God knows to 
what 

S, It was told m« by a man of good 
credit, that was present and heard it, that 
my name coming in question among somo 
gentlemen, ai^r divers had spoken their 
thoughts of me, and not all one way, a Par> 
liament-man bdng there, was pleased to say. 
That I was now an old man, and it would be 
happy, both for me and the Parliament, that 
God would be pleased to take me away. And 
yet I make no doubt, but that if age, or grief, 
or faiotoess of spirit, had ended my days, 
many of them would have done as Tiberius 
did in the case of Aainins Gallus; tliat is, 
■a, qui n 
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out ag«intt tbia lurd chance, that ahould 
lake KWKy ao guil^ a penon fWxn publie 
trial, when the^ we» even ready for it 
After thu, when a fKend of mine bemoaned 
my Gate to another Perliament-man, (of 
whooi I had deaerred very well,) and aaid, 
he knew I waa a good man ; the Parliamcnto 
man replied. Be he never ao good, wa muat 
now make him ill for our aakea. What the 
mcening of theae apeechea ia, let underatand* 
Ing men judge. And even during my trial, 
aome citiaena of Londra were heard to aay, 
that indeed I anawered many thinga very 
well ; but yet I muit luffer aomewhat for the 
honour of the Houae. 

4. So all my hopea now, under Ood, lay 
wholly on the honour and juadce of the 
Lorda. Yet teeing how fierce many of the 
people were againft me, and how they had 
clamoured in other caaea, and that Mr. Prynne 
waa tet up at once both to miacfaief and to 
icom me; and fbreaeeing how &1] of r^ 
proacfaes my trial waa likdy to be; I had a 
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•trang tampUdon la me, ratiwr to dawrt my 
defend^ and put ajitif into lb* bud* of 
God'a mercjr, tlun endure them. Bat whtn 
I f rmilili rtirl what t^moe I aboold coounit 
therein egeinet the coarae of jnitiG^ that diat 
mlgbt not proceed in the ordinary wajr; 
what oAnoo agaiiut my own InoocetKTf and 
mj good nam^ whi^ I waa bound both in 
nature and ccaudenoe to maintain by all good 
meana, whidi by deeertinf my cane* ooold 
not be J but eq>ecially, what oflence agaiaat 
God, aa if He woe not able to protect M^ or 
not willing, in caae it Mood with my eternal 
happineH, and Hie bleaeed will of trial of ma 
in the mean time: I aay, whan I eaoddared 
thia, I humbly baaonght God ftr atrangA 
and pa tien c e, and raaolTed to ondwgo all 
oconii, and whataoem elae mi^ happen to 
w», latlur than betr»y my Inno cwi ey to the 
malioeofany. 

5. And dMM^ my hopei^ nnd« Ge(t WHO 
vpon the Lorda, yot whan my trial cam* mt, 
it did aomewhaC tnmUe w», to'aiM ao fcw 
Lorda In diat great Hooea^ FerMtihapMU 
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Mt pmence that wu any dajr of mj hearing, 
there were not above fourtMn, and naiiallj 
not above eleven or twelve. Of thete, one 
third part, at leatt, each daj took, or had 
occaaion to be gone, before the charga of the 
day waa half given. I never had any one day 
the lame Lordi all present at my defenee in 
the ■flemoon, that were at my charge in the 
moming. Some leading Lords icarce present 
at my charge, four day* of all my long trial, 
nor three at my defence ; and, which it moat, 
no one L>ord preaent at my whole trial, but 
the Right Honourable the Lord Gmy of 
Wark, the Speaker, without whoae presence 
it could not be a House. ■ In this case 1 stood 
in regard of my honourable judges. 

6. When my hearing came on, usually my 
charge waa in giving till almost two itf the 
clock. Then I was commanded to with- 
draw ; and upon my bumble petition for 
time to answer, I had no more given me 
than till four the same afternoon, scarce time 
enough advisedly to peruse the evidencei 
My counsel not suBered to come to me till 
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t had mads mj anwcr, dot anj frieod da^ 
bat my aolidtor Mr. Dell, to hdp to torn my 
p^en ; and my Warder of the Tower to dt 
hy to look to thia. And thia waa not the 
leaat caua^ why I waa at fint accoaed of no 
lew than treaaon; no qnia nfoimarioniia 
joTaret periclitaDtem nugeatatii oimioa anl^ 
dabantor, at It Adl out fai Silana^a caai^ 
who had mote gailt about hlin (jet not of 
treaaoo) than (Ood bo thanked) I hen; bnt 
waa proaec u tad with like inalke, aa m peeia 
In that atory. At four o'dodc, or eftar. du 
Hooao aata i^ainj and I made my anawwt 
and if I prodneed any witnaaa, ho waa not 
aafiered to be awom; ao it waa hat like a 
teatimony at lai^, whid tfw Lorda miglrt 
the mora fredy bdieve or not bdleve, at 
they pleaaad. After my anawv, one «r aaoro 
of the Committee replied upon mo, hy that 
tioM all wat dena^ it waa ooually half an 
I- peat aenn. Than in die heat of Ao 
year (when It overtook me) I waa^preenttly 
to go by water to the Tower, ftill of weerl* 
nei^ and with a aUrt aa wetto aj back 
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with twut, as the water could have mad 
had I fallen in: yet I humbly thank God for 
it. He ao preserved my health, at that though 
I were weary and famt the day after, yet 
I never had «o much aa half an hour'i h 
ache, or other infinnity, all the time of thli 
comfortleu and tedious trial. 

7. Now for the method, which I shall hold 
in this history of my trial, it shall be this. 
1 will set down the evidence given on i 
day by itself, and my answer to it. But 
whereas all the evidence was given together, 
and so my whole answer after ; to avoid all 
looking back, and trouble of turning leaves 
to compare the answer with the evidotce, 
I will set down each particular evidence, and 
my answer to it, and so all along, that the 
indifferent reader may, without farther trouble, 
see the force of die one, and the satisfaction 
given in the other, and how far every par^ 
ticular ii from treason. And if I add any 
thing to my answers in any place, either it is 
because in the shortness of time then given 
to mako my answer, it came not to mj 
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preunt thoughts; or if it did, yet I forbare 
to fpeftk it with thdt tharpnett; holding it 
neither fit nor nfe in my condition, to pro* 
Toke either my accoien or my judgeo. And 
whatfoerer is so added by me^ in either of 
these respects, the reader shall find it thns 
marked in the margii^ as here it stands 
inthisC-"]. 

8. Nor did I wrong Mr. Prynne, where 
I say, that fiir all the haste to pot in my 
answer, Jan. t9, he coald not make this 
broken business so soon ready against me: 
for it b well known, ha kept a kind of 
sdiool of instruction fiirsuch ofdie witnesses 
as be durst trust, that they might be sure to 
speak home to the purpose he would have 
them. And this an utter barrister, a man 
of good credit, knows; who^ in the liearing 
of men beyond exception, said. The Ardi- 
bishop is a stranger to me^ but Mr. P^rynnsTs 
tampering about the witnesses is so palpable 
and feul, that 1 cannot but pity him, and ciy 
shame of it When 1 heard tiSs^' I sent to 
this gentleman, to know if he tendered uny 
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cue M ia, u to witneM it before the Lonl& 
The eiuwer I received wae, that tlu thing 
wu Wu, aad thkt veiy indigiudon of it 
nude him tpealc : but heaitily pnjvd ate, I 
would not produce him u ■ witnew; for if I 
did, the time* were lucfa, he ihould be uttntlj 
undone : and it it not hard to gueu by whom. 
Upm thit I consulted Mme frienda; and 
upon regard of hia aafety on the one aid^ 
and my own doubt, leat if farced to hia 
undoing, he might, through fear, blandi and 
mince the truth to my own prqudic^ who 
produced him; 1 forbare the buaineti, and 
left Mr. I'rynne to the bar of CSirial; Whoae 
mercy give him repentuics, and amend hioL 
But upon my Cbriatiani^, thia atory ia trath. 

FIBST DAT OF THE TBIAL. 

Now I come to Tuesday, March IX, the 
day appointed for my trial to begin; and 
begin it did. When I wai come and settled 
at the bar, Seijeant Wilde made a aolemn 
apeech for introducdoo. 
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[After Wllde'i qwebb, the Ai 
tumet.] 

I wu much troubled to aee mjedC in Mich 
an boaoanble Awembly, nude M vile ; jct 
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mf aelf, and humUj deeirod of the Lcuda twg

occanon hMh been oflered me. And how ia 
it pouible I ihould Mek to overthrow thow 
Uwi, which I held myaelf bound in conKaenoe 
to keep and obaerve? Espedallj, nnoe an 
endeavour to overthrow law, it a iar greater 
crime than to break or diaobey any putieular 
law whatfoever ; all particulara being awept 
away in that general. And, my Lord*, diat 
thia is my judgment, both of Parliamenta and 
lawt, I beaeech your Lordahipe that 1 may 
read a ihort pauage in my book againit 
Fiaher the Jeeuit, which wu printed and 
publUhed to the world before these trouble! 
fell on me, and before 1 could m much ai 
Buipect thia charge could come againat me; 
and therefore could not be purpotely w ri tten 
to aerve any turn. [I had leave, and did read 
it ; but for brevity'* uke, refer the reader to 
the book itaelf.^ ConC S& xiv. p. 176. 0x1 
edit. 

" A> for rdigiiAi, 1 waa bom and bred up 
in and under the Cliurch of England, as it 
yet atanda eetabliahed by law. I have by 
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God'a UcMiiVi and 4« ^voar of my Pthat,

And I evidently nw, that 
the public neglect of God's eervice in the 
outward face of it, and the naaty lying of 
many places dedicated to that aervica, had 
almoat cast a damp upon the true and inward 
worship of God ; which while we live in the 
body, needs external helpa, and all little 
enough to keep it in any vigour. And tbia 
I did to the uttermoet of my knowledge, 
according both to law and canon, and wid) 
the consent and liking of the people; ocr 
did any command issue out from me against 
the one, or without the other, that I knew 
of. 

" Farther, my Lords, give me leave, I 
beseech you, to tell you this also: that I 
hare as little acquaintance with recusaata of 
any aort, as I believe any man of place in 
England hath : and for my kindred, no one 
of them was ever a recusant, but Sir William 
Webb, grandchild to my uncle Sir William 
Webb, sometime Lord Mayor of Laodon ; 
and him, with some at his child'y, I t» 
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dooed back again to dia Cbarch of Eng- 
land, at is wdl known, and 1 aa aUa to 
prore. 

** Ona thing mora I hnrnU j danra may ba 
thought on; it ia thia: 1 am fidlan into a 
great daal of obloquy in matter of TCligion» 
and that ao fiur, aa that it b charged in the 
Artidea, that I have endeaTomred to edvanea 
and brii^ in Pdpery.

fore would my coptdance hmrt Mnrad mt 
that way, laas of aithar widi my cmnacianca 
would hara pievailad with ma^ moM tbaa 
graater agaimt my conacia n ca. 

^ Or, thirdly, ia it bacanaa 1 livad hara at 
aaa^and waa loth to Tantora dia loaa of that? 
Not ao^ naithar. For whataoarar tha world 
may bo plaaaad to think of ma^I havo lad a 
vary painlnl lift^ and aoch aa I ooald haia 
baan vary wdl content to diai^ga^had I waD 
known how. And had my conacianca lad na 
that way, I am aora I might havo livad at flur 
mora aaaa; and atthar havo aroidad dia bar* 
barona libdlingi^ and other bitter and griar^ 
ona aooma which I have hara andnrad, or at 
tha leaat bean ooft of die hearing of tham. 
Nay, my Lorda, I am aa inn oc ent in tfaia 
buaineaaofrdigioii,aafteaftomall practiei^ 
or ao modi aa thought of practioi^ ftr any 
alteration to Popery, or any way hlwniahliy 
die tme TYntaatant Bt^gtiw aalahliahed in 
die Clrarcfa of Rngiand, aa I waa whan nqr 
mother firat bare me into Ae world. And 
let noddny be qpoken ^pdnat iM bnttraliib 
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■nd [ do here challenge whataoever U be- 
tween heaven and hell, to aay their wont 
■gainst me in point of my religion: in which, 
hy God's grace, I have ever hated diasima- 
ladon; and had I not hated it, perlups it 
might have been better for me for worldly 
ufety, than now it is. But it caa no way 
become a Chriftian Bishop to halt with God. 
Lastly, if I had any purpose to blast tlie 
true Religion established in the Church of 
England, and to introduce Popery, sure I 
took a very wrong way to it. For, my Lordi, 
I have stayed as many that were gmng to 
Rome, and reduced as many that were al- 
ready gone, as (I believe) any Biihop or 
other Minister in this kingdom hath done; 
and some of them men of great abilidea, and 
some of them persons of great place. Aod ia 
this the way, my Lords, to introduce Popery? 
I beseech your Lordships consider it well. 
For surely, if I had blemished the true Pnv

Attet I had ended this speech, I was 
commanded to withdraw. As I went from 
the bar, there was Alderman Hoyle of York, 
and some other, which I knew not, very 
angry, and saying, it was a very strange 
conversion that 1 was like to make of them ; 
with other terms of scorn. I went patiently 
into the little Committee-chamber at the 
entering intothe House. Thither Mr, Peters 
followed me in great haste, and began to 
give ihe ill language, and told me that he, 
and other Ministers, were able to name thou- 
sands, that they had converted. I knew him 
not, as having never aeen him (to my remem- 
brance) in my life, though I had heard 
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enough of him. And aa I wai gmng to 
■luwer him, od« of aty coiuuel. Mi. H««^^ 
•eeing how Tiolently he begui, ilepped b^ 
tween iii, and told faint of hi> uncivil cairuige 
toward* m« in my affliction ; and indeed h« 
came aa if ha would have itnick me. Bj 
thit time, aome occaaion brought the Earl of 
Eaaex into that room, and Mr. Heam coco- 
plained to him of Mr. Petera'a uaage of me; 
who ver^ honourably checked him for it, and 
lent him forth. Not long after, Mr. Heam 
waa aet upon by Alderman Hoyle, and uaed 
u coarsely ai Peten had uaed me, and (aa iar 
■a I remember) only for being i^ counad with 
■uch a one aa I ; though be waa aaaigned to 
that office by the Lords. What put then 
into thia choler, I know not; unleaa they 
were angry to hear me aay aa much in mj 
own defence; eapecially for the eonvcnioa 
o many, which I think they litde cz< 
pected. For the next day a great Lord met 
fHend of mine, and grew vetjMngry with 
him about rae; not toibeanng to aak what 1 
meant, to name the particular^ which 1 had 
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mentioned in the end of mj ipeech, uying 
nuny godly Miniiteri lud done more. And 
not long after thii, (the day I now remember 
not,) Mr. Peters cune and pruched at Lun> 
beth, and there told them in the pulpit, that 
a great Prelate, their neighbour, (or in mxda 
to that eSect,) hod bragged in the Parliament 
House, that he had converted two and twenty; 
but that he had wisdom enough, not to tell 
hnw many thousands he had perverted; with 
much more abuse. God of hia mercy relieve 
e from tliese reproaches, and lay not theae 
en's causeless malice to their charge I 
After a little stay, I recarcd my dismis- 
sion for that time, and a comnumd to appear 
again the next day at nine in the monuDg ; 
which was my usual hour to attend, though 
I was seldom called into the House tn two 
hours after.

had waited aome houra» waa aent badif by 
reaaon of other b u d n ea s, unheaidt but or> 
dered to iqppoer again Monday, April •• 
Then I appeared again^ and waa need by die 
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Kfipear any day, but it coit dm ilx or sOTen 

pounds. I gnw into wuiU Thli nude 107 
contud uid other friends to pemiwle m^ th« 
next time 1 had admittance to apeak, to more 
the Lorda again for aome neccaaary allowaiKe; 
notwithitanding my former petition had been 
fleeted. Thia advice I meant to have fbl- 
lowed that day. But after aotne boon at- 
tendance, I waa aent back ^ain nnheanl, and 
ordered to come ngain on Thuraday, April 1 1. 
Thia day 1 did not come to the House ; « 
warrant being aent to the Tower, whidl 
■tayed me till Tuesday, April 16. Thia day 
thus ended, I waa ordered to appear again 
oa Monday, April SS. I came, and my former 
anawer having taken off the edge of many 
men, (for ao 1 waa told by good hands,) the 
scorni put upon me at my landing and else- 
where were somewhat abated, though when 
it was at best 1 suffered enough. After 1 had 
attended the pleuure of the House sosne 
hours, I waa remitted without hearing, and 
commanded to attend again upon Thuraday, 
April 85. But sent back again then alao^ 
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and ordered to appear on Tueaday, April Sa 
And when 1 eame» I waa aent away onoa 
more unheard: no oonatderatkn had of nij« 
aelf, or the great diarge which thia frequent 
coming put me to^ I waa then ordered to 
appear again on Satqrday, May 4. Then I 
waa heard again; and the day pr oceed e d 
[Hia eighth day of hearing.^ 

At my parting from the Hoote^ I was 
ordered to appear again on Thursday, May 9^ 
But then frirly put off by an order (aent to 
the Lieutenant of the Tower) to Monday, 
May IS. So the acorn and diarge of that 
day waa acaped. But then I appeared ao- 
cording to Aia order, and had acorn plentjTf 
for what I escaped the day befiir«i And, 
aflter long attendance, waa dismissed again 
unheard, and had Thuraday, May l6^ as- 
signed unto me.

The l6th of May I had an order from die 
Lords^ fbr free access of fimr of -my asrranta 
to me.

Thii day. May 80, [liia tenth day of hcw- 
ing,^ Mr. Serjeant Wilde undertook the bnat 
neM againit me.

Atlaat,he 
told a atory of one Father John, s Benedic- 
tine; that he atked him how Church Livings 
were diiposed in EngUnd, and whether I bad 
not the diipodng of thoae which were in the 
King'a gift; and concluded, that he waa not 
out of hope to lee England reduced to Rome.

idem Juris aaiignat. And, if our Saviour 
Christ put the same person upon the Apostles, 
and assigned to them the same right, which 
His Father gave Him, it will prove a sour 
work to throw their successors the BiBh<^ 
out of the Church after sixteen hundred 
yesrt' continuance : and in the mean time cry 
out against innovation. For either Christ 
gave this power to His Apostles only; and 
thst will make the Gospel a thing temporary, 
and confined to the Apostles' times; or else 
He gave the same pmaer, though not with 
such eminent gift*, to their tuccesscnrs also, 
to propagate the same Gospel to the end of 
the world, as Sb Paul tells us He did, Ephcs. 
iv. II, Now all the primitive Church all 
along gives Bishops to be the Apostles' suo> 
cessors, and then it would be well thought 
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on, what right «ti7 Chriitiut 8t«U bath (be 
their abM^ute power what it will) to tun 
Biahopa oat of that right ia the CharA, 
whidi Cluiit liath given them*.

165s. I eonld hinder no offisr, nnlnaa I ooold 
propbeay what aadi man came aboat, and 
ao than them. Bat why la not my anawer, 
there set down, axpceaaed toof Jly aaewar 
waa, that aoeatwhat dwdt In aaa^ nVA 
wovld net aafir ma to aeeapC Aa^ tfll 
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I irere other tlum now it i*. Be«ide«, I went 
presently to his Majesty, uid acqiuuntcd him 
with it : which is all that the law requires 
at my hands. And his Majesty very pm- 
deutly and religiously (yet in ■ calm way, 
the persons offering it, having relatitm to 
some Embassador) freed me speedily of that 
both trouble and danger. Tbey urged 
further out of the papers of Andreas ah 
Habemlield, (which Mr, Prynne took from 
me in his search,) that Signior Con had 
power to offer me a Cardinal's hat. The 
words which they cit« are, (for I could never 
get light of thoM papers since,) Mandatum 
habuit offerre, sed non obtulit. What power 
he had to make mc iuch an offer, I know 
not ; but themselves confess he did not offer 
Nor had I ever any speech with him, 
during all the tim« be stayed here. I was 
soUdted as much by honourable friends to 
give him admittance to me at Lambeth, with 
assurance he should speak nothing about 

i' religion, as ever I had about any thing in my 
life. I still refused, and could not persuade

inwardly (In verbo SacerdotU, thia it true) 
coodemn mycelf of grou incivility, br re- 
ftutng. For which yvt now I am I an

Friday, aa I waa watUi^ after iHnnw, mj 
bled again. 1 tfa«k Qed 1 Mk* w 
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pentitiaui obMrradon of thii or anj thing 
jc ; yet I have «ver used to nurk what and 
low aaj thing of note fklli to lae. And ban 
i aAcr cam* to know, that upon both iheM 
daji in which 1 bled, there waa great agit^ 
tion in the Houm of Conunona to have nw 
lentenced by Ordinance ; but both timea put 
off, in regard verjr few of that HouM had 
heard either tny charge or defencs. On 
Wedneidaj, SepC 1I| Mr. Brown made in 
the Lordi' Houie, a mini or brief of the charge 
which WM brought againit me, and touched 
by the way at tome thingi in mj recapituh^ 
tion. But in regard I might not anawer Um, 
J took no perfect notec, but stood atill, and 
poaaeiaed my aoul in patience ; yet woodov 
ing at the bold, free, fVequent, and moct Uae 
■wearing, that had been against me. When 
Mr. Brawn had ended, I humbly desired 
again, that my counsel might be heard in 
point of law. And they were herenpon ov> 
dered to delirer in writing under thdr haadsa 
what pwnts ti law they would inaist upon, 
and that by Saturday, Sept 14. 
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My counseU* queries hsTing been formally 
•ent down to the HouM of Commoni, they 
were there referred to a Conirnttlee of Law- 
yeri to mnaiiler of; and on Friday, Scp> 
tamber 27, thtj wer« cunotly nltsd apm 
to hMten their report And <n Friday, Oct 4, 
Ur. Nicbcdu mad* * gre«t noiM about ma in 
tba HouM, and would have had ma prvacnUy 
cena ur ed in the Houae ; and no leaa would 
acne hia tarn, but that I muit be liai^[ad, 
■nd waa at Sua. per C^. till upon die-rc^ 
aona before given, that If tbej went oo tUa 
way, they muit condemn ma unheard* thb 
TM^ent daRMmr ceased fiw that time. And a 
moMBge waa aent up to the Lorda for my 
eouuel to be heard, aa toudiiiv tba Arat 
queitjon tiuueniting treaaon; but not eoD> 
oeming any exception that they ahall take 
■gainat the Artidea in point of certain^. 
Thia maiaage the Lorda took into praiMt 
cooaiderBtian, and ordered it aooordfan^} 
and appointed the Fridi^ Jhllei^n^ beiiy 
Octob. II. for my en Willi to be hand, and 
myself to be preaanL ' 
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Thii day >ccording to thii order of the 
Lord*, I mud my counsel attended. My 
couniel were Mr. Hem and Mr. Halei of 
Lincoln's Ian, and Mr. Gerrard of Gray's 
Inn. When we were called into the Hotue, 
and the Lords settled in their places, Mr. 
John Hem (who waa the man that (pake 
what all had resolved on) delivered his argu- 
t very freely and stoutly, proving that 
nothing which I have either said or done 
according to this charge is treason, by any 
known established law of this kingdom. 

This day ended, I hail a few days reat. 
But an Tuesday, Oct 28, being a day 
aolemn for humiliation, my chamber at the 
Tower was searched again for letters and 
papers; but nothing found. 

After tins, there went up and down, all 
about London and the suburbs, a petiti< 
the bringing of delinquents to justice; and 
some preachers exhorted the people to be 
■ealous in it, telling them it was for the glory 
of God, and the good of the Church. By this 
means they got many hands of men whidi 
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little tbongbt whftt they went about In ttiii 
petition none were named but niyielf aad the 
Bishop of EI7 (Wren), m their drift wm 
knomi to notie but their own party, and irat 
undoubtetlly «et on foot to do me miachief. 
Whoae design thii wh, God knows; but 1 
have cauae to niapect Mr. Prynne'a hand in 
it This barbaroua way of the peojde'a da- 
DDuring npon great court* orjiiitiGe,af if they 
knew not how to govern thenuelvea and the 
cauaea brought before them, it a moM un- 
christian course, and not to be endured in any 
well-governed Stale. This petition, with a 
multitude of hands to it, was delivered to the 
House of Commons on Monday, Oct S8. 
Concerning wbidi I shall observe thii, that 
nather the Lord Mayor nor the SheriSa made 
any atop of thia illegal and blood-thira^ 
course, though it were publicly known, and 
the people exhorted to aet banda to it la the 
pariah churches. What this, and audi like 
eonrsee as theae, may bring upon ihla ci^, 
Ood alone knows. Whom I humbly prsj Is 
abew it merry. 
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Nor. 1. Thi'i daj, being All-hallowa day,* 
warnut came to the lieutenant, from the 
Hooae of Commoni, to bring me to tbdr 
bar, to hear the eridence formallj •un.med 
upt and given against me in the Loidi^ 
Houae. 1 knew no law nor cuitom for diia; 
for thou^ our vote*, by a late Act of Paiw 
liament, be taken away, jtt our Baroniea an 
not: and ao long aa we remain Barona, we 
bdong to the Lorda' House, and not to the 
Conunona. Yet bow to help myielf I knev 
not ; fbr when the warrant came to me, the 
Lards' Houae waa risen; and I was oom- 
mended to the House of Commons the next 
■naming, before the L4>rda came to ait: ao I 
could not petition them far anj privilege^ 
And bad I done it, 1 doubt it would hare 
been interpreted for an endeavour to make 
a breach between the Houses. And should 
I have under any pretence refused to go^ 
Mr. Lieutenant would have carried me. 

Therefore, on Saturday, Nov. «, I went, 
according to the warrant, to the House of 
I soon as ever I was come to 
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the btr, Mr. Speaker told me, there vu an 
Ordinuioe dnwn up, to stbunt me at high 
treuon ; bn^ that ibtj would not paaa it, 
till tbej had heard a nimmarj of the diarge 
which waa laid againat me ; and, that I waa 
aent for to bear it alao. I humbly beaought 
them that my cosnad and mj Mlidtbr (who 
ware alwayi preaent with me in the Larda^ 
Houm) might atand now by me; bat it 
would not be gnnled. Thai Hr. Brtwi^ bjr 
order from the Speaker, delivered the eoUa^ 
Hon and nim of the charge agaitut ne; 
much at ooe with that which he fbnnerly 
made in the Lorda* Houae. Now I took notea 
of it aa exacdy aa I coul^ He had ne aooner 
don^ but Hr. Speaker p r eaied me to make 
anawer pieaently. I homUj bcaoo^t the 
Houae I might not bo put to tha^ the charge 
being tong and rarioua; but that I might 
have time; and, that my coonad mi^t be 
heard for matter of law. I waa commanded 
to withdraw. And when I ww-oallod in 
again, 
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becuM Mr. Brawn went « diSerent wty in 
hif mm miij from ths cbum Itfgslj giTCDt 
I dttU raprewnt « akeleton of mj wuwv, 
whh all the UmlM of h entira, that it nuj be 
Men, as It wen, together ; though I report 
nothing whidi hath been alreadj eaid. And 
thu I began: 

« Mr. Speaker, 
" I WM heiv Norember S. It wa« tha fint 
time that erv I came within theae doora; 
and hen then joa gaTo me tfie moat UM 
fbrtable breakfiut that enf I came 
namdjr, that thia Hoaoorable Houae had 
drawn op an Ordinance againat me at hi^ 
treaaon ; bat that bcfiwv tbejr would proceed 
frrther, I aboald bear the sum of die cfaaige 
which waa againat me ; whidi waa the canae 
I waa aent fVw dun. And to give my amwtr 
to that wbldi waa then mid, or rathar mi» 
takm in mjrii^ and inftirli^ la the cause of 
my coming now. 

" And first, Mr. Speaker, I gira thanka to 
this Hooow^lo Hant, that tbej hsY* ginn 
■• lean to speak Ar mjssIC . 8aoaadlj« I 
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do humbly deiire, if anjr word or thing •hould 
be nuBUken, or uiudvuedly espKued. by 
me, (which shall be Bore against my will,) 
I may have liberty to recal and expound 
myteir. Tliirdly, That you will favotirably 
conrider into what atraita I am cast, that, 
after a long and tedioua hearing, I must now 
come to answer to a aum, or an epitome of 
the aame charge, which, how dangeroua it 
may be for me, all men that luiow epitomei 
cannot but understand. 

" Mr. Speaker, 1 am come hither to make 
a brief of my answer to a sum of my charge, 
wherein I may receive as mjich detriment 
by my own brief, for want of larger expre»- 
■ion, as by the other of my charge by omis- 
sion or mistake. Yet since your command is 
upon me, I shall without further preface 
(which, I conceive, would be a* tedious to 
you, as to me troublesome) address myself, 
and with as much brevity, as the many heads 
of the charge will bear. And that my answer 
may be the clearer, both to this Honourable 
Houses and to the gentleman who repcNied 
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Ae diargc I ahall follow ercry thing in tbc 
•ame order he proeeeded in. So &r fcolb, mt 
leMt, M an dd iknr hand could Uk« than, a 
boavy heart obaem tlicn* and n old decayed 



" Thii worthy gentleman hath preaeeA aO 
thing! aa hardly againat me, aa the canaa can 
any way hear; that waa Ua dn^' to tUa 
HonouraUo Hona^ and it traublea ma not 
But hia carriage and eyprewioni were dvfl 
towarda me in thia my great afllctlon; and 
Air thia I render him humble and hearty 
thanlu; haring from other baada pledged 
my Saviour in gall and na^ar, and dnmk 
up the cap of the acondaga ef the people to 
the very bottom.''

- Mr. Spnker, I ibaU di 
Old. Yet net fergett i ng what Ordinance yon 
told me waa drawn up agalaat ma^ If that 
whidi I haTt now anid may any way aatfaQr 
thia HewmaMa Hooea to make alay ef It, 
tonaitigatoit, I ahaU bU«G«d awl jm br 
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it And I humbly deiire you to Uke into 
coiuidentioR, my calling, nty ■ge, my former 
life, my fall, my imprisonment, long and 
strict ; that tliece considerationB may more 
with you. In my prosperity, (I bleM God 
for it !) I was never puffed into vanity, what- 
ever the world may think of me. And in 
these last full four years' durance, 1 thank the 
same God, gravem fortunain constanter tali, 
I have with decent constancy borne the weight 
of a pressing fortune ; and I hope God will 
strengtiien me unto and in the end of iL 
" Mr. Speaker, I am very aged, coniider- 
g the turmoils of my life; and I daily find 
myself more decays than I make shew of; 
and the period of my life, in the course of 
re, cannot be far oiT. It cannot but be a 
great grief unto me, to stand at these yean 
charged before you, yet give me leave to 
say thus much without offence: whatsoever 
errors or faults I may have committed by the 
way, in any my proceedings, through hiunan 
infirmity; (aa whoishe thathathnotoffeaded, 
and broken some statute-laws too by igno- 
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nnce, or miakpprehenaion, or foi;getfulneu, 
mt Mine auddcn time of action?) yet if God 
bleu me witfa to much memory, I will die 
with thete words in ttiy mouth : that 1 never 
intended, much lew endeavoured, the lubve^ 
(ion of the laws of the kingdom; nor the 
bringing in of Popiab «uper>bt)on uptm the 
triic Proteitant religion, eatabliihed by law in 
thii kingdom. 

" And now, Mr. Speaker, having done 
with the fkct, I have but thi* one thing to 
put to the Gonaideration of thii Honourable 
Houae. My diarge hath been repeated, I 
confeai, by a very worthy and a very able 
gentleman. But ability ia not abaolute in 
any. The evidence given againat tne before 
the Lorda waa (ai by the law it ought to be) 
given ID upon oath ; but the evidence now 
aummed up, and preaenled to thia Honour- 
able Houae, ia but upon the collectian and 
judgment of one man, how able or cntlr* 
aoever; and what he conceived ia. -proved 
•gainat tn^ ia bat accoiding to hia jadgmeot 
and m m m ot y ; which perh^a may differ 
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much from the opinion utd judgment of the 
judges themselves, who heard the evidence 
■t large: nor wu thia gentleman himielf 
present ererjr day of fay hearing; and then 
Tor those days in which he wai absent, he 
can report no more here, than what others 
have reported to bim. So fur so much, hia 
repetition here is but a report of a report of 
evidence given : and at the be«t but a report 
of evidence, and not upon oath. Andi I 
suppose, never any jurors, who are triert of 
the fact in any case, civil or criminal, did 
ever ground their verdict upon an evidence 
only reported before them, and which them- 
selves heard not. 

" And if this manner of proceeding shall be 
thought less considerable in my person ; yet 
I humbly desire it may be thoroughly wdghed 
in the prudent judgment of this Honourable 
House, the great preserver of the laws and 
liberties of the subjects of England, how &r 
it doth or may trench upon these in future 
consequences, if these great boundaries be 
laid loose and open.

Hero ended the haary bninaai af Oia day. 
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and I had great pain and corsntw in my 
breast for «lmo»t a fortnight after ; then, i 
thank God, it wore away. 1 was commanded 
to withdraw, and to attend the Houm again 
on Wednesday, Nov. 13, which I did. Then 
Mr. Brown made a reply to my answer. The 
reply had some great mistakes in it; but eU« 
was, for the most port, but a more earnest 
•nrrming of what be had delivered. And 1 
conceived I waa not to answer to his reply, 
but that he was to have the last speech ; for 
■o it was always carried, during my hearing in 
the Lords' House. Therefore, being disnuwed, 
I went away; and I was no sooner gone, but 
the House called for the Ordinance which 
was drawn up against me, and without hear- 
ing my counsel, or any more ado, voted me 
guilty of high treason. And yet. when I 
came that day to the House, alt men, and 
many of the House themselves, did much 
magnify my answer before given. I will 
forbear to set down in what language, becauaa 
it was high j and as no time can be fit for 
vanity, so least of all wa* this time for me; 
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■gwnM IM ; how pnmtked, 1 proteat 1 know 
not. oiUo br m; ■erriot him &> boTOid Ul 
dMot. Then, among other coaiM lonpMgi^ 
ho botowed (aa I am informod) die laaeal 
and the villain opon mo: and told tho Lord^ 
thor woold put oir (iTini thoir conaant to tha 
Oidinanco, till tha dtiaono would oomo dom 
and oU Ibr Jnatico, aa tbojr did In m; Load 
Stiaabad-a oaa. Waa than not jnaden and 
wiadombbiaapoach! Hnnpan tho bn^ 
noaa waa pot or to Sonndiy, Nw. U^ and 
than to Fiidoj, Nor. <» Bnt than npoa 
Thnnda;, Not. U, Hr. Snnd ciao np wU 
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a meuige from tha Canunooi, to qaidun 
the Lordt in thu buiiiiM* ; and M the end of 
hii mcMiise be let &11, That they ihonld do 
well to egree to tha Ordinance, or cIm tho 
multitude would ooine down and force them 
to iL At thia, aome Lorda very honourably 
took exception; and Mr. Stroud dunt not 
bide it, that thii waa any part of the meaaage 
delivered him by the Houie of Comnunia. 
But the matter waa paased over, and Hr. 
Strand not ao much ai checked. Thia, it may 
be, was thoaght aeaaonable by aome, to 
hearten on the riolence of the Earl of PeD»< 
broke. 

The bunnesa, not long heard on Frid^, 
waa put oiT again to Monday, Dec. 3, and tha 
Houae of Lordi put into a Committee, to 
examine particulara by their ootea ; tba 
Earl of Northumberland cm the Woolsack 
during the debate, which continued, more 
or leai, aome days. Where their own notea 
ftiled, they called to Mr. Brawn, Clerk of 
th«r House, for hia. But at las^ finding 
him very ready and quick tar any thii^ that 
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vaa durged ■gahut m^ but lodi to bt 
known what aniwer I gave to any poin^ 
aotam Lords obMrrod il. And h did after 
appear, that tho notet which ho pot to the 
Lorda, w«r« not tba notea which hinudT 
took, but that ho had a copjr givon hni, 
(whether bjr Mr. Prynne or any other, I 
know not,) and I waa mftnoed that tho Eari 
of Warwick bad anotbv copy of the wy 
aanw. Thia ia mamlloua jnat and homu^ 
able in that Eari, and BMMt ChriitianJiko la 
Mr. Brown. It may be^ bo learned h out 
of tho DotCB which hia ftther^faiJaw takaa at 



Upon Monday, Dob 1^ tbor* wu (tht 
time* conaidered) a yery fidl Honae of Lord*; 
about twenty preoent, and my boalnaaa largdy 
debated, and roady tn taata to tba qneiHan 
1 with with all my heart it had, whilo At 
Hooae woi io AilL BatthoEariof Pooifaroke 
fell again into hia wonted yjoleaco; and 
aakod the Lorda what they ata^ atf and 
added. What, ihall we think ib» Honaa of 
bod no BoniriwM in Bawtng 
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Ordinance? Yei, they know well euougb 
what they did. One of the wita hearing this 
excellent pouage of the Earl's, protested. 
If ever he lived to see > Parliament in Bed- 
lam, thi* prudent Earl ahould be Speaker, if 
he were able to procure him the place. 

In the mean time, thia unhappy clamour of 
his put the buaineiu off again to the next day, 
being Tuesday; then there were but fourteen 
Lords in the HouEe, My business was as- 
sumed, and proposed in the (juettions, and I 
was voted guilty of the fact in all three: 
namely, guilty of endeavouring to aubrert 
the laws ; to overthrow the Protestant Reli- 
gion; and that I was an enemy to Parlia- 
ments. Then it being put to the judge*, 
whether this were treason or no ; the judges 
unanimously declared, that nothing which 
was charged against me was treason, by any 
known and established law of the land, with 
many things to and fro concerning this buii- 

On Tuesday, ChristDOBs-eve, the Lord* had 
conference witli the Commons about it In 
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which they declared, that thej had dfligentl j 
weij^ied all things that wcra diarged againit 
m^ bnt could not by any one of them, or all, 
find me guilty of treason. And therefore de* 
sired that the argument made by my counsd 
might be answered. And if it could be made 
appear unto them by any law to be treason^ 
they would then proceed fiurdier, as in ho^ 
nour and justice they should find fit Thiea 
came Christmas-day, the last Wednesday in 
the month, and a most solemn Fast kept on it, 
with as solemn an ordinance for the due 
obsenrance of this Fast^ and ^psfaMt the 
manner of keeping of that day in Ibrmer 
superstitious times. A Fast nerer befiire 
heard of in Christendom. After this oonftr- 
enc^ Mr. Seijeant Wild, speaking ftae Is 
some friends about this budness,told diem, 
he wondered the Lords should so mudi dis* 
trust their judgments, as to desire a oonftr- 
ence about it. To see how good wits sgrsel 
Surely, I believe he was of the Earl of Ptai- 
brok^s council, or the Earl of hk, Ihsj 
jun^p so together. It sesne in Aese msn's 
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Opinion*, the Hoiue of Commons can neither 
err in canidence nor judgment. Howmever, 
that HouM thought it fit the Lordi should be 
utitfied, thst I wu hy Uw guilty of high 
treason. And to that end sent up * Commit- 
tee, Jan. S, 1 644, to make proof of it to their 
Lordship*. At thi* meeting two Judge* 
were present. Justice Iteevei, and Judge 
Bacon. The managers of the buiiness againtt 
me were three lawyers, Mr. Brown, Serjeant 
Wild, and Mr. Nicholas. Neither myself 
DOT any of my counsel there. Wh«t thi* 
will effect upon the Lords, time must discover, 
a* it doth the effects of other eclipse*. And 
thus far 1 hod proceeded in this sad history 
by Jan. S, IC44. 1'he rest shall follow a* it 
come* to my knowledge. 

[)H. W. Next day, the Archbishop receiv- 
ing the new*, that the Bill of Attainder had 
passed in the House of Lords, broke off hi* 
history, and prepared himself for death. I 
•hall therefore supply the history from the 
account* of Mr. Rushworth, and Mr. Heylin.^ 
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cUily uttaitg tb« learned, and Pocockc wu 
made the bearer of a message to him from 
Grotiui — " that it waa hia humble requeit 
and advice, that hit Grace would find out 
•ome way, it possible, to escape out of the 
hands he was now in, and pass to some place 
bejoiid seas, there to preserve himself till 
better times ; at least to obtain some present 
•ecurity &om the malice of hta bitter enemiet, 
and the rage of a deluded people." " I thank 
my good friend, Hugo Grotius," was the 
Archbishop's reply, " for the care he has 
tliua expressed of my safety, but I can by 
no means be persuaded to comply with his 
advice. Anescape,lndeed,isfeasibleenaughi 
yea, it is, 1 believe, the very thing which my 
enemies desire ; for every day an opportuni^ 
&» it is presented to me, a pasaage being left 
free, in all likelihood for this very purpose, 
that I should endeavour to take advantage of 
it; but they shall not be gratifled by me in 
what ibcy appear to long for. I am almost 
•erenty ye4rs old, and shall I now go about 
to prolong a miserable life, by tha trouble 
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Tivad^, ofatory, aud 
that be abowed not the 
of guilt in any of the ; 
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charged apoo him. If we comptre his de- 
meanour during this latter part of his life 
with the character giren of him by Lord 
Clarendon, we may see that suffering had 
done somewhat of its sanctifying work upon 
him. '' He was a man of great parts and 
▼ery exemplary virtues, and discredited by 
some popular natural infirmities; the greatest 
of whidi was, (besides a hasty, sharp way of 
expressing himsdf,) that he bdiered inno» 
cence of heart and integrity of manners, was 
a guard strong enough to secure any man in 
his Toyage through this world, in what eom- 
pany soerer he travelled, and through what 
ways soever he was to pass: and sure never 
any man was better supplied with that pro- 
vision. He was always maligned and perw 
secuted by those who were of the Calvinian 
fiiction, whidi was then very popular, and who^ 
according to their usual maxim and pmetics^ 
call every man they do not love, PmpUi; and 
under dus senseless iqppellation th^^created 
him many troubles and vexationa. He was a 
man (tf great courage and Ieeolntiol^ and befaif 
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moat unired within himself, that he propcued 
no end in all hi* actiona and deaigna but what 
waa pioua and just, (aa sure no man had erer 
a heart more entire to the King, the Churdi, 
or his country,) he never studied the eaaieat 
way* to those ends ; be thought, it may h€, 
that any art or industry that wty would dia- ^- 
credit, at least make the integrity of the end 
suspected, let the cause be what it will. Me 
did court persons too little; nor cared to 
make his designs and purposes appear aa 
candid as they were, by shewing them in any 
other dress than their own natural beauty, 
though perhaps in too rough a manner ; and 
did not consider enough what men said, 
or were like to say of him. No man waa a 
greater or abler enemy to popery ; no man a 
more resolute and devout son of the Church 
of England. He was proaecuted by lawyera 
assigned to that purpose, out of those, who 
from their own antipathy to the Church and 
Biihops, or from some ditobligations received 
from him, were sure to bring paanon, ami' 
mosity, and malice enough of their f>wn; 
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And tbej did tnu him irith ill th< nidaiaa, 
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tlw HouM of Peen then were doC above 
twelve^) thej appoiated him to be put to 
death aa guiltj of high tremion. The firat 
time that two Houaea of Parliament had erer 
aaaumed that juriailiction, or that ever Ordi- 
nance h^id been made to auch a purpoae; nor 
eonld any rebeUi«i be more againat the law, 
than tbat murdeniua act. Much hath been 
aaid of the peraon of thii great Prelate be&re, 
of hia great endowmenta, and natural infimw 
itica; to which ahall be added no more in 
thii place, (hia memory dcMrving a particular 
celeforatttm,) than that hia learning, pie^, 
and virtue, have been attained by very ftw, 
the greateat of hia infirmitiea are ^*m"rM?n 
to all, even to the beat men." 

When the trial waa over, and the Ordinance 
pasaed for hii execution, he waa 'called and 
aaked, " what he could lay more, why he 
■bould not auffer death?' Now the King, 
aedng the great ilanger thia faithful Kihop 
waa in, had tent him aecretly from Oxtatd, 
which holy and boapitable city waa to the 
laat a aanctuary for tlie loyal aubjecta of the 
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King^ a full pardon, ngned and teakd witb 
the Great Seal of England. The Ardibiihop 
had leceiTed it with great joj, aa it waa a 
testimony of the King^s great affection to him, 
and care of him. And at this, when he waa 
questioned, " What he could aay mofe^ why 
he ahould not suffer death?" he made an* 
swer, ** that he had the King^a graciona par- 
don, which he pleaded, and tendered to 
them, and desired that it might be aHowed." 
Whereupon they aent back to the Tower, 
and, with no long debate aet the Royal 
pardon aaide, 9M without power in thia judg* 
ment: aa though it had been ordered* diat 
each freah atep they took in thia cruel buat 
neaa ahould have a new weight of ain to bear; 
which, God knowa, it need not 

On the 6th of January, aix Peen^ and it 
waa atrange to find ao many in the Engliah 
peerage to wit, Philip Earl of Fnnbiok^ 
Henry Earl of Kent, William Earl of Salla- 
bury, OliTcr Earl of BoUqgbrok^ "Dudley 
Lord North, and Willian Lord Gray ^ 
Wark, all of them P lnaa b yt a r l aiM^ 
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the Archbithop to be Aung on the 10th of 
January nexL On the Htne day with thii 
unrighteoui sentence. Parliament abolished 
the Book of Common Prayer. Which made 
Antony Wood to say, speaking of " the King's 
and the Church's manyr," that be was " a 
man of such integrity, learning, devodon, and 
courage, as, had he lived in the primitive 
times, would have given him another name; 
whom, though the chested multitude were 
taught to misconceive, (for those honoured 
him most who best knew him,) yet im- 
partial posterity will know how to value him, 
when they hear that ttie rebels sentenced him 
on the same day they voted down the Liturgy 
of the Church of England." 

Meanwhile the manner of his death troubled 
the good Archbifhop not a little ; and with a 
deeply Christian magnanimity and largeness 
of heart, whatever seme poor, unworthy 
minds have thought or said about it, he was 
not above petitioning hia malicious enemies, 
that, considering he was a Bishop in the 
Church, he might die by beheading rather 
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little prepmtion wu needed to recdvc that 
blow, which could not but be wclcooie, 
becauM long expected. For eo well w« be 
itndicd In the art of dying, eapecially in llie 
but and itricteit pait of hii impriaaameDt, dwt 
by continual faatingi, watchingi, pc a ywa, and 
■uch like acta of Chriitian bumiUation, lUe 
flesh waa rarified into ipirit, and the whole 
man m fitted for eternal gloriea, that he waa 
more than half in heaven, before death 
brought bii bloody but triumphant ftt^ri^, 
to conrey him thither. He, that had so long 
been a Confesaor, could not but think it a 
release of miseriei to be made a Her^. 

On the evening of the gth. Sheriff Chanu 
bws, of Ijondon, brotight the warrant fbr his 
exocutiiM). In preparation to so sad a work, 
ho betook himself to his own, and desired 
also the pmyen of others, and particularly 
of Dr. Hotdsworth, fellow-prisoner in that 
place forayearsodabalf; though all that thae 
there had not been the least codTerse betwixt 
them. This evening before his passorer, the 
night before the dismal combat betwixt him 
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and dntb, after be had refrsahcd bia ifnrita 
with a moderate aupper, be betocA hinudf 
nnto his tat, and slept verj aonndljr till the 
time came, in which hia aeTanti 
pointed to attend hia riaing. A mc 
aign of a aoul prepared. 

Tbe lOth of Jannaijr cami^ on whidi the 
Ardibiahop completMl his lile of aerenfy-ooa 
jnn, thirteen wedca, and four dajra. Hia 
death waa tbe more remarkable, in falling on 
SLWilUam'aday, aa if it did design him loan 
equal place in the Engliah Calendar, with 
that which William, Ardibiabop of Boorgei^ 
had obtained in the French: wh<^ (being aa 
great a aeslot in hia time againat the spread 
)g and increaae of the Albigenaea, aa Laud 
raa tbonght to be againat thoae of the Puritan 
lactioa, and the Scottiafa Corcnantcra,) bath 
ever aince been boaonred aa a Saint and Cosw 
ftasor in the Gallican Churdi ; tbe tenth of 
Janoar; being destined for the aolemnitiaa of 
I, OQ which day onfLasd 
to a throsM of 
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In tbe morning he wu early *t his pnyen; 
•t which be continued till Pennington, Lieu- 
tenant of the Tower, and other public officers, 
came to conduct him to the acalfold; which 
he ascended with to brave • courage, such • 
cheerful countenance, u if he had inouoi«d 
rather to behold a triumph, than be made a 
Mcriiice; and catne not there to die, but to 
be translated. And though aomt rude and 
uncivil people reviled him, m he paiaed 
along, with opprobrious lanfrunge, ai loth 
to let him go to the grave in peace, yet it 
never discomposed his thoughts, nor dis- 
turbed his patience- For he had profited 
so well in the school of Christ, that " when 
he was reviled, he reviled not again ; when 
he suffered, he threatened not ; but committed 
his cause to Him that judgeth righteously." 

And, ss be did not fear the frowns, to 
neither did he covet the applause of the 
people; and therefore rather chose to read 
what he had to speak, than to aSect the 
ostentation either of memory or wit in that 
dreadful agony : whether with greater tnag-

And though I «m not only the firit Arcfa- 
bisbup, but the 6rrt man, ttiat ever died by on 
Ordinance in Parliament, ytt ao«ne of my pre- 
deceaaora hare gone this way, though not by 
thia meana: for Elphegui waa hurried atraj 
and loat hi* head by the Dane*; Simon Sud- 
burj in the fury of Wat Tyler and hii fellowa. 
Before theae, St. John Baptist had hia head 
danced off by a lewd woman ; and St. Cyprian, 
Archbishop of Carthage, aubmitted hia head 
to a persecuting sword. Many examples 
great and good ; and they teach me patience. 
For I hope my cause in heaven will look of 
another dye, than the colour that ia pat upon 
it here. 

And some comfort it is to me, not only that 
t go the way of these great men In their 
•everal generations ; but also that my charge, 
aa foul a* it is made, looks like that of the Jews 
agaioat SL Paul; (Acta xxr. 8.) fc» he was 
aiccuaed for the law and the temple, i. c. 
rdigioo ; and tike that of St Stephen, (Acta 
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vt 14.) for braking the ovdinancH wUdi 
McMM gmve, I «. law mnd xt&^aa, tiw Itolj 
place and the Uw. (vena IS.)

And tlut tliva may be a stop of this issue 
of Mood in this more than miserable kingdom, 
O Lord, I beseech Thee give grace of repenU 
anee to all blood-thinty people. But if they 
will not repent. O Lord, confound all their 
devices, defrat end frustrate all their desSgaa

After theie devotioiu, the Mutjrr rote, uid 
gsTe bi« paper* to Dr. Stem, hi* cbaplaii), 
who went with him to hia Martyrdocn, laying, 
•* Doctor, I give you thia, that you may »hew 
it to your felIaw.cbRplaiDa, that they may 
aee how 1 went out of the world; and God'* 
bleaaing and mercy he upon you and them." 
Then turning to a person named Hinde, 
whom be perceived busy writing the worda 
of bii addre**, he «aid, " Friend, I beaeech 
jov, hear me. I cannot *ay I have apokcn 
every word aa it ia in my paper, but I have 
gMte very new it, to help my memory aa 
well aa 1 could, but I beaeech you, let roe 
have DO wrong done me:** intimating that be 
ought not to publiah an imperfect copy. " Sir," 
replied Hindc, " you ahall not If I do ao, 
let it faU upon my own head. T pray God 
have mercy upon your soul." " I tbank you," 
anawered the boly Martyr ; " I did not apeak 
with any iealouay aa if you would do ao^ but 
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mj ianownt blood •boold bll upan iJ* 

hemda of the people." 

The holy M«rtyr wm now ready for death, 
and very calmly wwting for hU crown. It 
, like ■ icene out of primitive dme*. Hi* 
fiux wo freih and ruddy, and of a cheerful 
countenance. But there stood, to look on 
■nil rail, one Sir John Clotworthy, an Irish- 
man, and follower of the Earl of Warwick. 
He wa« a violent and wrong-headed man, an 
enthuriaat, and very furiou* ai a demagogue. 
Being irritated that the revilingt of ih* 
people moved not the atrong quiet of the 
holy Martyr, or aharpened him into any abow 
of paawon, " he would needi put in and try 
what he (Wild do with hJa aporgo and 
vinegar," So he propounded queationa to 
him. not aa if to learn, but rudely and out of 
Ql nature, and to expoae him to hii aaaoctatM. 
" What," aaked he, " ia the comfortablert lay- 
ing, which a dying man would have in hia 
mouth?' To which the holy MaMyr with 
very much meekneai an»wered, " Cui»o dia- 
aolvi «t eMe cum Chriato." " That li a good 
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deaire," uid the other, " but there muit be i 
founilation for that ilivine ftssursnce." " No 
nun caD exprcM it," replied the Martyr, " it . 
ia to be found within." The buay mui attll 
pursued him, and said, " It it founded upon 
a word, neverthetett, and that word should 
be known." " That word," said tlie Martyr, 
" is the knowledge of Jesus Christ, and that 
alone." But he saw that this was but on 
indecent interruptiou, and that there would 
be na end to the trouble, and to he turned 
away from him to the executioner, as the 
gentler and discreeter person : and, putting 
tome money into hit hand, without the least 
distemper or change of countenance, he said, 
" Here, honest friend, God forgive thee, and 
do thine office upon me in mercy." Then did 
he go upon his knees ; and the executioner 
said that be should give a sign for the blow 
to come i to which he answered, " 1 will, but 
Gnt let me fit myielf." After that be pntyed. 
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LoKD, I ■m eommg •• fwt « 1 can. 
know I murt paw through the »h«dow of 
death, before I can come to tee Thee. But it 
!■ but umbra morlit, « mere ahAdow of death, 
■ little darknew upon nature : but Thou by 
Thy merit* and pawior hart broke through 
the jawi of death. So, Lord, receive my wul, 
and ha»e mercy upon me ; and blew tfaii 
kingdom irith peace and plenty, and with 
brotherly Iotb and charity, that there may 
not be thii effution of Chrirtian blood amongat 
them.for Je«uiChri«t Hi* uke, if it be Thy will. 

Then he bowed hi* bead upon the block 
" down, aa upon a bed,' and prayod ailenUy 
»while. No man heard what it wa» he prayed 
to that lart prayer. After that he uid out 
loud, " Lord, retwre my loul ;" which 
the algo to the execotiooer; and at owe blow 
he waa beheaded. 
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Then wu no nudice which wu too great 
for his miienble enemie*. They uid he bad 
purpoiely punted hia fac«, to fortify his 
checks against discovery of fear in the pale- 
ness of his complexion. But, ss if for th« 
confutadon of this poor nuJice, hit face, 
ruddy in the last moment, instantly after the 
blow turned white as ashes. 

Multitude!* of people went with his body b> 
the grave, which was borne in a leaden coffin 
to the church of All Hallows, Barking, a 
church of his own patronage and juriadictioi). 
It was noted of many ag extraordinary, that, 
although the Liturgy had been by human 
law abolished, he the great champion of the 
Church and her Cerereionies was buried by 
his brsve friends according to the old ritual, 
which it was tiigh treason to use. So that it 
went to its grave with him. Both only for ft 
while. 

" For my faith," saith the holy Martyr, in 
in his last WiU and Testament*, " I die aa I

I mj dresd ud desr SoiterugB King Ckults, (wban 
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have lired, in the true orthodox protemc 
the Catholic Faitb of Chriit, forethewed by

•uccetaori; and a true member of His Catlu^ 
lie Church, within theComrounion of a living 
put thereof, the present Church of England, 
ai it stands established by law. 

" I leave ray body to the earth, whence it 
was taken, in full assurance of the resurreo- 
tion of it from the grave at the last day, 
T^is resurrection I constantly believe my 
dear Saviour Jesus Christ will make happy 
I me His poor and weary servant. And 
for my burial, though 1 stand not much upon 
the place, yet if it conveniently may be, I 
desire to be buried in the Chapel of St. John

So on the 34th of July, being St James's 
Eve, l663, the remains of the holy Martyr 
were translated to Oxford, and laid in one of 
the four brick vaults beneath the Altar of SL 
John's. And he has no monument, except 
his own city of Oxford, and the present 
English Church.
